Tho DIPUTY-PRESIDINT (Bobu turofidro Hoth Roy): We hare 

all heard, with great sorrow, of the death of Sufgeon-Ueneral William 
Henry Hanner Robinson, wliich melancholy event took place in the 
evening of the 7th instant, at the comparatively early age of 58. It waa 
only on the morning of the 4th, that we heard for the first time from His 
Excellency Ixird Ronaldshay, wjien 0 |)ening the Ht^hool of Tropical Medi- 
cine, that Major General Robinson was ill. Of all the noble sons who 
have come out from Ireland to serve in this caiuntty, the name of Rurge<m- 
General Robinson will remain one of the^fateflloet. .-He came out to this 
country in the Indian Medii’al Service in 188(5, and had seen service and 
active service in Rurnia, the Chin Hills, Chitral and "Wasiristan and, 
last not least, in Egypt, where he held the important post of Deputy^ 
Director of the Indian Medical Hervice in charge of the Indian Expe<lt- 
t ionary Force from 1914 to 1917. Before being appointed toaBengal, he 
was Residency Surgeon at Alwar, Dikanir, Jaipur^ Marwar and Mount 
Ahu ai^ Chief Medical Officer at Rajputana and Inspector-General^of * 
Civil Hospitals in the Central Provinces. In Bengal, he came to ierve 
In the highest medical appointment of the Province, that al Surgeon- 
General, in the year 1918, and from that time he was associated with ua 
in the Bengal Legislative Council, except for a period of about six 
months in 1921, when he wns appointelfgii acting Dtreetor-Oeneral of 
the Indian Medical Service during the absence of Geaenl Edwards. 
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He had the rare diaiinetfon o| being Honorary Surgeon to Hia Majeety 
the King-Emperor. He took mn active part in bringing ike School of 
Tropical Medicine into being. Such ie the brilliant career of the man 
w hoHc death we are now mourning. Myself and a f«w of ua of the old 
(’ouncil were aaaociated with him in the old and tbb new Councils for 
nearly three yeara and we are all proud of |jie fact that Ve were hia 
colleaguea. Hia tall, graceful figure, hia clear eyes and hia intellectual 
forehead revealed a noble disposition and a refined understanding. '^He 
ataridM almost unique for his qualities of head ai^ jli^rt. He was one 
wlio had no enemy. An able adminiHtraior, with great powers of organi- 
sation, he waa loved alike by bis colleagues and by those yfho had the 
good fortune of serving under him. He was essentially a man of work, 
always inspired by high and honourable motives, with a supreme sense 
of duty and with unfailing kindness. After thirty-six years of honour- 
able service, spent mostly in this country, he was looking foiward to a 
well-earned rest with his family when the hand of death' suddenly 
snatched him away, far from those who are dearest to him, and leaving 
us, his friends, also to mourn his loss.

Budgat of tba Covornmont of Bangal. 

Tho Hoii>Mo Mr. 4. H. KERR: I have the honour totpresenl the 
Budget estimates of the (Joveriimenl of Bengal imr the year 1922-2:1. 
The ci?il estimates are, as usual, accompanied by financial atatff- 
ment. explaining in detail the variations under tVe different major heads 
of tbe Budget. Tn drawing up this review, we have endeavoured to meet 
the cntieiaros which were levelled at us last year regarding the inatiffi- 
ciency of the information which we aupplieft, and I trust that the 
ex|danatory memorandum will furnish m^nhera of this Ooufictl with 
moat of Dm miotmmikm they will require when we come to dkwl with 
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the voting of granU. The general financial situation of* the Govern- 
ment of Bengal has been the subject of frequent discussion in this 
Council during recent months. The broad outlines of the situation are 
only too familiar to all of us and 1 need not take up the time of the 
Council by making a lengthy speech on the subject fthis afternoon. 

l‘he figures in the Budget now presented do not diifhr materially 
from those which 1 gave to the Council when I introduced the taxation 
Bills last month. The revised estimates for the current year show a 
decline both under receipts and under ex{>endiyire. The decrease in 
receipts is unfortunately over Ks. 76 lakhs, of which H**- ^2 lakhs 
occurs under the three main revenue-prr>ducing heads, land-i-eveiiue, 
excise and stamps. The falling-off in land-revenue is largely due to 
the post{K>nement of the collection of settlement charges which fol- 
lowed inevitably on the decision to reduco the settlement programme 
on account of the financial stringency; and we shall, we hope, make 
gO(»d this deficiency next year. The falling-off in excise and stamps 
is more serious. It is due to variims causes, but mainly, to the de- 
pressed state of trade and industry during the year. It is impossible 
for us to say when a normal state of affairs will lie restored in thisf 
respect. 

f)n the expenditure side, the nn'iw'd estimates show a saving of 
Ils. fW lakhs over the original estimates, mainly (fue to ndrtMU’hnienfs 
which we were forced to effect in view of the financial situation. For 
next year we budget for a slight improvement in the receipts and for 
n still further retrenchment in the exi>enditure and the net re.sult is a 
deficit of Ks. 120 lakhs which we hoj><» to cover, as the Council know, 
hy the taxation ]>n>|H)HHls which we intHsluced Inst month and which 
we lioiu^ to iwiss next month. 1 d<» not pro|K»se to go into details to-day 
in regard to the biidget demands of the various departments. The 
time for that will come later. I am afraid the Council will be to some 
e'xtent inconvenienced^in coinptiring the budget figures for next yw 
with tlms<‘ of the current year owing to certain changes in the classi- 
fication which have In'en made under the orders of the Government of 
India. Two of these are im|K)rtniit and mav he briefly mentioned. 
Under Tiand-re venue, we formerly use<l to show half of the ohargea of 
district administration, the other half l>eing shown under th<^ HHd 
** Administration of Justice. ** Under the orders of the Government 
of India a tew stil>-head ** District Administration *’ has now been in- 
troduced under the »maior head ** General Administration. ** The 
i^ult is a large i\|>parent decrease in the expenditure under the V T^and- 
ravenwe ** head and a eoiresponding increase under " General Adminis- 
tration. ** JThere are also some rather important and romplieated 
changes in the irrigation budget which are explained in the nemn- 
randnm. 

The Budget now presented is not a production of wbteb anjmt cm 
Up proud. It will give no aatiafaciion to tboae mambiin trlio la»t 
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year feprooclied tie on the ground that the Budget showed look of 
imagination and no signs of any constructiTe programme on the port 
of the Ministers. Once again, we hare to budget for a large dedcit, 
and the consequence is that we have had to frame our proposals in a spirit 
of rigk] and parsimonious economy. It is not to be expected, therefore, 
that this Budget will show any indications of a hroad and generous, 
programme for the improvement of the conditions of life tn this Presi* 
dency on the lines which many members of this Council would like to 
see adopted. The Budget, in fact, does not profess to do more than 
pnivide for tl^e bare*nSpds of the administration. The Finance Depart- 
ment have been compelled to prune the departmental budgets ruthlessly 
in spite of pWests from Members and Ministers, and the result is that 
Mr. Spry and I are at the present moment the tw*n most unpopular men 
in Writers^ Buildings. Our hope that we shtuild receive support from 
the Standing Committees in the matter of retrenchment has not l>een 
realised, din the contrary, most of the Standing Committees have 
pressed for a larger provision of funds than we have been able tn make. 
The proceedings of the Standing Committees show that they went’ 
Ihtr.ugh the budgets carefully and thoroughly and the fad that they 
lmv ‘ not been able to suggest any furtbor material retrenchments suj>- 
petrts our contention that it is n(»t possible to go further in the wjiy of 
csitting down the d^ninds c»f the various departments for the money 
tjhev recjiiire in order tn carry out the bare essentials of their administra- 
tive responsibilities. Tn these circumstances, it is not a matter for sur- 
prise that the Budget makes no provision for new schemes and that 
we have been I'ompelled to suspend the undertaking of all new arorks. 

There are, however, go<sl grounds for ho|»e that this is the last of the 
deticir budgets that we shall have to present to this (*onnciI. If the 
Council passes the taxation Bills which have been placed before it, we 
sh**uM in future years be able to show a small surplus: hut we cannot 
take that surplus into account at the present stage, hei'niise the Bills 
have not yet been passed by the Council. What we propose to do. there- 
fore, is submit to the Council a supplementary Budget after the Bills 
are passed. Tn tKat Budget, we shall show how we propose to deal with 
any surplus that we may then enjoy. What that surplus will amount to, 
itHfinjpossible for me to soy at present. It will be seen from the Reports 
of the .Select Committees on the taxation Bills, which T shall present 
to the Council at a later stage in to-day’s proceeflings, thad the Select 
C/<imr»iiHees have already proposed certain reductions in the taxatin.i 
demands which the Bills originally contained. We ^^oped, under odr 
original proposals, to get in a sum of about Rs, 150 lakhs from the 
prticeeds of new taxation. The changes effected by the Sel#ct Cotnmtt- 
t«frs will, so far as we can judge at present, reduce this amount to some- 
thing in the neighbourhood of Rs. 140 lakhs. That will leave us a sur- 
plus of only Rs. 20 lakhs over the estimated deOdt for next year. But 
if the taxation proposals go. through in the form proposed by the l«ct 
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(jammitieM, and if we can c<ntnt on a permanent addition to our 
revermea of Ba. 140 lakha or Ba. 150 lakhs, we feel that we skall be 
justified in meeting Es. 40 lakhs of the next year’s deficit from our 
balances. If we are placed in a position under which we can reasonably 
estimate for a moderate working surplus in normal years, we shall be 
Justified in keeping our balances at a comparatively low figure ; and if 
we that wc c^an safely reduce them to Its. 20 lakhs our revenue defi- 
cit next year will be retluced to Rs, BO lakhs. The new taxation^ should 
then provide us with a surplus of about Rs. GO lakhs available for expen- 
diture next year. Proposals for the expenditure *of*this su^lus will, as 
J have said, Is* laid Mttre the Council in due course, when we are in 
a liettej iMjsitiori to esliuiate what our surplus will be. I a^uld merely 
urge for the numient that the Budget, which I am presenting to-day, 
shotil'i not be regarded us our complete Budget and that we should not 
be judged on that Budget. The Budget provides merely for the essen- 
tial iMwds of the administration and has been drawn up on the assumption 
that we shall receive no further revenue during the coming year. That 
lisHUUJption ivill, I hope, lie falsified and we shall then he able to put 
our further proposals before the Council. 

As usual, there will In* no discussiou on the Budget to-day, hut 
from the 27th <»f Fehmarv onwanls, the Budgtd will W thn>wn op<*n to 
getieral discussion. We projKifH* to billow the safiie practice that we 
adopieil last year, of allowing non-official memliers, in the first place, 
to offer such remarks ns they may wish t(i make. The Memliers of the 
Council and the Ministers will then deal with the fjuestions which will 
Ix' njisfsl in the course of the debate and clear the way for the voting 
of grants which will In^gin from the IBfh of March. I would merely 
add now that in the course of the eoming week, if anv Members of 
('ouncil demr<» further information on the Budget now presented, 
Mr. Spry and mvself will lie happy to see them at anv time and to 
supply any explanation that niav Ix' re<|uired on points %vhich are nwt 
clear to them.

The Bengal Amueemente Tax Bill, 1922. 

The Hon’ble Mr. d. H. KERR. I to present the rejKirt td the 
Select Cc^pimitt€»e on the Ihn^al Amusements Tux Bill, nt22. 

The chaiiffes which have lanm made by the Sided (’(»mmitt4i»e will 
1 h* appartuil from their re|»ort. As I promised the rouneil when T 
•iii(»ved that the Bill Im* referred to a Sidei t tV>nnnittee, we summonial 
liefore us the n»pn»sentatives of the principal theatres and cinemas in 
Calc'utta, and they showed us lM*yoiid any shadow of doubt that their 
I 4 idustrv was very ilTmh depiessed at the presoii! time, ami that taxa- 
tion on the s<‘ale projiosed in the original Hill wouhl teml to press very 
s4*verely on the industry. Vi e were impn»ssed by their arguments, but 
w’e discovered frr^m the full accounts, wdiich (hev show'ed us, that 

(he amount of money taken from the Calnitla public? on these 

entertainments during the last ^ ear- -admittedly a year of grcnit 

depression — -was w’ell over Ifs. t‘IO lakhs. We did not, therefon*, feed 
justified in almndoniiig this tax altogether, hut we have changed the 
rates to be chargt»d on admission tiekets tc» cinemas and theatres and 
siipilar places fmin 25 js*! rf*nt. to something ls*twe«Mi 12^ and 15 pf»r 
<‘ent. all rouml. We have also decided reronimeiid that no 
entertainment tax sloMiId l>e levied on tickets lielow eight annas. I 
do not think I need add anv further remarks in ri*gard ti? this report. 

^ • Tbt Btngal OMirt-ftei (A m tK im mt) BW, 1922. 

Tilt H«lPMt Mr. i* M. KERRs I beg to present the rt^xirt of the 
Select ('^mmittei* on the Bcmgal (kiurt-fees (Am«9idiiieiit) Bill, 1922. 
Here again the report will show that we have made soonsiderable and 
important reductions on suits of low value in awordance with tha 
general wish, wbirh was expressed in the Coiiitcil last monlb, that we 
sbould do all that is possible to avoid hardship to the poorer classes. 
I do not propose to go into detsils on this subject this afternoon, but there 
is one very impmrtaiit point which is raised in the minntes of dissent on 
this BtU and the Stamp Bill on which I should like to say a few words. 

I 
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There ie a propoeal that the ^iperation of these taxation Bills 
should be limited to three years. The advocates of this proposal urge 
that the Government of India have remitted our provincial contribu- 
tion of Ks. 63 lakhs for three years only^ and that if at the end of that 
j>enfMl, they find uh comfortably off, they will be tempted to re-imix>se 
the contribution. Well, that point of view iy inteUigible, but I 
think its advocates overlook the fact that the Rs 03 lakhs is only a 
com|;iaratively small item in our list of complaints against the 
Government of India. We have always said that we regard thd 
remission of the Ks. 63 lakhs as affording us entirely^ inadequate 
relief, and we have made it clear — His ' Excellency has made it 
clear— that we do not propose to relax our protests untif the whole 
settlement is revised in an equitable manner. 1< is impossible for 
me to prophesy what may happen during the next three years, but 
it is much more probable that a general revision oi the settlement will 
Is* initiated during that period than that the end of the three years 
will find us in a fsrsilitiii where nothing more than Rs. 63 lakhs is at 
stake. The pnqs»sal tf) limit the Ilill.H to a pcnod of three years is, 
therefore, rather like getting ready a weapon tor a fight, which may 
not take phu*e at all. hut w'hich, if it df »08 take place, will probably 
assume a form which none of us can ari(ici|>ato at the pres<‘iit 
moment. * * 

The real argument against the limitation of taxation to three 
years is, however, the p?*actical one. The Budg«»t for next year, 
which I have just [»rcscrite«l. .shows a d<*ficit of Rs. 120 lakhs. The 
taxation Hills, if they g(» through suhstiuitiallx in their present form, 
should hring us an income of about Rs. 140 lakhs, (»r Rs. 20 lakhs 
above our prewuit deficit. But, if we can cmint on thes<* Hills, as 
giving tis a |>eriiianeni source of revenue of Rs. 140 lakhs, the Irenefits 
that we shall gain will l>e far in excess of the comparatively small surplus 
that w^e shall obtain over fuir prewuit deficit. In the first place, given<»a 
nuMlerate surplus on which we can j>ermaneutly count, we shall be able 
to raise a loan for capital exjuniditure. therebv relieving our revenue 
budget. Memlrers of this rouneil of all shades of opinion, who have 
any exp<u‘ietice of financial administration* hB^e urged on the Govern- 
ment the necessity of t4\kiiig this course. Tf is not sound that ^ gfl^t 
Government or a grt'at Torporatioii should dcirav the cost of its 
capital scln^ies fnmi revenue. We have had to do that hitherto, 
Irecanse we have neter had any assuied income of our own, hut now 
that we have got an assured income, we should take the first oppor- 
tunity of putting our finances on a sound footing by financing capital 
works front loans. That is the first advantage which an assured 
surplus would give ue. 

In the second place, if we are in a position to raise a loan for 
capital works, we can safelv reduce our balances to a very moderate 
figure; as at present advised, we think that Rs, 20 lakhs would he 
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aufficieiit foi* iliia jHirpoae. If we addpt tbiR eoTirnc, our re%"enue deficit 
nexi year will he reduced to Ra. S«) lakha, and we ahottld hare a 
reveDiie aurplas of about Rs 60 lakha available for new acheraea. With 
the aid of thia aurjdua and of the loan for capital worka, Miniatera ahould 
be able to inaugrurate a policy of eximiiaion of the activitiea of the 
tranaferred departnientH — a matter winch ia pn*s<k»d ujion ua in the frreai 
inajorily of the non-official reaolutioiia that an* moved in the Council. 

What I have said is ba^ed upon the uHauiiiption that we can count on 
this taxation as a permanent source of levenue, or a( any nite, that we 
can l»e assured that the taxation will not la* lemiited unless we ire( a 
( orrespondiif' amount of revenue from other souices 1/et us consider for 
a moment what would hap|**'n if the taxation Bills were limited to a 
j?eriod of three years. At the end of three years, (here will l»e a new 
Council. Tf that Council refused to renew the taxation Bills, and if the 
Government of India re-imposed the provincial contribution of 
Rs. 63 lakhs, we should he faced w'ith another dfdi(M't api>roiiclunfr 
2 crores of rufiees. With this pnisjiect in view, 1 doubt very much 
whether Government wouhl be justified in raisin;? a loan for capital 
works. It would very risky for Government to bunlen itself with 
a loan, when it knew very well that then* was at least a risk, whioh 
it would have to ta^^e into account, of a large deficit at the end of 
tliree years, and the possibility of having to meet the loan charges 
by curtailing essential administrative requirements, If, th<»n, we 
decided that the prosjiect of this taxation being available for thnx* 
years only did not justify n> in raising a loan, wc should not find it 
fiossible to leduce our balances much lielow th**ir present figure of 
Rs. 50 or lls. 60 lakhs, t would remind the f’onncil that our defic'it 
for next year has h<*en reduced to Rs. 120 la^hs by cutting out all 
provision for new capital works. It is 'obviems, howex’er. that this 
state of affairs (‘ould not continue indefinitely. Urgent demands for 
ci^ital works are sure to lie pressed upon us by all departmefiiia— tfi 
fact they are coming in nowr much more frequently thaJi I «are to m ao 
and we should have to c<»ns<*rve our haianoes to laei-t demands of (his 
nature. The result is that our suf^tia next year would be reduced 
to^he difference between om deficit and the proceeds of the new 
taxes, ethat is to nay, we should have a surplus of only almut 
Rs. 20 lakha «id we ahould have to keep this for . apital works and for 
IIm Jietnal growth of recurring expenditure. It would not*he possible 
far M to launch out on any new schemes of any magnftude involving lecur* 
ring expenditure. Our position for tbe next three yenrs during which 
the taxes will be in force would be the same. 'Phe most we could 
expect would be a small annual revenue surplus of Ra. 20 lakha or io 
for three yearn with the prospect or at lixwit the poaatbility of a huge 
ddloii at the eud of that period. 5?o I aay that it these taxation Billa 
are Itmited to a period of three years, we shall be fb very much the 
position as at present. We should have no money to spare lor 
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new flcbempff, however deserving, or however much they may be 
deaired by tbi» (>»aBeiI or the country. Surely « this is not a state of 
affairs that can be desired by any member of this Council, least of all 
by th<wie who are always pressing upiin us the urgent need for si^bemes 
of development in the transferred departments. %Surely, it would be 
ver> much l»etter to take the bull by the horns; gi\e ns this taxa- 
lion as a permanent wmree of revenue on which we can count, until 
we can :ncrease our resources in othtr ways, instead of imposing this 
rcstricrtlon of tlirtn* years in the hope that we should thert'by be 
placed in a Wlter iKisitiim to fight a battle whicG inay n(^ver come off 
and which, I have will alimmi certainlv not come off in the 
form W'hich the advocates <J this measure iintlripnte. There will he 
plenty of time between m»w and the 8th of March, when the taxation 
Bills will come up for discus'* ion, for memWs of the Council to think 
over the situation, and T trust that the remarks which I have made to- 
day will rcicive their careful consideration.

Recruitment of Indian Deputy Commissioners, Calcutta Pdioe. 

Mr. BldOY PROSAD 8INCH ROY • 1 move that this (\iutieil 
Recommends to the^ioveiiinteni that steps be taken so us to provide that 
half the numl»er of Deputy (’ommi^sioners of the (’ulcutta Boliee lie 
Indians. ’’ 

I nei»d hardly say what is m> object in placittf^ this rescilutioii liefore 
the House at a time when a hi}^h tension of feeling is prevailing against 
the I’olicc Department and when it has to jierfonn a very unpleusanl 
duty ttf making indiscriminate arrests all over the country and especmily 
ill (.'ah'utta. Jt is a duty unpleasant f(»r all human beings and it is more 
HO for an Indian to deprive another liidiuii of his jierminal lilierty for 
which are ctinsidered by many as instances of noble sacrifice jn the 
country's cause. Whatever may lie the opinion in some (|uarters, 1 
place this resolution liefore the Hou.He w ith the greatest reluctance and I 
do it with a full iii>rist» of res|iotiMibility that if it is uctMjpttni by the House, 
and if the (tovemment are pleaecx] to give effect to 
I would im thrusting an undesirable duty on at least two 
Indian mem tiers of the Imfierial Police Service, f beg to assure the 
House first of all that, in moving this resolution, •! Iiave not 
been actuated by any prejudice against the Kiiro|:eai] roembiTs of the 
Pol ic% Service nor is it my intention to raise ^racial questions. 
My only object is to sec ure some advantages for the residents 
of Calcutta and thereby to allay, to a iwtaiii extent, 
the iU*feeling which at present exists between them and the 
authorities of the Calcutta Police. It may be interesting to know that 
the supervising staff of the Calcutta Police at present consists of 
1 Coimnissioner of Police, 7 Deputy Commissioners and 13 Assistant 
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(yominiiwiont'rN, Of thefio 20 officers, only 6 are Indians, namely, 
1 IX'puiy CommiHsioner and 5 AKsisiant OmimisKioners. The Commis- 
sioner, as the head of the Metropolitan police, is responsible to the 
111114' ni for the management of the force under him and for the 
rnaintimance of law and order in this city. The Deputy Commissioners 
are very responsible officers having direct <;hurge of the vatious depart- 
ments or the administrative units into which the Calcutta Police admin- 
istration is divided. The authority of these Deputy Commissioners is 
practically supreme in their own departments, onjy subject to a formal 
control and supervision of the Commissioner of Police. I do not think 
it is necessary for my present purpose to give further details of the police 
administration of Calcutta or of any of its departments. Areording to 
the recommemlations of (he Public Services (’ommissioii, .13 per cent, of 
the app<»intments in the Imperial Police Service should b<* given to the 
Indians. Of these IW per cent, two-thirds should lie appointed by direct 
recTuitment and one-thini b\ promotion from (he Deputy Su|»erintend- 
ents, l»ut up till now there was no direct recruitment, and this 
(question of direct recruitment, it may be remembered, was 

thrashed out in this Council n few months ago by my learned friend Babu 
Surendra Nath Mullik. in c^oiinecticin with the appointment of Assistant 
KufierinteiidenfH of Police*. At present there are altogether 117 offic'crs; 
of these only 13 are Indians, some of whom are permanent members e^f 
the 8<»rvice and w>n>e are only officiating memliers. So that if the n*com- 
niendations of the Public Services f\)mmission were given effect to, the 
number should have been at least 39. Of these 39, 26 should have been 
directly rcruited and 13 should have been recruited by promotion from 
the Deputy Superintendents. 

My suggestion is that half the number of Deputy Commissioners of 
the Calcutta Police should be Indians. This would require that at least 
throf' of them should l»e Indians. This can b** effected either by transfer 
of the Indian members of the Police Service from the districts to I'tilculW, 
or by promotion of the Assistant Commissioners of the Calcutta Police. 
The most obvious objection of Government to promotion may be that 
there are already 13 Indians— the number of promotions sanctioned by 
the 8ecretar>' of State — so no fresh appointment can be made by promo- 
tion. It imiv Ih* obsened. in reply, that the Government of Bengal ifhVe 
not very diligent in giving effect to the recommendations of the Public 
Services (^ifnmissitm, and they cannot consistently plead that they can- 
not appoint two 4ir t^ree more officers to the Imperial Police Service by 
giving promotion, I hope the Government will not attempt to put forth 
this plea of statutory bar. 

In thesiwdays of constant trouble and political agitation, the super- 
vimng officers of the Police S«»rvice have constantly to come in ctmtact 
with political agitators and to face very difficult situalions— aituations 
which require presence of mind, sobriety of judgment and Uct in hand- 
ling. Calcutta, as the capil*il of the Presidency, and centre of leartag, 
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in luitundly the nursing ground of all political agitations. So it it 
neoitaary that officers of the (^alcutta Police should be coiupfised of men 
possessing wider knowledge of human nature and enjoying confidence 
b<^h of the Qovernment and the public alike. The Public Services 
Commission and all other bodies which have investigated into the condi- 
tions of serfices in this country have recommended, without exception, 
the admission of a greater number of Indians in the Public Services, and 
this recommendation has been re}M*ated not only because the number (»f 
qualified Indians is i^dually increasing, but also because Indians have 
certain advigitages "over foreigners, however great the efficiency of the 
latter may They never learn the language of the country and get 
very little opportunity of knowing the life, manners and customs ..f the 
children of the soil. These Deputy (\immissioners of Police genenilly 
begin their career as Assistant Superintendents and, in course of five 
or six years, they come up to the position of Dt^puty Commissioners. 
These young officers are genenilly placecl over ver>' experienced Assist- 
ant Commissioners so that these Assistant (’oininiHsioners in the mime 
of “ assisting,*’ have often to coach their official superiors. Nationality, 
• official position and the ignorance of the native language of these Deputy 
(’onimis.**ioners often stand in the way of their freely mixing with thiir 
friends and act|uaintances uthei than Kiiroisniits. ami they are, therefore, 
a certain extent, 4nacce.HMible to the public. It is well known that the 
efforts of the police in detecting crimes or in handling difficult situa- 
tions are often frustrated if they ilo not get the co-operation of the pub- 
lic. The treatment accorded to some members of the public, whatever 
may be their political ofdnion, by some of the European officers of the 
Calcutta Police has made them very un|iopu]ar. Without attempting to 
cite particular instances of uncuurieous behaviour, I shall show that 
they have lost the confidenct* of the imhlic, the syinjaithy of even the 
sober, and loyal section of the citizens; this lias told tifmn their useful- 
qpss. The country expects better treatment from the Indian officers, 
and, I hope, if they are appointed to the r«s|K»nsible post of Deputy 
Commissioners either by transfer from the districts or by promotion fr<mi 
Assistant Commissioners, who will be men of great experience, they 
will be able to regain the confidenn* of the fmblic and re-establish the 
gfg>d name of the police in Calcutta. With these few words, 1 beg to 
comnfbnd the resolution to the acceptance of the House. 

INOU tHUtHAN DUTTAsIn view the fact that the 
gradual Indianisation of the services is an already acqppied principle of 
the Reform Scheme, I think the proposal of my friend is a very modest 
one, and I heartily support it. Only a few months ago, ^is Council 
passed a resolution that there should be no further recruitment for 
Imperial Police Service Officers in England. The object of that reeo- 
littfoo was to give the Government an opportunity of gradually ladiani- 
sing the Police Service. After the acceptance of that resolution by thf 
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O'Ufiril, I n«»d hardly iinpreaa on the members of the Oottiicil that thin 
renolutior. has also got to be accepted, as a corollary to the other one. 

Both iii the Council and (>u4si<te, »«W»-4iffic»al members have urged that 
there should be greater the public and the Police. 

Even His Excellency the (lovemorlias been pleased to say in this Council 
that the need of (5o-operation beipijp the Police and the ptblic is para- 
mount. We have heard in thiaiapncil that the people are generally 
to blame for not co-operating witi the INdice in the way in which they 
siiotild do, but we have hardly had an opportunity (if seeing the other 
side of the shield. Ileceiitly, a police conferencre'was held in Howrah, 
representing Indian Police parts of India and in the 

presidential address of that conf«Aiee/iN|i #ere told that many Indian 
Police Officers have been taken to task ^^l^ their superior Euro|)ean 
(dfifrers for freely mixing with the peopfe.' Can you eo-operate with the 
|ieople without mixing with IhemJ' It is a serious charge and 
tiovemmenl should clear the ground by meeting the charge. ‘•At a time 
when we are all (lirect<‘d t( (•o-ojH‘rate with the Police — and even His 
Exc«'|leucy has strengthened this jwiint hy referring to it in the Couiu il — 

1 think that every facility should lie given for better co-operation between 
the INiIice and the public. It is an important fact — and it cannot be 
deuied—that European officers of the Police department do not gel an 
op|M>rluriity of knowing the sis uil structure, characteristics and habits 
of the Indian jieople, over whom they are placed in charge, so easily as 
Indian officers can. It is not an uncommon fart that they do not know 
the language of the district or the province over whi(‘h they hold sway. 
What is the result of this? The result is that they have to depend 
upon the reimrts of sulwirdiimteH who often cannot he trusted. If good 
Indian i»fficers are placed in the superior posts, we shall surely see greater 
(^o-o|H«raiiou and belter facilities for mixing with the people than we 
see at present. Recently there have been cases, referred to by the 
Hon'ble mover of the resolution, in Palcutta, where the (onduct, the 
behaviour of some of the Euro(»ean Deputy Commissioners has Wn 
unpleasant to the people. Some of these cases are sub judiee^ and it 
would not be fair on my }uiri to make any comment on them, but the fact 
n^mains, that the people are dissatisfied and it is the paramount duty of 
the Government, in these days of stress and heart-burning, that when- 
ever they have a chance, officers should not lie sent to deal with the 
Iieofile, offi(^rs wdu> have not that requisite degree of symfuithy which is 
so tmteh needed to ipeei difficult situations. Thai is one of the main 
reasons why we demand that Indian officers, who are sympathety^ to the 
)ieo|de, should be placed in charge of these high appointments. 

With tl^se few words, I beg to support the motion.

are not in a position to gra^ th^1||||BaDce of their daily duties, and 
they have to depend entirely ujH>n the energy and efforts of their Indian 
officers. In cases of nuirder, the iai| il i[|Bies and investigations have to be 
made by the Indian officers, and thlHlB^ct decisions arrived at, are 
based upon the reports suhinitted by th«»ni ; consequently, the first-hand 
work, the first-hand Ji^^iuiries and investgations have all to be made by 
Indian officeiw. The K u n >pcaLM>ffifl<iiBil^ not in a position clearly to 
understand dhe subject ^ Indian officer, from 

his knowledge of the hingun||H and ('ustoms of the ('ountrv, 

is in u better position to appliyPp the subje<-t matter of these impiiries. 
If all these facts are taken into considerntiiin, can there be any dtmbt in 
the minds of the luemhers of this ('ouneil that the work — the subject 
matter foi^ consideration — shouhl he left to the Indian officers? These 
are the views which 1 submit for the consideration <*f the ('ouncil. 

• Babu 8URENDRA NATH MALLIK: I beg to support this motion, 
and regard being had to the fact that I huvt* already said a h»t«bout it a 
few months ago, on the (jucstion of the desirability of intrcnlucing u large 
number of liulians iff the superior brunches of the p»»Iice, I 'do not like 
to reitenite all those arguments now ancl take up (he time of the C^nirrcil. 
To my mind the stnuigest argument in support of this motion is this: 
that we are now speaking of the Indian police servic e, and nolusly has 
a greater right \o he in that serviVe than an Indian. It is iny mother- 
land and 1 want to serve my motherland, and my right is supreme. If 
one of the basic ideas of the Heft»rin is the Indianisation of the aerviees, 
then it is iiiiK^ that something should be done in that dtr«*ction. sonie 
definite indication should l>e given by this lime that this is really whaf 
th^ Oovernment wants to do. Therefore, without taking up further 
tipie of the Council, I must say that 1 am in entire sympathy with this 
motfoD 

There is another point which I must ask Government to consider, and 
that is that then> is a large amount of dissati^action amongst the Indian 
inspectjjrs of the Calcutta Police, on account of the way in which their 
(‘latins are overbwiked in the interests of the European meiiiliers of the 
service. There are very qualified men; there are honest mffn in the 
Oalculta Police — at least there are some — and theysio not get recogni- 
tion, beiiause it is a fart that even Sergeants are promoted to the rank of 
Deputy Commissioners leaving out Inspectors of ability and unswerv- 
ing honesty, and of good reputation. Therefore, in the inie)««sts of the 
Oslcutta Police itself, there ought to be justice rendered to our Indian 
officers. 

A^in, there is no doubt that our Indian officers have shown the 
gmtesi possible courage in the face of all kinds of danger and difficulty 
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to which police officers are subjected from time to time. The GoTern- 
meni have broujfht in a half-way house — that is, the Assistant Commis- 
sioners. I’he idea in to promote them up to this place and to keep them 
excluded from the hiffher post of Deputy Commi.Hsioner. The Govern- 
ment bavc (lone the same in the Bengal Police; they have ^brought in 
Deputy SuperintendentH from promoting efficient inspectors who are 
allowed to go up to that and can never anpire to anything higher. TTiese 
half-way l|oiHeM are our enemies and it is Our duty to see that ju.stice is 
d»»ne to ourbndher Indian officers in the service.c, ,In the interests of 
justice, in the jritere.sts of g(Mwl administration, in the interests of remov- 
ing gKuit dis-^atisfaction that now exists among the Indian p(dice officers, 
1 re.spe< t fully sulm»it that this resolution ought to he given effect to. 

CHIE^ SECRETARY to COVERNillNT (Mr. H. L. Stephonsofi) : 

I .sluill htllow the example set hv the mover of this resolution and 
uv(ud the thorny (piestion of raeial antagonism of the advantages and 
disadvantageM of having a European Nervire as against an Indian one.

(hmiing to the actual residution, Sir, 1 am very glad to have another 
opportunity of trying to explain to the Council what the exact situation 
is. We Inive been accused — 

Mr* BUOY PR08AD SINCH ROY* I rise to a point of order; may 
I know' when the juni(>rmt>st Deputy Commissioner was first appointed? 

Thf DEPUTY-PRESIDENT: You cannot interrupt the m«mher jn 
his spt'ech. You have a right of reply. 

Mr. H. L* STEPHENSON* I shall W very glad to give the memWr 
the information he want.s afterwards. As I was saying, I am very glad 
to have this further opportunity of trying to explain what the actual 
.situation is, with regard to which there seems to have been a gnat (leal 
of misunderstanding. The Indian Police service is a sendee based on 
the same liRes as the Indian Civil Service. It is recruited on a tec'hnieal 
formula, and the lAisis of its recruit mtmt is the number of superior 
appointments tlwt are rei^uired in the province. To that is added a 
certain percentage of th(vse superior appointments to provide for train- 
ing and letHe vacancies. That percentage is worked out on an average 
basis from figurea fca^ many years past. This is periocjically corrected, 
and the whole theory is to give 66 superior appointments, winch I^hink 
is the actual number now included in the cadre. In order to give 65 
men to iheae appointmopte, you must add a peroontage to that 65 in order 
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to give you your men iu training and leave \*acanoieti. TJie whtde l>a»i« 
of recruitment i« not Uu* number of men in the ser^'ice. but the number 
of superior appointments. The Public Services Commission rw'ouunend- 
ed that a certain numl)er of these appointments should l»e listed, i.c., 
should be t)irowu open for promotion from the provinriiil branolies of 
the police 8#\'ice. At the time that they sat in Bengal, the [»er<entage 
of superior appointments then listed 5, and they rei oiniimndeil (hat 
we should gradually work up !LM) per cent. What Bengal has done is, 
that it has worked 10 per cent, and I think we may riaftn that this 

is higher than in other provinces. We are prec luded, as the mover has 
pointed ou^ fnuu going any further in working up to a higher percent- 
age, hy the orders of the Sec retary of State, in r<‘gard to the percentages; 
(hey are based on the (onsi deration of the needs of (he polic'e servic-e over 
the whole of India. 1'he present orclers regarding the rcMTuitment of 
the police servic e are that '10 per cent., not of the »upc*rior posts, hut 00 
per c'ent.*of the rec ruitment every year is to Im' recMuited from amongst 
Indians; of this 00 j>er cent, of the vacancues, one-third, vi:., 11 per cent. 

)s reserved fo? jiromotioii from the Provinrial service*. O'he ijuestion was 
raised by Bengal last year --if you preunote yemr Deputy Superintend- 
ents to the Impc*rial Police* servic’e ns .Assistant Sup<*rintendf*u( at the 
liottom, vccu arc* not doing them very muc h good. We (berefony||c'nt up 
?o the (iovernmeut (tf Irulia, who agrec*d with our views. 
coders are tliat iiisi4-cd of 11 per cent, of the viic-anc ii*s c'very ycui' l>«*ing 
set aside for promotion of Deputy Sujrerintendant, 11 f>er c'ent. of the 
superior cadre* is listed, that is to shv, instead f>f putting our Deputy 
Superintendents in at the bottom us Assistant Superintendents, we put 
them in at flie tof) Superintendents ot Pcdic’e in the superior appoint- 
ments; therefore, it is wrong, it is a false analogy to say that there are 
117 otHcers in the Im|M*iral Pcdice and only J't are Indians. There is a 
wrong analogy be< au*ce we put them in at the tc»p. The right figure is 
f?iat there are (id or ()*''» sujrerior upporntiiieiits in (he Pcdice and (» of these 
are held hv Indians— jiromoted Deputy Superintendents. 

As regards the system of taking 10 to 11 i>er c^ent. of the sufrerior 
appointment.s and listing them as oj>©n to the IVovincitil jwdice, it i« in 
lieu of the annual recruitment of 11 per cent, out of the dd per rent., 
which* was to be reserved for the Provincial jMilice. As regards the 
remaining 22 i>er cent, of the rec*ruiiment, the system is in force this year 
only, because this is the first year in which they have had ^competitive 
examination for appointment to the Indian Polic#. That examination 
was held in December, and we have already asked the Government of 
India to recommend to the Secretary of State the appointment of two 
Indians from Bengal on the results of that examination, fnd we hope 
shortly to be able to announce their oainae. Tberelore, I claim that 
the Ikngai Goremment has done its beet to carry out the recommesda- ^ 
tions of the Public Serrices Comtoiaeiott, as accepted iaalJy by the 
Secretary of State aad ParliaaMml, aod tliat they are aoi opea to the 
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ebartfe brought by the hon’ble mover that they are slow in moving in the 
matter. 

If I have succeeded in explaining to the Council what the actual 
situation is as regards the Indian Police in Bengal at large, w’e can now 
turn to what his profwsal is. The profK)Sttl is that half the Jji^puty Coin- 
inissionerH in (’alcutta shall l>e appointed from Indians. The Deputy 
Conirnissionerships in Calcutta are not isolated appointinent.s. They are 
part of the general cadre of the Bengal Police, they rank as Superintend- 
ents of Police; therefore, we cannot consider them l•,^•l>eing separate from 
the Bengal Police; they are all grouped together, and the remarks I have 
maile with regard to the listed posts of the Bengal Polii e aj^ily equally 
to the Deputy (’oinmissionerships of the Calcutta Police. We can, as 
the hon’hle mover suggested, tmiisfer thref* of the Indian Superintend 
ents from the Bengal I*oIice, and plaie them in as Deputy (yoinmissioners 
in Calcutta; hut I may say at once that (lovernment is not^.prepared 
to do this. The Indian Siipei imendents of Ihdice are men with long 
service, men who have Iw^en plaeed in charge of important districts, and 
we are not prepared to concent rale them in Calcutta without any respect 
to their duties and ( onditions of servne, merely in order to < (invert half 
the Deputy Commissionerships of (’alcutta into posts which may he held 
hy malt promoted from the Provincial serviie. Jl’hc Assistant (’oinj 
missioners in (’alcutta correspond to the Deputy Supe? iiitendents of the 
Provincial service in Bengal. They are not interchangeahle ; wcasion- 
ally a man is hrought in from Bengal; hut, us a rule, a man serves kis 
time iti Calcutta. As the moAer has pointed out, out of 12 Assistant 
Commissioners, there are h who are Indians; T presume his idea is to 
promote d of these to lie Deputy Commissioners, hut to do that, as the 
Couticil will see, would he to interfere very much with the interesU of 
the Deputy Superintendents of the Bengal Police. It will give a very 
unfair advantage to them. In 191(1 or 1917, it was represented that t^j^ 
Assistant Commissioners in (Calcutta were not having the same opportuni- 
ties us the Deputy Sujwriiitendents of Bengal, and^.for that reason we 
went U[> to the Dovernment of India and definitely got their permisaion 
to list one of the Deputy ('omiiiissionerships in (^alcutta in order to give 
Assistant ('onimissioners an opportunity of ri^ing further. 

In extending the nurulier of listed jKista, as we shall do gradually, 
from 10 to ^), the claims of Assistant (Commissioners in Calcutta to a 
proiwrtionnte amouui of that promotion will of course lie considered, and 
I cannot say at the present moment, what the actual figures will^ie, but 
when we next lh>t another post, we shall consider whether it ought to be 
a Calcutta pdst, or a Bengal post. IWyond that I do not think we can go. 

My argument, thaiefore, to the Council is, firelly, ^hat the Bengal 
Police service is an organised service based on recruitment to superior 
posts, and that we cannot upset the organisation of that service by alter- 
ing a part here and a pari there ; it must be done as a whole. The listing 
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of tlie superior posts in the Ben^rui Police as a whole is governed by the 
orders passed by the Government of India and the Secretary of State, and 
we cannot go l»eyond this. The proposal of the mover wt»uld very con- 
siderably go beyond that; therefore, Government arc not in a [KMition to 
be able to accept it. 

Mr. Bl/OY PR08AD SINCH ROY: First of all, I must nay that I 
am not at all diHap{K>inted in listening to the ‘ijs'cch of Mr. Stephenson, 
becauw* I did not ex|H*ct a more syiniKitlietii- ix’ply from the (iovernmeiit 
on a (|uestion like this, Mr. Stephenson say^ that the Kuropean Deputy 
Commissioners have not lost the confidence of the public. I am a 
member eof the public, I reside in Calcutta generally, and 
this is my opinion, and of my supporters in this (\nincil; 
and this is the i>j)imon of the Indian prcns. Mr. SU‘phenson again 
say.s that they nre men of Gj:|a*rience, the juniormost Deputy (\»mtiiiH> 
sinner ht^s 11 years’ exjs'rieiHM*. May I know when he came t-o (^ilcutta 
how many years he was in the j»olicc? In spite rd all his arguments, 
Mr. Stephenson has faile<l to (’onvince us that the (Government cannot, 
with ail consistency, give Cahutta two more Indian Deputy (Vmuuis- 
sioners. This would only lo-lp Government in gaining (he ( (ooperation 
of the public. I do not tliink I should tletuin the House any longer with 
m^ reply. * 

With these words, 1 commend my resolution to the acceptancje of 
the IDmse.

Baoteriological examination of septic tanks. 
RatMAHENDRA CHANDRA MIT^A Bahadur: 1 thit 

“ this (louncil recofiiinendH to the (ioverniiient that a sy.stenialii* 
ii'odthly bai'teriolojfical exnininatioii be curried out of a'l sejitic tank 
effluents dim hailed into the lloo^rhly river with a view to drawinjf atten- 
tion to the factors l onti ibutin^f to the pidhition of that river, and the 
results of such exaiiiinution be published monthly for the information 
of the public. 

No apology is needed for bringing up before you the ‘.uhjcit of the 
pollution of the river llooghly. To all of us, for one reason or othef. 
the purity of the river Hhagirathi is »»f the highest importance. A large 
btilk of the population living on the banks of the rivei uses its water for 
drinking and bathing purposes am) whether Hindus or Muliammadans, 
the Nuhject is one afiecting the health of millions K\en among the 
Kuropeans living on the liver banks, deatli from < lodma has lus ome a 
('ommon (S’ciirrem e. Yon are aware that a txpeof latrine known as 
septii’ tank has been introduciul soim* years ago im the river banks. In 
this latrine the exiuetn of the several thousands of coolies working in the 
mills is collected, dissolved in the water ami after some purification is kht 
inti> the river. 'Die idea of letting in such stuff into the (ianges is revolt- 
ing to all who have been ma ustometl from infamy to hiok upon the 
llanges us so sacred a.s not to Ix' forgotten even in one’s prayer. Ffow- 
ever, if sanitation demand.s that this should he .so, one at least expects 
that the purification of the water should be thorough and that^ Wfore 
letting into the river, the exerelu should l>e divested of its dangerous and 
disea-se-proAticing elements. 

The tfoveiuinenk was pleomMi to ap|>oint, in J)r. Fowler, 

F.R.s.^K.i.r., an iixpert from Kiirope, to go info the (juestion of septic 
tanks and their purifieatioii. After studying the subject for some 
months, be%ubmitte<l his report in llivs rejMirt ('ontainetl a number 

of imjmrtaut rceoinmendations, mime of which do not seem to hare been 
given effect to at all. It is not clear at whose instance the matter was 
so neglected. The l)ej>artment of Public Health owes a duty to the pub- 
lic to explain why those recommendation.s have not been carried out by 
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•^1) thorough sterilicatiou oi the ediuents. (2) storage of ' the eame 
hours before being discharged into the river. 

The Sir 8URENDRA NATH iANERdEAi What is the 

date of the report Y 

Rai MANENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadurs The report is 
dated 1907. Colonel Cleiiienha, in the report by Dr. Fowler, stated that 
“ there can be no inunuer of doubt that the admission of comparatively 
small quantitie.s of s^tic tank efHuents will increase the numlier of 
pathogenic bacilli present and u.s such will be a menace to health. Septid 
tank effluents of the very least quality in this country will give positive 
reaction for li C(*lt in a dilution i»f 1 / Itb(XM). Most of the eflluents from 
these latrines are very far from go<Kl, so much so, that the discharged 
fluid of the sample 5 mixed with river water gave a positive reaction for 

/y coll with a dilution of 1 lO.fKKi.

Thu Hon’blu Sir 8URENDRA NATH BANERJEA: Are you reading 

from the report ? 

Rii MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahaduri Yes * There. 

fore, the septic tank eflluents must l>e regarded as an extremely danger- 
ous pollution even ^i small (juuntifies. The small (hemical iliflferences 
between the samples and the enormous variation from a Imcteiial point 
clearly dfinonsti.'ites this. '1 he cdfhient unsterilised ccuitains millions 
of liacilli in e\er\ fluid ounce that may he pathogenic." 

Dr. Fowler statcnl in the report already allude<l In ‘‘ as already stated 
even effluents in which the organic mutters are prac tically oxidised 
still contain an ap[uc*<‘iable number of oiganisiiis generally n*gardc‘d as 
of jcathogenic c haracter. Some niethcHl of sterilisation is conscsjuently 
called for whenever sue h effluents pass into a stream w here the wut»‘r in 
^he vicinity is us(hI for b.ithing and drinking. It js icm omimuicbsl. 
ther»*forc, that the effluent from the tank latrine or other inslullations 
should in all cases be efficiently purified by flitnition and if it is necessar3" 
to discharge the filtered effiucuits into the river, it should further l>e 
sterilistsl bv the* addition of h> fscchloriteM in adequate quantity " 

The almve extracts from the reports piihlislo'd hy Dr. Fowler, the 
S|>ecfM Officer ai>pointed by the (iovernnient for the investigation of the 
S4*pti( tanks in Bengal, make it |M*rfertly edear that Dr. I^iwlei r<*(corii« 
mended that an adec|uate dose of chloride of lime ^honld f>e added and 
that effluents should !*»* sterilised and that stenlisi»(ic»n is the most 
imfKirtant part of sewage purifu'ation. It is, therebere, obviously neces- 
mry to find out by actual b«cteriob>gi<aI examination wb^her the efflu- 
ents have really been effectively sterilised or not. Such inforrmitiori can 
be gf)t only from the Imcteriological examination of the effluent, ft 
appears, however, that no becteriotogical examination is done and that 
only a chemical examination is carried ont. 
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Ail pointed out by Colonel Clemesha in the above report, the chemical 
aiial.vHifi hIiowh only amall differences and a bacteriological examination 
is conse([uentIy absolutely nwressary to show whether the objectionable 
organisms therein present have been killed or not. In this connection, 
1 must confess to a feeling of suqirise that the Sanitary Department 
should not have done this work of its own accord and that it should bo 
necessary for us to bring this matter before the Council. 1 now hope 
that the Council will set a seal of approval uu my resolution. 

Itii HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: 1 dy not know whether ii 
is my good fortuiuMir misbirtune that 1 happen to live on the luiuks of the 
river (iatiges. As one who is aiquaiiited with the preset polluted 
condition of the str<‘am, as one who is aware of the fact that many people 
in these parts of the country sin t unib to cholera after using this polluted 
mater, and as one who is also aware of the difficulties of the riparian 
municifialities in the matter of good drinking mater, I think, it is 
impiTatively necessary that such steps as are recommended ih the reso- 
lution should be taken. Any (loverniiient mhich has the least regard for 
the lives of its subjects, I think, cannot but accept such a proposition- 

With these fem' words, I l>eg to support the resolution. 

Thi Hofi'Mt Sir SURENDRA NATH BANERdEA: I am one of those 
unfortunate human beings, mho is u resident on h^ie l>ank of the rivey, 
and 1 have lived there for 50 yi'urs and I havt* livisl a happy, healthy and 
contented life. 1 entirely sxmpulhise mith the Iljiidu feeling that 
the riv<‘r (lunges is saeiTd : it is a deep sentiment, hoary m ith age, 
eonsecraUMi by tradition and it ought to la' res|M‘< ted by the (lovein- 
menl of the country ; and speaking on behalf of thf (iovernment, I desire 
to say that me <b» respect that sentiment, Itut the i|iiestioii that me have 
to consider to-day is a practical <»iie. My friend, Hui Muhendra Chandra 
Milra Huhudur, rei ommeiids that me should have a monthly bacterio- 
logical exmination of the efHueiits discharged into (he river. Well, I 
willing to meet him half-may in this matter, and 1 am quite sure he will 
accept my proisisal. We are piepansl to mak«* these examinations from 
time to time. We think it is a matter of importance that these exami- 
nations should Im* made, and we are prepared to comply with niy friend’s 
re<iiiest, consistently with our resoiines. consistently with the organi- 
sation and the staff at oui diniHnud. I think that ought to be uccl»ptab)e 
to my friend. 

There are, hom*ever. one or two considerations mhich I desire to sub- 
mit for the judgment of this Council. In the first place. Dr., Benily 
is preparing a rejmrt on the very quesfion, it is now in the Press, and we 
have not s<^n it yet. When that re|wrt is reaily, it will be my duty, as 
well as my pleasure, to send a copy of it to my friend. On the baais oi 
this re|M»rt. me proiH>se to take I'omprehensive action in this matter. 
Therefore, anything that we can do now would be in the nature of a 
piecemeal operation. I am sure my friend will agree that in view of 
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tluii report which we expect very ehortly and upon the baitiN of whkh we 
deeire to undertake a comprehensive pitigraiiime, any definite action of 
the kind proposed in the resolution would W premature. 

Then^ there is this further point which is to Iw borne in mind, namely, 
that if you have these exaininutions, it would l)e necessary to act uptm 
their results, it would be necessiirv to act upon the materials which these 
examinations will furnish to the (foverninent. We must have 
a machinerj' and we must huA-e n Kiver Pollution Preventive 
Act. We have not ^(»t the machinery and we have not got 
the Act. Thirdly, thfre is the eternal <)ues(ion t»f exfiense which 
has to be considered- We have just listened to the doleful figures of the 
budget. We have not got the money and the examination, whit'h my 
friend suggests, would cost us something like Us. H.tMHt a year; and 
then we have not only not got the money hut the money <’ould not be 
spent unless and until we had a regular comprehensive programme of 
work on which to incur this expenditure. 1 hc»pe my friend will realise 
that the points which I have just urged deserve the serious consideration 
on the p>ari of this ('ouncil ami of thi* tooernment. I wish to assure 
Jiim of my deep) synip)athy with his motion. I wish to assure him that it 
is one of my objects as Minister of Public Htniith to p>revent 
the p)ollution of the river by the dis< harge of these etfiuents. My frieml 
lyay know that my sj^mpmthy is not mere lip-deepi; and he knows pierfect- 
ly well that it was owing to my intervention that a certain factory near 
Hooghly, just at the head of the water-sup>p»ly, which wanted to discharge 
its etfluents into the river, was pireA’eiited fn>ra so doing. The 
Manager of tliis factory ha*< agreed to ilivert the effluents into the 
ctuintry-side. 'riiut seems to he the p)ro|>er method of dealing w ith these 
effiiients. We hove got tlxse instalutions there. We have got thesis 
factories discharging their effluents into the river. All that we can do at 
present is to make these disc harge*% as iiiiioeuous as possible. We have 
ihsucmI an order that these etfluents must U* sterilised. I find that only 4 
factories have compdied with this order, and I have directed that the 126 
mere factories mu.st W cull<‘d u|kiii to steriliiie their eflHuents. Therefore, 
my friend will understand that I am really cemseious of this danger and I 
hope that in view of the assiiram e that 1 have given, namely, that we 
shall hold these bacteriological examinations at reasomihle piericKis and 
as oftea as we can. consistently with our resources and with our orgunt* 
sation and the staff at our dispmsal, he will see his way to withdraw the 
reaolution.

Hal JiAHENORA CHANDRA MITRA Satuidiir: Ju reply, I Ing to 
•uhmit that I have brought the resolution before the fVmncil pursuant to 
a sense of duty which I am to pierforin here. I know the fUfli equities in 
which the people in the localities are placed and no one knows more than 
the Hon'hlei^ir Surendra Nath, for it was he who brought the subject 
for the consideration of the flovernment years ago. Trhen he was a 
journalist, in many issues of the Bengalee he hitiught the matter to the 
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notice of the Government, but nothing effective was done. I brought 
this subject to the notice of the old Council and the whole question was 
not taken into acc ount except that an inquiry was made by Government 
officers. The matter stopped there and no further inquiry was made. 
The Hon’ble the Maharftjudhiiaja Itahadur showed great sympathy on 
the (K’casion and he t<M>k active interest by recommending an invgti- 
gation into the matter and I am gmteful to him for what he did. The 
matter hIimkI there, no rep<irt was submitted and we vrere told that 
l>r. Bentley was engagcsl in this connection. Ilien it came up with a 
kindred matter, nainelv, that a new mill was stalled at Bansberria and 1 
appealed to the IIonTde Minister for help. He was very kind and he 
helped the riparian municipalities of the locality, and the ‘result is that 
the effluent diNcharges have been slopped and that the company executed 
a guarantee hond to the Government, So far right. But it i.s highly 
nec^essarv that a hacteriologic’al examination should he made as I submit 
(’hemicu! examination of no pno ticiil use. 1 think that l)r. Bentley 
will be greatly lielped if such an examination be made. 

Th# Hon’ble Sir 8URENDRA NATH BANERdEA: I think my 
friend, the Hai Bahadur, has misundiTstood me. I have said that in 4 
mills they lmv(» sU*rilised the effluents and in 12t) mills they have not. 
The orders of Government are tliat all the ( HluentN 'ihould he sterilised. 
Therefore, these mills are uelirig ef»ntrar\ to the orders of the (hiveWi- 
meiit and we intend to tak*' the net i'ssary st*'ps in the matter. 

Rii MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: I am thankful to 

the lirm'hle Ministei for u'^xuiing me (Imt strong .steps aie being taken. 
In fact the (dijert of moving this residution is to have effective steps 
taken in this eonneetion If that is done, the matter is at an end. The 
Hon’hle Minister has told tlie ('ouncil tfiat a large sum of money w ill he 
mu'cssarv for having monthly haeterndogical examinations. But Gov- 
ernment might not to grudge to incur this exjH*nditurt‘ to save millions 
oi the jsmple. It is u matter for consideration whether 1 should press 
that monthly examinations In* held. Bather I should think that 
examinut ions fie made from tune to time and at reusonalde intervals and 
that will fa* sufficient for the puriio.H<» of meeting the point at issue. 
Government will 1 m' in a jiosition to know in which mills sterilisation is 
not done and in w hich mills it is done. I do not wish to press Ae resolu- 
tion at |f>*s<mt, n.s I know very well that the Hon’ hie Minister has 
symimthy from tlio heart. I am led to think that he may lie in a position 
to carry out merits of the resolution I hare submitt.H) to the 
Council. If nothing Ik* done, 1 will trouble the Council once more. 

0ns thing mors I would submit to the (\nincil. The River Pollution 
Prsvsntive Act is an Act which we have been dreaming for a long time. 

TKt HoiPIt Sir iURlNDRA NATH BANERdEAs You will not havs 
to dream very long. 
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M MAHCNDRA CHANDRA MITRA iahadlir! When the matter 
wat brought before the old Council, the Hoii’ble Maharajadhiimja Bahmlur 
gave U8 an inkling of this matter. He also told u« at the time tliat 
there would be a Kiver Poilutiori Preventive Act. 1 am not tiure. how- 
ever, whether the River Pollution Preventive Act will be eonfineil to 
Bengal or to the whole of India. But that is n subject for the Council 
to consider. What I do submit to the (\uincil is — sav%» us from the 
river pollution. The Act will cc»me into (»peration ^lerhaps after 
d or 4 years. Are we to sit quite or are we not to take stejw on the gnutud 
of public health? lUe H(»u’hle Minister sa>s that there will l>e a 
River Pollution Preventive A«t. but the Act wiW uot satisfy me nor my 
constituency at all. I re|>cat that effective steps U' taken mtcr. 
However, in view of the defimtr assurance given by the HoiiMde Minister, 
I am obligt*d at present to withdi-aw tlu ivfMdutiou to-day.

Tile House might rememlKT that in answer to n qtiesiiorwput by me 
at the last session, the Hon'ble Sir Surendra Naih Banerjea replied 
that iki^diet expenses allowed for all classes of Indiaq jiatients at the 
Medical College Hospital and the Campbell Srhool Hospital is nearly 
half of what is allowed to European {latienU and fhose # rlaseed as 
European and to Indian ('luij>tians. 

This matter baa for a ver$' long time been causing a lot of bad 
feeling in the minds of the Indian community. During the incumbency 
of the late Sir Pardey Lukis, the late popular and kind-bearied 
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Principal of the Medical College, the diet expooFCA of Indian patients 
were brought up to a higher standard, ond detiiiile attempts were made 
to improve its quality for (he first time within recent years. It often 
hap])ens — and I have got exjHrience <jf the fact as 1 was House Surgeon 
in the Medical College TTospital — that one cunnot diet a patient of the 
hhadmloff class within the standard Kcale of diet expenses allowed per 
head. The diet scale was intieasiMl from nearly Rs.0-4-0 to Rs, 0-6-6 
hy (Colonel Lukis, very recently it has h(H»n increased to Rs. 0-8-0. 
Rut in tliew* hard times, it doea not carry one very far. What I feel 
is that the exj^enditure on milk and sago ctiiild not be higher for 
Kuro{H*ans than it is for Indians.

Sir A8UT08H CHAUDHURI: Is the milk supplied by two 

different contractors ? 

Dr. HA88AN 8UHRAWARDY: I do not thn.k so. 

At any rate, it is only eonvalescent Indian ami Euro|K*an patients 
or those who are waiting in hospital for an oi>eration who would 
nMpiire iliffen'ut kinds of <l«el. 

It seems a cuiious anomaly that a hhuimfotf Bengali patient 
gt*ts Us. l)-8-0 a day, while his s<*rvan1, if hi* la* an Indian (’hri.stlhn, 
can get Re. IdM) a ilay as the limit of his diti exp<*nses. Therefore, 
what 1 suggest to the House and to the Hon’ hie Minister is that the 
limit of diet ex|M*mMw should 1 m» brought uj> to the same standard for 
all classes. irres|S‘ctive whether thes are KunqHMins, Indians Africans 
or Indian (Miristiaiis. They should all have Hie same limi^ of diet 
expends ami get u iliet accoidiug to what the Doctor thinks is Wst 
for Uiem.^ I do not think it is imjHissihle for an Indian jmtient suffering 
from pneumonia to get more than Rs. 0-8-0 a day. 1 think he can be 
allowed a few Annas more as ex tins if onlered by the House Sm'geoii but 
ao con the European iHitmnts get extras, but there is a limit to gmng 
extras, tf a House Surgeon acquires a reputation of giving extra* to 
a largo number of bis patient*, be will ihhiii find bis place ontside the 
words. Tberefote. it ia obvious, specially at the present time, that all 
invnlious distinctions should be lemovwT We ore aboliahing the invidi- 
ou* distinction* in the jail* between higher and lower oloaoe* ol 
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ludiatt political prisoners and between Europeans and Indians, and I 
moved a resolution the other duy to this effett which has lieen passM 
by this House. 

I trust that the Hon’ble Sir Atxl-ur-Rahinr.s n‘friiiu* wdl Is* reniein- 
t>ere<l by these changes over and alrove what have l»een aluMidy itiiiugu- 
rated by him for the improvement of the dail diet penerally, I am suia 
that for the sick people of all classes, a uniftrrm standard of allowance for 
sliet, in all (loverninent Ib'spituls will mark the administration of our 
worthy and popular Mi^iister. the noni>le Sir Surendra Nath Banerjea, 
who hius already brought about wi muc h reforms m; the medic al dejwirt- 
ment, often, in the words of a distinguished meiiilnM of the Indian 
Medical Service, w ith a su|sTb disregard for the “ red Iuih*.” 

Dr« JATINDRA NATH MOITRA; 1 have gu-it pleasure in support* 
ing the restdution of my friend Dr. Suhruwatdy. 1 have |M*isonally 
work(‘d for •several yeai*s in the* premier Medical ('ollege of Hengal and 
have always felt the nec*d cd improving the diet oi Indian imtients on 
s4«vcml (K'casioiis. Several memlM'rs of this (\,»incil felt the ncH*d aa 
will l>e evideneed by the sc*\eral inter|Hdlntions here on this iwrticular 
subject, and Dr. Suhrawardv has elicited the* n*pl\ that Indian {Nitients 
nowadays get Hs. 0-8-0 each a day, while* the Ilurc^jwnins get Ue, 1-0-0 
eaali a day. In 1010, •that is the lust Near whc'u I was House* Surgc*on 
in the Mcnlic-al (\>llege. it was Its. 0-4-0 for Indian patients and 
Its. 0-12-0 for Kurof^eun patients. The Indian patients are as much 
iiuman Wings us Euro}>c*aii pfitieiits, and I do not understand why a 
racial discriininatjon should bc' ailow^ed even amongst the* HufTc*ring 
public. I'he diet that is alh'wed to the Indian {mtients is generally 
•*U( h as cun hardly W consuinc'd by the* hhti/ftulofj class, esjs'cially 
when they are ill, and an improvement of the dietary is vr»ry urgently 
called for. 

•With these* few remarks, I whole-hearted 1\ supfrort the resoliittcrn. 

TIm HOfPble Sir 8URENDRA NATH 8ANER4EA: Ut me tell the 
House in connection with this resolution that I have b<H*n erigagc*d 
in considering this question since I assuiiied the offic*e of the Minister 
in charge of the Medic'al Dejmrtinent. I think it was in April, or even 
earlier, PwTote to Colonel Bamardo, who was then the Princijial of the 
MfHlical College, to look into this matter. I bad received ^^mplainis 
from various <|uarfers — and a popular Minist#T hein||: ac*cessible to alt 
necessari^' receives com|daints from all sources — and so I asked him to 
look into the matter and submit to me a re|»ort. In this connection, I said 
that it would be a wrise thing if be could see his way to appoi||t a C^im* 
mittee of students for the purpo«M» of sufjervisieg the dietary' arrangt^- 
ments of Indian patients. I am afraid nothing came out of ray suggea- 
tion, but the question has always been present to my mind, and I thank 
my friend Dr. Suhrawardv for bringing it up and placing it in Uus 
anthoritative fashion before the Council.

One or two misapprefierirtionf* appear to exis% and I deaire to take 
afkfiniHffe of thin opjfortuaitv to do iny liest to leinove them. I do not 
think that thewe dintirirtioris to whicli refercricf* has been made were 
hawed ufK)n racial cousiderations. Undoubtedly they are liable to 
that interpretation. 1 quite admit that, but T think — and I can speak 
iw an indetwMuhMjt jK^rson unconnected with Oov^'rnnient — that what was 
at the back of the mind of the (ioveniinent in tliose days was that the 
habits of the two classes ot patients were different and consequently 
this distinction was made. Thai, I believe, really the motive that 
underlay these distinctions to whidi reference has been made. I, at 
any rate, and I am sure this (’ouncil will gfive n-e credit ^for it, would 
strongly objc^ct to the inauguration or the continuance of racial distinc- 
tions of any kifid in ufiv department o\er whidi 1 have the honour to 
preside, 1'herefj>re, I would ask tlie ('ouncil to di'^miss from their 
minds all considerations affeclinj; the racial question. I think there 
is a f^rievance — a substantial grievance — in this matter to whi^h reference 
has be»‘n made in tl)e juililic press and rm th" j)ublic platform, and it 
is a grievance wliich (loveinmeiit is bound in duty to consider. It is 
a knotty, a ditticull and a delicate ipiestion I pio|H)He on behalf (it 
(lovernment to appoint a «‘ommittee for tiie purpn'»(‘ of looking into this 
matter and sulmiit a re|Kirt. and 1 would straight, cf1 mentifui the itame.s 
of the memliers of the committee. The Princijwl tif the Medical College, 
Sir Nil Itatan Sarkar. Dr. Has.san Suhrawardv. and Mi Mngendra Lai 
Mitter will form the committee, (iovernment will apisiint a committee 
consisting of these gentlemen to look into this matter and .submit a re{X)rt 
to (iovernment at an early chite. 1 bo|H* mv frieii,! will be satisfied with 
this and see his way to withdraw his resolutiou. 

Dr. JATINDRA NATH MOITRA: I suggest tlml a few more namea 
should ts' addc'ci.

It is eerily during the 
period of Convalescence or in the case of persons waiting in hospitals 
for operation that any distinction can take place. 

As to the termi^of reference to the committee, I take it we jhall have 
our duties clearly laid down and we shall do our best. The committee 
which th^ Hon’ble Minister has proposed, I think, will be able to do 
the work very well. Sir Nil Ratan Sarkar is well known to the medical

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Belgatchia and Surgeon to the College Hospital. Both these gentle* 
men are very exi>erienoed persons with knowle<lge of dieting in Ike 
Campbell Hospital and in institutions outside the Meiiiral College.

Bengal Leper Settlement. 

Mr. J. CAMPBELL FORRESTER: 1 move that “ this (\>uneil 
rec-oinmends to the (Toveinment that a sum of Ks. hO.tKHI he provided in 
, the ensuing budget so that an immediate start may be made with the 
ecmslruction of the Bengal I.c^jier Settlement, the land having been 
prorured for the (rovernment hy private gift.” 

1 ask the CoumTl to support this resolution. A gcmermis donor 
having provided the money necessary for the purchase of the land and 
the (lovernment thus having pnwurcul a .site cef 700 arres in MidnafKire 
distriet for a leper settlement. 1'his site was selected Ufum the advice 
of experts, wlio agreed that it would furnish all the rrupiireinenlH 
nc’cessury for (he making of an ideal Leper Settlement. 

The facts briefly put are that a draft scheme for a Leper Settlement 
for LfKtO lepers was drawn up at the recpiest of the (lovernment by the 
Missicen to l.epers Secretary for India and tentatively approved by the 
(lovernment. The scheme will caist lU. 4.(K).000 but the amount will be 
spread over a number of vears. and I fear that if this amount. lU. 50,000, 
is not provided for in the c*nsuing budget, then the scheine will I>e held 
up for another year. 

I feel the case is so urgent anci important that this Council will give 
fully th«ir sympathy and supjmrt. 

All must have the utmost regret that this awful scourge sj^iuld he ao 
prevalent in Bengal. 

Acco^ling to the census of 1911, there are 17, WI lepers in this 
province and authoritative experts state that these figures are und<^r- 
estimated, that 50 |>er cent, should he added to this. In th| report of 
the Commissioner of the Burdw'an Division, dated the lOth April, 19^, 
the following statement is made:— 

The district of lUnkura is deecribed in the oeasas report of 1011 m the hbefcesi 
leper spot in the wtwle ol Isdie. Oo* ol ee er y 10,000 pepwleiioti ee many m * 28 
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Theiie figure* are appalling aii^ iMting disgrace to Bengal. The pi«- 
•etft Asylum in Bengal provides accommodation for only 5S4 lepers. 
This new scheme for a Jioper Settlement will accommodate 1, 000 lepers 
with possibilities of enlarging; therefore, I trust to-day will be the 
commencement of the wiping out of this disgraceful' and unenviable 
position we hold in Bengal. 

We know that leproay waa, at one time, prevalent in Europe; that by 
the uHl of Han.tation, isolation an,l < Ieanline»«, it has been driven out 
exeepl, perhnjii, in Turkey and— a few, very few caseft— in Norway. 
Ihu» we know that Ihia lainentahle and preventable diaeaee ran by 
proper treatment, Iw eradirated from thia province. ■ ’

A 
resolution was moved that a large sum of money should be spent »U|k>ii 
illuminations and entertainments aJid things pf that kind in honour of 
His Royal Highness Pnnee AlWt Victor. I velku%pd to move an amend- 
ment that a sub^ntial portion of that money devotet) (o the purpose 
of ameliora^ng human suifenng and that ft ehould lie givpp to the lieper 
Asylum m Calcutta. The amendment was carried. The meeting broke 
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up. Fortunately /ortne, I was able to send Es. 25,000 to tbe I^ieper 
Asylum at (Jalcutta, and 1 was made a Governor of that institution and I 
disehaiTfcd that dnty for some time. I'herefore, no appeal was neces- 
sary for the jiilrpose of rMWiVincing me that something had to be done in 
(Minneciion wfth the leper#f of this province. The staienieiit which the 
hoii’ hie mover read oil I -the statement showing the accommodation 
provided in other proviio es us compared with the ai commodation provid- 
ed in Bengal — has come ujiou me as a painful surprise. We claim Jo be .

Question A'o. J64, asked by Bat Mahendra Ckattdra Xtttrrt BaKa Utr 
regarding erpenditnre on Kala-azar ai^ Mahtria research. 


It is not clesr what the questioner artuallT means by the inquiry ai> to “ whether 
an^ oriKina) disr'overies were made by the present incumbents duriiiK their 
tenure.'” If he refers to disooreries inch as those of l>avermn and !U»sk, who in 
the one case made the “unj/inof discovers" of the malaria t>arasUe iIm»U and in 
the other of the fact tfiat the malaria imrasite was rarncil by anopheles mosquitoes 
from the sick to the healthy, the answer would be that they wen* not asketi or 
> expected to do sti , but tffat they were intended to make an extended survey s^^une- 
what on the lines of that earned out by tlie medical ofiic«*rs attadieil li» tl^e Drain- 
age Omiraittae for the Dresident y Division, -with a view of liisixiieriniE, as far as 
possible, the exact distribution of malaria and tracing its xelalionship to ph> steal 
and other conditions with a view to diHcoverin|{ how far it miKht lie |H»H»ible to 
ameliorate the condition From this point of view, the work d<»ne in the last few 
years has lawoi of the utmost value We have learned, for example, as a reaiak of 
that work, Jhe follow injj imiKirtanl facts — 

(1) Malana in the low-lyin^ ureas is not usually associated with exix*ss of 
water, as has lonj? lHM>n 5<i^ev»wl, but that lUi the nmiraiy. it uhuuII> tncreasas 
txjincidentally with an uctu^ dimmution of the water present on the Isnd during 
\b« rams 

(2) Malunn is relatively mild u{ absent from Im'ahties subject to inundation 
with tcrtiliRiM}' hiltda<ien river water and that it increasi's in picviileine aiiu 
seventy when this .Hort«uf water is shut out from the country '>> einhunkineiils 

(d) .Anopheles mosquitoes are ugiialiy relatively siarce or absent duritii' the 
rainy season from liMalities whih iHineht by tlW* TnHujt* of ferlilir.mg sili laden 
riv«*r water "

Nevertheless, it is the dis<x>very and repealed confirmation of the facts referre<i 
to which enable* me to echoVith cnnAdencxi the remarks of His Kxcellency Lord 
Bonaldahay before the representatives of the Disinct Hoards on Januaqp 2(Hh, 19lH. 

” If you could dry up Bengal, moaquitoea would eery aoon disappear iBul you 
cannot of course dry op Bengal. You might as well try to dry up the sea. In a 
country which la naturally a dry country like the Punjab, for insUnce, you may 
set to brork to remove all superfluous water by draining the oountry In 

Bengal, however, some other method must be densed . . If then you cannot 
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get rid ot the water, the next beet thing to do is to change ite chenu^er, that iaio 
convert the numberleas smaH shallow pools with a maximiiro of e(ige and a com- 
paratively low temperature into large expanses of water with a minimum edge 
and a higher temperature. The water which covers the land, especially during the 
wet HcuHon is derived from two sourr'es, vi*., spill water from the rivers and rain, 
t/'nder these circumstances, the object which we have m view can be achieved by 
holding up the water on the land dunng the wet months, in other words, by flooding 
the country ; and hy draining off the flood at suitable seasons. To do this satia- 
factorily we must call in tlie Kngineer and get him to construct embankments and 
sluices. If by thew; means we can regulate the amount of water on a given area 
of land w'o raiinot cmly hririg alxiut c»»nditions which are unfavourable to the breed- 
ing of tiKtsquiUM'H , but can also guard again.st damage being done to the crops, and 
indeeil, we <an enormouKly improve the crops Hy a fortunate dispensation of Pro- 
videiicis the staple crops of ]h>ngal — jute and ru-e — are crops which fjrow in stand- 
ing water and if wf rfr/ubifr f/»r tnflnv' and the rffur nf ikf iratrr »nrntifirally, 
u<f fan nof only dexlroy thf mofufiiitoe larva and maintain a Irvcf of water suit- 
ahlf for thf ja odurt ion of yond rrnpf, but wf rOn actually improvr the feriUHy 
of tkf land hy nllou'tny thf infhtvinfi wntfr to drpont its flit uj»on the xotl.’' 

‘2 it )M not generally realixed that although kula-ar.ar was known to occur in 
parts of liengftl, prior to the investigation undertaken hy the Assistant Director 
of Puhln Ilealih, no one siispected how wide- spread^ fhe infection was. Certain 
iniTKirtant fa^ts have also Imm*!! brought to light in regard to the sex distribution 
of the (liH«*ase It has also lieen shown to lie mainly of a sjKiradic tyfie, rather 
than the epidemic ty|M* common in .Assam.

of hre-anns hy theC’ivil (inardsand lo<»t in several c'ases in thcor [>re'»encc*. 

As there are many oilier nn niheos who are wdliug to speak, as I 
presume from tlie numerous resoluticuis on the snlijecM, I do n<tt like to 
take up muc h tunc* of the* ( ouucii, as they arc* sme to go into 
ch'lails. 'riieretore, I only movi* my lesoluiion for appeonting a 
jofht cominitte** of irfcpiiry not fnon the point of \ii‘w of a men* 
uhstruct satisfaction, hut for the* di'finile purjtosc* of .sc*eing what 
offc'nces, if any, have h(*en committc‘d. and what steps shctuld he taken 
in order that there may he no recurrem e of sin h ctncin es and exc-esses. 
It has been suggc'sted tliat it is too late Hnt 1 do not think it is so, unci 
in cerder to avoid criticisms of that descript ic»n which w<*re levelled 
against me in ccumec tion with the ('handpur incidents, it was 1 who 
pressed that the evidence of witnesses lie recorded and preserved mc» that 
liiey niiL*‘ht la* utilised in iuture I'hese soils of arguno ntN w ill riot hedd 
under the present eircumstam es. 'Phe doctors aic here, the medical iin'ii 
are here, the injured peojde are lieie; their names, addresses, and state- 
ments are already down and these will he available for use hy the joint 
committee which I projamc* Tin* cjuestion of Is'latc'dness cannot 
possibly arise in this case.

I do not know bow 
writes these roin mutiKfu/s, but is it possilile that he thinks that the 
public are the most gullible iihols ou tiie face of the earth and would 
swallow anytliiiig? 

Then, then* is (he story of (he fire and the h'iie Brigade. I'he 
KnffUAhinan^ A report first says 

It IS Mtmngly KUKis'cted that a hu$(fr hIioj* was set on tire h> the uooudof, and 
the Fire brigade staff was stuniMl while passing 

1'his sounds ver^ nice, but I sup|»ose that after wiiting^ this, the reporter 
fell that in these da\s. e\en (lie ;finnnin.< might sue him for defuniation, 
so a few senteiires aftei wards he .sa\s - 

I'he fire hitike out at 5 a M and is reportesl to have been caused by ihe upsetting 
of a naked oil lamp »>rer a hiiiidle of hemp. 

'Fliis is II stniiige cohsistenrx indeed in a ioiiriial which talks so glibly 
of the rasj>onsibilit> of the Pres.s. 1 should never have gtme into such 
detail, but, Sir, the report makes so many assertions about what the 
police did and wbat the police did not do. that the people suspei t that this 
report niuSt have been basetl on police rejMirt. I sincerely trust that no 
police ofliter had any hand in supplying such information to the Preiw. 

Then, Sir. ti.s regards the stoning of the Fire Brigade, I do Aot know 
what to siiy. Tlie u.sefuluess of the Fire Brigade i.s recognised even by 
the ffoonftJs, because an unquem bed fire not only destniys the house 
that has been set on fire, but is a source of great danger to the whole 
neighbourhood, even to the hou*es of the goondns themselves. T^the 
lieneficieut firemen have been stoned, the matter must be thoro^g^hly 
lifted. 
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Then, there have been serioua allefratton.H about the lootinir of ahopa. 
Hie good name of the police deniunda that a ^iftinjr inquiry be made and 
the truth elucidated. How ia it that f/oomhu could loot the ahop after 
the poUc 0 hikd left? Did not the police rehn'k the ahops after their 
search or did they not keep sufficient jruaid to protect the open shops? 
Even these matters require explanation. 

To come now to the mosque affair Kven in thiN very ('ouncil, 

. serious allegations have been made bv a responsible member like 
Habu Surendra Nath Mallik, who held a personal impiiry into the 
matter. If I am not much mistiikeii Habu Suremlru Nath Mallik sau! 
that he him^lf had seen boot marks on the (juilt of the tea<'her of the 
nios<|ue. These arf serious allegations openly made in this ('ouncil 
And how does the Government romniunttfu^ meet it? li only mentions 
that the allegation has lieen made that the police wantonly enteicd and 
desecrated a mosque. That is all ! Nothing else ! Then* is not a word 
as to whether an inquiry has been made about thc-uffnir or whether the 
allegation is time or not. This is the strangest j>art of the commwni^u^ 
whii'h has been based on the repott of Mr. Hird, the Deputy ('oiiimisiHoner. 

I have heard that a cynic once .said that language was disi-overed to 
< onceal the thoughts of men. D it possible that this cynic hud any 
official cornviuniquh of thi.s stirt to read. l>efore he uttereil thi^ 
iiK^iorable epigram? * 

1 seriously usk this Council, have the (bivernment fully done theii 
duty in this matter? 1 have often Is'en ubu.sed for (Titnising the jiidict* 
and it.s methods, hut even, I, Sir, yield to none in my belief that the lif(’ 
of a poliremun, even if he be an ordinary constable is as precious, as 
valuable, as (hat of the higliest in the land. Nay, it is the first duty 
of the Government to see that the life of the police is jiroperly piotected. 
It is absolutely necessary that a thorough and sifting inquiry slmuld Iw 
made a« to how the poor helple-^.s loiistuhle was done to death. Is the 
life of a policeman so cheap that the Government can afford to wink at 
the affair? i»Is it not (’urious (hat Government can remain so itidiffereiit , 
when the life of its own pet child < nmeriied? 

Both for the p<dii’e and the public, an irnjuirv is essentially necessaiy 
The imjuiry made by the Deputy ('ominissioner has nr>l pfoduced 
satisfactiiry result, nay, it has made some of the issues more confusing 
still. The prestige of the Government and the sutiafaction of ^h<* public 
demand that a fraiih inquiry must be made. I'nilh and real truth can 
hurt nobody.

I do not think 1 should inflict a speech on the Council in connection 
with this affair. To my mind, it is a necessary sequel to the pro- 
posal adopted the other day as to the withdrawal of measures taken under 
notifications, and the release of prisoners. The wording of the resolu- . 
lions will he a sufficient condemnation of the proc'edure adopted by the 
men deputed to maintain law and order. This tesolution was adopted, 
so far as I rememl>er, by over 5‘1 against JfG afid if the tempiprament and 
mind of the (Vmncil is as it was on that day, then this resolution should 
l>e adopted. 

J am aware that in some (piarters, the sanity of the members is 
dfnif)t<'<l. Yesterday, my friend Sir TTenry Wheeler, in his reply to 
a (lueshon put by mv frieml Hai Hadha (’hanin I’al Bahadur said that 
the law-abiding i>eople are not much afraid of the actions of the jiolice ; 
it is simply On exaggeration so far as I remember - I do not remember 
the exact wonis — it is an exaggeration of the extremist camp. I 
believe, Sir, that these b't members are not of this camp; they have 
expressed their vie^i* of the matter in dear languap*, and they (*on<1emn 
the proceedings without an> lievitation I am aware.

The one impression that thev have created in mv mind is that the Gov- 
ernment is out for intimidating out the intimidation.s and lawlessness 
on the part of the people by a little more intimidation and lawlessness 
on the part of its own officers Sir, I despise as lyiu h the lawlessness of 
the i>eo])]e as T do that i>f th*- police 1 deplore as much the shooting 
down of an innocent coolv as 1 do the battering to death of a helpless 
pnrtnrnlfn. But. Sir, much of the lawlessness attributed to the |K*ople 
is due (o the stranire orders of the Government and theCfuincil has recom- 
iiKUided their withdrawal But if our ret’ornmendatiruf* are to he con- 
signed to tile waste paper basket let the Government at least enforce 
its ordei-'^/ in a lawful manner.

in the debate at this stage. We must not lose sight tif the issues which 
have l>een raised by the speakers All of them demand an inquiry to 
be made by official and iion-othcial members. Do the facts joeseiited 
by them justify suidi an inquiry? That is the question. Do the facts 
presented bj^' the mover show thul there is a pnnta /{trie case t<»r u public 
inquiry? My submision to the ( ouiicil is that such an inquiry is needed 
ft>r various reasons. 'I’he principal reason is tiiat when the inquiry 
was made, us 1 .-% indicated m the s|>eeche^, that inquiiy was a partial 
one; that iriquir\ was taken up In those who are interested in the matiei 
and it would have bi‘en just and proper that there should he a complete 
publii iiKjuiry, so tliut the result of it, w'ouid liuve satisfied tlie people. 
There i.s a depth of feeling again.st the inquiry already made, and there- 
fore, in my humble opiniop, it is nect*ssary that such a humble inquiry, aa 
suggested, should be made. Now, .supposing (ioveriiineiit di<l make an 
inquiry on the subject, suiiposing an inquiry was made h\ the police 
ufilrers, supjiosing w'ftnes.ses were culled in, but even then the othei 
view of the question has not been taken up as an item of ('imsnleration.

When happenin^TM in Chundpur end other places took place at that time 
there were recjuiMitioiiN for impiiries and when such hap]>eiiin^s as the 
happenings at MechimbaKur on the 26th Daj^etnber took place in the 
very heart of this >(reat city, I think the (’ounc il would see its way to 
have an imjuiry—a thoroujfh imiuiry—into the matter. The Govern- 
ment coinmunKine which has been issued says that the complainants are 
not forthcoming to lay their jfrievances. I would submit that the 
particular creed which the people of Mec huu bazar and other places are 
pursuin^f is non-ccc-opeiation whethc*r rightly or wrongly and, therefore, 
they do not come to the (’cuirts. That, however, is iio reason for ncct 
havinjf an imjuiry inio the mutter to find out which party is to blame 
for hijrh-haiidedneHs. It may be that soon after the hartal of the 24th 
’Decjemher, when His Koval JIi^rhnesN the Prince of Wales visited this 
city, the pcdic e were exasperated at the non-c‘o-opc‘rutors* ac tivities; but 
tlkai is no reusem why there should W hi^h-hunded proceeding's on the 
part of the police who are the f^uurclians of law* and order. Whether the 
noii-c'o-operatcus took the law iiito then own' hands, w Inc h eompellc'cl 
the police to art in the manner as the\ did, is a c in iirnstanee w liich ou^fht 
to l>e thoroughly sifted and inc|nired into. 1 be^^ tit snlnuit tTiat tlie

It is 
therefore mv bonndeii duty^ to give vent tn my pent up feoAngs in the 
matter of the dem*craliljj(r ol the mosi{ue and the holv Koran. I sent 
in notice of nn amendment fNit thrmigh m> misfortune same lias been 
disalloweil. Moscpies., although erected by humao bandi^ are held in 
rewerence as t^e hotises where God Hvea and the holy Koran is regarded 
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u« liayiiigH oi the Almighty. Ko true Mussalmjm can bear patiently 
uny iniiult offered to either of them. 1 was present in Calcutta on the 
day of (MMJUiTenoe. Next day, early in the morning, the sad happeninga 
poured into my earn. 1 inquired and came to know from indisputably 
reliable wrurce that the sergeants and Civil Guards entered the moeque 
with their lanitH on and defiled the sanctity of the place, insulted the 
“ Imam " (jiriest) and threw away copies of the holy Koran. The 
asHuilants were reiiueslHi by the priest in piteous terms not to molest 
uny further on w'hich the sto-geants and the guards lHu.‘ame only furious, 
called him names and threatened with committing nuisance in the very' f 
mosque. 'I'liese acts of atrocity have spread all around niid have roused 
a ftH'liiig of horror and indignation through the Moslem W\>rld. Even 
kings have no authority to desecrate a inosquo and the holy Koran. The 
party of non -co-ofieni tors taking advantage of events of the nature are 
taking a firm hold on the minds of the jieople. I am no non -co-operator 
but an ardent co-of>erator for the advancement of my country and her 
{K*<»ple. I must s|Mnik out the truth though 1 know perfectly well that 
nothing is more bitter than truth as the Arabic proverb has it: Al 
Uahku T/iof-rwfi olov karia durrun It is only deserving that wrong-doers 
must lie brought to Iwsik and it is f<»r that purpose a committee is sought 
for. If Government are op|m»h<m 1 to tlu‘ constitution of the #ommitt(*e 
of iiKjiiirv the pefqde have only one and irresistibje <*onclu8ioii to make 
that the authorities bi'<* shielding the wrong-doers knowing full well 
that the (omrnittee, if hirrned, will give to the w^orld the many unpleas- 
ant things wlncli at all c<»sts must Im* sn|»piess<‘d. The Persian jsiet has 
sung that the keeper is tesponsihle for the hitings of his dog — Kah- 
thihhnn nuthin s\uj portrtd. If the matter is not jinqsTh inquired into 
and projHT aeti(»n is mU taken, the pre.sumption will })e that Government 
do not hesitate or are prepared tii wound the religious feelings of the 
jreople. A change was in sight, many non-C(Hoperators were at present 
changing their creed and vacillating to the side of tlu* co-operatrirs. 
Hut at that psychological moment the p^oide stand thunder-struck at 
the ni»w'H of fh(‘se atriM'ious deeds delilienitelv peiqietrnted. Want of 
action on the part of Government will kindle fire into the hearts of men, 
and it mnv not U' surprising if this fire spre^ids through such inaction 
and assumes the form of n huge conflagration which may disturb Gov- 
ernment in the |>enceful administration of the jieople. With theiNl words,

proposal. It has been said l»\ one ot ui> colleagues, Mi. Travers, tiiul 
by this niesChs we shall U* standing in the way ot Uovei iiuient olhcials 
discharging their duties. 1 think it is the duty of every oue oi us to 
see that the"Governnienl oliu nils arc allowed a tree hand in doing iheii 
duty, but at the same iiiiie it must btt impressed ujion every Government 
otticiui tliat he should on no ui count go out of his wa> and do things 
which are nut at all legal : and fuiiher, things which bring into con* 
tempt the very udiuiiiistration which they are lK>und to hold.

I was not present there at the time of occurrenoe, hut fortunately, I 
bad the opportunity of talking with persons who were on the scene juat 
ow^he morning of the ineident, and so I came to know sonlMhing of 
whal happened in the early hours of tlia 26th De^’emher Iasi, llif small 
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hourM ui the 2Gth Dect'Uiber will, 1 am »u«j, be remembered by tlie meu 
of McM liuat>azur for a long time. 1 am sure they felt that for some time 
at lea^t law ami order was absent in the locality. Shops were looted, 
theie were general assfiults, and Irom wdiat 1 could gather from the 
ptfojde, w'Ikj went tiieie immediately after the scene, 1 can safely say 
that foui ocrurreiires took plac4% nuiriel> , the death of a constable which 
iH udmittinl on all hands, the file in the tiled house — that is also ad- 
mitted lioth l>\ the j>eople and (iovernment, general assault of the 
])(S)ple of the lorality, wdiieli 1 do not know if (iovernment admiti|or* 
not, ami lust, though not tlie least, is the raid on the Mechuabazar mosque.^ 
A (-onstable died, hut as yet it has nut In^en disclosed to us wdio is res- 
piMisible for his death: us yet we do not know' who is rtMiK>nsible for 
the fire in tlie tiled house, and we also do not know who is primarily 
responsible for raiding the inosijue and generally assaulting the people. 

J feel greatly us a Muhammadan when 1 hear that the Mechuabazar 
nioMjue has been raided — not only raided in the ordinary sense of the 
term, Init it is alleged seigeanls enteied there with lioots on, entered 
the |»rayeT’ hall, and furtherinoie my heart thrills to say that lh<*y tore 
to |>ieres the liol\ Koran. VV'henevei a .Moslem hears of these things, 
whetluu- in ('ouneil or outside it, la* he a non-c«eojH*rutor or a co- 
(►IMualor, Indian or Turk or ftaiiun, should he pi'ofess tlie Muhainmu- 
daii religion, he can have rni sMiqiathy with the |M*ople w'ho have torn to 
pieces the Indy Korun ami done other things, or with those who try to 
shield them. 'I'hese an* not idle talks: tliere was a non-ofhciul i lun- 
mittee of iiKiuiiN. I have just gone througli their retsul and in clear 
and unrnistaki'ahle terms the eommittiH* savs that the\ examim‘d [ler- 
sons eoune« te<l w ith the iuos<|in‘ js*i.sons wliom we aie verv loth tt> 
diNlM*li<'ve and llu*\ gave evidence in the <ie:irest terniN that serg-i*ants 
enleriMl tlie !n(»s<|ue with then liools on I wish all these weie not true, 

I d(»uhl\ wish that thing^s like this inner liappemsl. but if things like 
this liavt* happened, the ofFendei's ought ti» lie punished Ia*t iis la* 
aatisfieil whether netually things like this hapjM*ned or .not. Ia‘( there 
be a committee of imjuirv. We are not lisking anyfliing mon^ We 
are not asking (lovei'ii merit to lM*liead the jiersons re.s|>oMsible for the 
offernes, to di.stiiiss the |M*ople wh(» were res|sinsible for the atrt>citie«; 
w'e are not asking nnvthing like that; we are simply asking Government 
to inquire and tell us the plum truth and notliing but the pli^iit truth. 

1 fail to umlervtund whv there should be anv op]K>sition from the Oov- 
i*rnim*ut side. Mr. Ti'a\ers op|Hv*tes the foniiatiim of a committee of 
imptirv on several giounds. First all. he says that it is common in 
(\mricil nlwavs and often to ask fi>r cHnuniittecs of inquiry ‘Hrhonever 
nnvthing is done in the name of law and order. 1 fail to understand how 
this is a V»und argument : it simply means that this Council is Worthless 
that it is altravs op|msed to Government. He says that it does not 
become a demm’mtic Government to always opjxise its officers, but can 
we with conscience say that ours is n full democratic Government? Ho 
•ays that it is the dutv of Oofomment to inquire into the mattor. I 
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..ian day tbj8, and we are ^ituply asking the (iuverumeut to exercise that 
duty. He ^a\5 that u ('ciuiiiittee of inquiry will be a special tribunal. 
That is not so. it is simply to inquire into the truth : it is not to punish 
the oiiirers cuiK-erued but to hud out the truth; puuishuient tests entire- 
ly in thf* hands of tiovernmeut, 'I'he cumiuittee is to lake evident3t% sift 
the evidence and then hud out the truth, lie says that it will afftn t the 
general erticieiicy of the service. 1 fail to uuderstaud why this should be 
so. It seems Mr. Travers is quite afmid that the committeo«is sure to

When one heats of (he.se inculents he is IkiuikI to 
cry out. “ they come, and still tlu*y come ’* We have hud ex|H»iienee 
of thi.- soit of incidents, and there is always a delilnMule attempt to 
sup[>ress a fair and public impiirv. So it is not onl\ for the sake of 
the puhln . foi tfn‘ prote< tion of life* and lilnM-ty of the suhjiu ts, hut feu 
the* sake* of the* g«M>d name of the (fo^ernmen^ itseli that some public* 
iiiquiiy should be hedj into the incidents; of this nuturc*. It cannot Im* 
doubled that then* is a great disc'oiitent ovc-r this, and if y<ui stifle an 
itKjuin like till*' which i*. the oiilv oiitlc*! to the* c*cuintr\ fortthe fuirposc* 
of sati^fviiig the* jH‘oph* as to wlial actually took place*, you will < <un|)el 
thingH to go helow the surface*, and eeitaiiily it will not 1 h* good for 
any (ioverninent.

Sir Honry Whoelor): 'rhe* Council has before it four resolutions, the* 
widest in its sc y|K* lading that of Halm Kishori Mohan (’hriudlniri. whic h 
would have* an incjuii N into the* allege*d cases of assault ami othe*j acts of 
high-handedness committed on prisoners and other cit uteris hy the polie e 
and the military in Calcutta sin<*e the 17th Xoveml>ei, IffkM, presumably 
up to date. That is further exteneled hy Kumar Shib Shekhareswar Hay 
to inclmle the misdeeds of the ('ivil (fuard, and the Coum il will doubt- 
less apprec iate the breadth of the inquir>' w'hich (hey are c ontemplaling. 
The next erne is that of Babu Surendrn Nath Mallik. who would have a 
similar inquiry* into the incidents on three dates which he has given, 
whila th# two others are more restricted in se’ope and have referenoe to 
the Ifechuabaxar incident only. 

Now, I was interested to hear fmm the lips of one s|s*aker,*who took 
pleasure in the fact, that these resolutions were hut the* logical and 
legitimate sequel to the decision* of the f’ouncil a few days agei. It 
is perfectly true that a few days ago (his Council did, hy a small majority, 
requeat the Government to desist from jBiiy special action to curtail tha 
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ttctivities oi the voJimteert who are admittedly the backbone of the civil 
tliaobedience movement, which ia admittedly now recognised ins practi- 
cally ail reaponaible quarters to be productive of nothing but disorder 
and anarchy, and we now have the sequel which asks us not only to 
from action, but to place ujjon their trial those officers who are 
iiut reNjMHisiblc for the policy of (fovernineut, but who were entrusted 
with tile arduous and unpleasant task of enforcing it-Mifficers who loyal- 
ly and admirably during recent <layH have prew^rv’cd this city from the 
scenes •i>i f-ii have disgraced Boinbav and Madras, and have maintained * 
a degree of order which, in ail the (‘ircunistauces of the case, is to mj* 
mind, remarkable. I put it to the Council that even refraining from 
arguing the case on any uiqaipular lines, such as adniinutrative effi- 
ciency or fairness, is it wiw*, at u time when the atmosphere is admitted- 
ly ehv tric, at a time w hen w’e may la* on the eve ol further disorder and 
(rouble, to place u|M)n their trial (he one body of men who stand bet- 
ween this Oiuncil and disorder — a btidy of men sorely tried by the attacks 
upon tliciu and ujMin whose discipline attacks are In^ng made every day?* 
Is it wise, to put it at its hiwest. to put these men ujkhi their trial when 
1 am prepaied to show' that they have been honestly and faithfully try- 
ing to fiiltil the duties entrusted to them by the executive Governments 
IsMiMiig the asjiect of the |>oli(v alone, is it again wise for tlil.s Council, 
W'liich is fast putting up a record with reference to the preservation of 
law and order which is lH*ginning to attract attention elsew’here, to add 
one other striking example to that listS 

I'low, His lixcellenev and 1 have siHikeu so re<*ently on the state of 
affairs in ('ab utta tliat it is needless to rejieat in detail. The facts an^ 
well known to us all. We know the polie\ whieh has ht‘en adopted, 
and which we have heart! from the mouth of Mr Gandhi, of delilierately 
goading Government, if need Im\ to roni|Nd slnsiting; of provoking and 
assaulting the police; of disobeying onlers ami of courting arrest. 
And when we hear from Kumar Shib Shekhareswar Ray of “the scenes in 
the stn*ets and parks that tlie |K>liee have created,” one really wonders 
to what extent distortion of the facts is t<i be cari'ied in this Council 
(.’hamlier. The non-eo-o|a*rft(ors have o|amly gloried in the disturbances 
they have ereated, and it is only two days ago that one of the extremist 
impers in tiiis tow n tiaik great credit for the fact that they had restored 
law and order bv r**fraining from the netivitles which had brouj^t about 
lawlessness and disorder. It suggests rather the attitude of a burglar, 
wdio, refraining from going out one night on his work of depredation, 
takes rn»dit to himself for the fact that the crime Statistics wiJl be leas 
by one. However that is (he attitude and to ignore it is impoaaible. 
That having Wen the state of affairs which has prevailed in the town, 
it necessitated intervention on the jiart of Government to maintain law 
and order, and a general justification of that policy has previously been 
offered by me and others. But that intervention has necessitated the 
application of a certain degree of force to meet force. Crowds have 
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Iwd to be broken up when they ohetniete<f traffic in the Dtreets* meet- 
mg» — ^ilie^ meetings — called in defiance of orders, have had to be dia- 
peraed. I do not deny that a certain aimniiit of force hua had to be uaed» 
but it had to be used directly in coua«t|iieuce of the actions of ihow* who 
were seeking to break the law, and it is to my mind extraiudiimry that 
looking to the length of time disorder has Wn prevailing in this city, 
we should, thanks to the tact and moderation of the police, have passed 
. through it with n minimum of personal injur>’ inflicted upon the mem- 
bers of the public and with but one tragic incident of the dead body of 
a jKdiceman found in Tentral Avenue. 

Now as ^e are asked to inquire into complaints, it is well that I 
should summarise briefly the complaints that have lH‘en brought to the 
nritice of (iovernmont. As is well known, the (Commissioner of I'olif'c 
publiclx offered to inquire into facts brought to his notice, and it is also 
well known that this has Ix'en the attitude of the exei’utivc (lovcrnment 
also We have had a widespread prevalence of lawlessness and atroci- 
ties pictureil to us by various spcakeis. What arc the actual complaints 
that have l»een brought to the notice of (boerrfment ? We have had 
the assault i»n Profc'^sor lleramba riiandia Muitni. 1 have previously 
spoken of that inciilcnt, and ulihoiigh at the time it wan re|Mirled to 
Ifis Exctdlency as a case of brutal assault, and rejsuted in the daily 
pi^ss as a nK'n ile^y llelalsmring. u|M)n inquirv it proved to Im' jw mere 
push given under cirr umstances for which, as I have explained before, 
this gentlemen was himself mainly to blame. AVe have neift the case of 
Cine Jitendni Nafli Ghosh. There was a <Towd outside the thana, and 
apparently h<' was hustled in fbe disfiersal of it Next day he could not 
show anv iiiark.s, although he said he had marks the dav Iwfnre. and 
still was in pain Put T put it to tlie (\>uncil that this was a most 
trivial incident. 

Then wo have the case of one K Das Tie filed an aflidavit that 
he had lieen wrongfully arrested merely lunause he put on khaddar aiul 
a Gandhi cap. 

Rfti RADHA CHARAN PAL BslMKHirs Is the HoiPble Meriil»er re- 
ferring to any incident connected with the Afethuabasar happenings)- 

TiMeHon’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER: No; I refer to the case of 
K. C. Das. He admittwl that ho had pul on hhaddrr and jgme out to 
see whether he wr>uld be arrt*«ted. He joined some volunteers who were 
moleaiing a shopke^ier, and some soldiers arrested Kim along w ith the 
others. *M*hen he was taken l»efore the |>olice he said that he was uoi 
a volunteer. The police offirer iii charge let him go after telling him 
that he was % foolish young man to do (his sort of thing, and ftiat he waf 
sorrj' for the inconvenience he had been put !o but, which he had largely 
brought upon himself. 

The next complaint was the alleged assault on f’hira Haiijaii Das,

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iibu lURENDRA NATH MALLfKs May I rise to a point of order?

The DEPUTY-PRESIDENT (Babu Surendra Nath Ray): Yes, 
becauw it is inclufled in the general charge of assault against the 
poiir’e. 

The Hon’ble Sir HENRY WHEELER: Chira Ranjan Das, although • 
he had ample op|K>rtunities bringing his case to the notice of respons-^ 
ible oHi(efH at the time, di<l not do so, but eventually came out with a 
Htatement which, in the face of the medical evidence, cunnoL be anything 
but an etnggeration. 

Anollu*r (ase (d complaint is alleged assault by Mr. Kidd, into 
W'hit h impiirv is l>eing made in an apprc^priate and pro])er way by a pro- 
secutioji which lias Ikmoi instituted against two newspa|>ers for libel, 
in the course of which the facts will la* elicited. 

These, apart from the Meclmahazar affair with whi( h f will deal 
later, are the inr idents that 1iave lanm brought to the mdice r>f Govem- 
imuit ; and f put it tf> tlie Coum-il fhjit thev do not justify the impres- 
sion that is sought to b«» created. 

T now turn to tlie im idents that have lK*en brfuight to the notice, of 
the Commissioner of I'olice. and T will read Mr Clarke’s report : —

t<» Mr Wilmm at Lai Ilawir that he was assaulted hy tns^ps . the details of the rase 
arc known to (Joveninient The Professor told Mr Wilson that he did not want L) 
press the matter or demand an inquiry. 

(c) On the 12th IVct>mlMT. 1021. the Fourth Presidency Magistrate drew the 
attentii>n of the Commissioner of Police to the rase of an accused who appeared 
T»cforc him with his head Immiaged. and complained of assault by a sergeant «t 
(Jrant Htrcct mit-jxist St^rgcaiit Hunt, the offtt'cr in question, explained that after 
some arrests in the New Market, a crowd attacked the Grant Street oqt-post in 
order to rescue the prisoners, and the accused, who was one of the crowd, was 
Hiiested. anH in pushing him through the <loor of the out-post he trippeil over the 
lintel, fell and knocked his head against a heneh. 

Id) On the 16th tVc'cniher, lf>21. Bahu Knshns Kumsr Ultra rompljmed tJut

and put out the lamps already lit. The sargeanta then had to diapeme the crowd 
and Haladhar Bikdar got a blow on the head and fell down. H© waa renuireit to 
hospital and has tine© been dischargcHi. 

Id a few other cases of trial of prisoners by the fitli Pn^sidency Magiatrate. 
romplainta were roadejof assault by sergemnta i>n escort, but no orders were received 
from trying Magistrataa on these allegations 

The only person reported to have recelvwd serious injunes was Haladhar Sikdar 
whose case has been noted on above.

The Hoii'ble Sir HSHRY WHEELER: I am Udd that the Deputy 

Couimiii^'ioiier cudk* lo liini und asked him if he could produce the men 
whose shops were looteil. No complainants were forthcoming, and in 
the circumstarues we ordered a departmental inquiry to be made and 
the I'acts are cojitained in the communiqM^ which Has been published. 
Put hrieflv. after the finding of tli^ dead body of the constable in the 
early hotirn of the morninp, the police thought that, the people of the 
Iwralitv which was clone to a haunt of well-known bad characters, must* 
have IxM'ii fognisant of, if not conne<’ted with, thdt murder, and they 
called bn thf‘ inmates of a tea-shop, in which there w'ere lights burning, 
and three adjoining shops to come out. The people did not do so and 
as there were signs of their escaping from the back, the police, in their 
sean h for the guilty f)erson, broke op<‘n the tea-shop and thr<^ adjoin- 
ing shops and took certain |K*ople w'hom thev found in them to the thana 
for iii(|uii v. As regards the mos(|ue which is said to have been entered, 
r inav p<»int out that it is at some <Hstance from the scene of operations, 
atid then* was no 'n*ason ff»r the police to have entered it. The polif^K* 
throughfutt were in charge (»f resjK>nsjhle officers, including two Deputy 
rommissionci s, one Assistant ('omrnissioner, one ins|w*ctor and tw’o suh- 
ins|M*( tors. After having arrested these people .the police went aw|fV* 
leaving three conslahles m ciiarge Shortly after that a fire occurred 
in the vicinity and the jadici* hud to go to that s|M>t toi protect the fire 
engine, whuh was U*ing stoned; that was a separate matter, hut it indi- 
cates the state of feeling tluit was prevailing. After the main incident 
of the murder, word was evidently sent to the had characters in other 
parts of the town, and they came down to the numls'r (»f neaily 3,000 
and drove aw'ay the three constaldes, and for 4b minutes tliere was 
mother law- nor order in the hwolity. We have the statements of our 
ow'n otfi(‘ers and of (»ther |>eople wdio, (»w'ing to terrorism, will not come 
forward t«i give their evidence iu public, that for that time the locality 
was ctuupletely in the hands of llie imih and tlq|i looting by goondas did 
then take pla<x*. Thes<» are the facts of the ca»p so far as we win ascer- 
tain, but this incident of tin* inoh taking possession of the Walitv^fu^’ 
45 minutes has not ls*en alluded to by a single s|)eaker this aftermion. 
On the other hand an attempt has liben made to ftmse religious >iiimosi- 
tic'* hv s}>coking of the desecration of holy places and damage to sacred 
books. One of the speakers has acknowledged that he did not know 
anything about this ra.se Wfore this afternoon, bulfbe is inflummd by 
this wn corroborated statement to press for an inquiry. A deliberate

, Tilt Htfl»Mt Sir HEHRY W|fEELER: I hhvt mm denh with vtiri. 
otts specific incidents and will explain in general terms what tht policy 
of Government in this matter is. If acts of repression -or wron)f-<loinff 
are alleged by any private c itiaen^ the ohvions courae for him is to lay 
an information }>dfore the proper magisterial ilhthorities. The courts 
are open, and there are deputies, urfllkif an information is hMlgei] by any 
private person the usual machinery or the law will Im» put into force. 
That is the proper course, I suhmil, f«»r any meiulw'r of the public wh<» 
complains of wrong-doing to take. Why is it that no complaint of that 
kind was Icfdged even though a direi't invitation was made to to 

come forward? It cann<^t have lw»en for lack 4»f witnesses ; wc are told that 
there are sIkmiIs of w ilnessos and some of the ineinliers know their names 
But for reasons l)est known to thosu codeer ne«l, it sCems evi4lence \ull not 
be put forward in llie way the law pfovidea for. hut it is !(» he adduc ed 
after an atmosj>heie has been created by means of 1n>inuations and 
appeals to religious prepidice. But, apart from that, if ausbcKlv comes 
forward and makes an allegation we have saicl we jih' t\ Hlirig to make an 
inquiry, either magisterial or departmental, according tc» the ( ircum- 
stances of the caM'. The inquirv into the Met lorn ba>uii*^ incident wan 
departmental ; into tly' bntally and Hc>w rah. inc idents it was magi- 
sterial. But docs an im|uirv of that kirn! satisfy our cTitiVa? When 
we had the magnsterial incjuiry at Hcovrah the non-eo-etperaf ion party 
abstained from g^iving^ evidence; at the Mntallv inquiry the* Be(»pje *4 
Protection Society, of wliic’Kwe have heard so inueh this nfteiihcHiAt 
stated that they woubl not give eMdeiic^e, and even in tlir* east* of a Convic - 
tion by a court- as we had an instance* a few dayt $g(v evem the fac t that 
statements have been proved in c’oiirt to be false and even criminal 
d*»es not carry conviction to members who rcqieat thenr here. Well, Sir. 
that ia the pedicy of (J<»vernmont in regard to these complaints. If there 
are complaints ter be made, let thcuii be lodged in the* prcqier way. If 
tbay are not lodged in before a court, let some one coipa 

forward and make an Ifutboritative statement bcdoic* the Kxecntfve. 
^•Kcannnt lend ourselve.s to the tactics which are tistially adopted io 
these matian. TV'e have in the beginning a flcwul of anonymous anci 
vague allegations in die papers, to #hich I previously albidc»d here in 
connection with Chandpur, and of which I can give another striking 
example in't^iCNmecdion with this very Mechiiahawir affair. This is what 
appeaiid in the of the 2rith December: — ^

reoeiijiip^ ii would s e em that the surceu of the AoHof has driven the authorities 
fnuiabi •Re wiiia hev else been received of the police having eel fire to a hut near 
RoadlHirMeohiidhasar Road crossing last night. Those wmmg out of the 
hat wiie aaaaultod and shot. Even this moiping. assaults and blank fh-ing are orm- 
tinning. It is «id that three ooljnws were away in a fire-brigade motor. 

The polkw are stated to have looted the shcviii and some shop-keepers are under 
an^. Thare are oimrks of bkiod on Ceiftrai Aveane at the Mechuabasar rroMtng. 
It u said th at last night the moeqoe st Mesdmahasar wsa broken open and sn entry

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•ff*cUd. The police are Mid to hsTe entered premiiet No. 12^7, Harrison i|t(Md, 
and looted lU. 700 worth of goods. Buttons, badges, etc., belonging to the police 
were left behind. Two men were so serereljr asMulied that ihej hare been taken 
to the Marwari Visudhanand Hospital. It is also stated that Raja Basar was looted 
early this morning. 

That IH a good example of these tactics which are persist antly follow- 
ed. This is the first stage — to get irrespon.sible newspapers to make 
virulent statements. That is followed by an informal inquiry, and when 
the ground is well prepared, the question is brought up in this liCgis-* 
lative Council with a demand for a non-official inquiry. Now to these^ 
tactics we cannot lend ourstkfM and to these reijiiests we cannot accede. 

I put it to the (Council tklftiii tbese matters, as has lieen painted out by 
Mr. Travers, members are apt to misunderstand their functions. This 
Council has been given an important position in the administration of 
the province ; it has almost a paramount voice in matters of finance and 
legislation, and on general matters it can, through the medium of reso- 
lutions, advise Government* But I Id&ow of no Legislative Assembly in 
the world which seeks to constitute iteelf into a kind of super-ti ihunal 
for the trial of Government servants — Government servants who are 
merely trying <o discharge their duties. These trials are to he held 
after an atmosphere of suspicion has been created, and without any of 
the safeguards which are provided for by the proper judicial machinery 
which the law contemplates. That was never a functitm which ^he 
Council was intended to perform, and it is a function which is entirely 
unfitted to perforin. In this particular matter all these tactics hav<* been 
used to discredit the police, in respec t of whom I submit that special 
obligations lie on the Executive GcjviTiimcnt which we are bound to 
recognise. Our {>olic« are entitled to prcjtection in the perf<»rmance ()f 
the diffic ult work which dc*volv(‘s upon them, and that protection is not 
afforded if they are exposed to the line of attack which has been advocated 
this afternoon. Again, there is the matter of the* discipline of the polic'e. 
Obviously, in the police, which in some respect resemble.s the army, a 
high standard of discipline must be maintained, But it in impossible to 
do BO if W'e are to adopt the line of judging^ the acts of the police by a 
non-official incjuirv of the kind now .suggested. No army in the wplld 
would tolerate such a thing, and in no country of the w^orld would such 
a suggestion be adopt eil. For all these reasoni* Sir, I pul U to the 
Council tkat this the<»rv of police lawlessness in Calcutta from the 
17th of November onwards, has in no way lieen anbstalitiated. There 
has l^en regrettable law lessness since that ilate, but the police luM been 
the restraining inffuence and they have exerci.sed their influence in a 
mannef ^hich, taken as a whole, is more worthy of our tkam our 

condemnation. For these reasons. Sir. I am not prepaiiM%a aocepCthhi 
recommendation which has beeij^ut before us. 

MMiUmNDIIA NATH MALLIK: From what has fallen from 
the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler I gather that as only a few isoltfled 
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compbdnU had reached him that is pnxif oonchtsive to hia mind there waa 
no canoe of g^rievance at all. He has more<iver complained of the tactira 
of the non-officials in bringing these resolutions here. 1 romphiin on (h«* 
other hand of the tatties of (Jovernment as reetuitly and repeafetlly 
exhibited in the comjuuntiiues which have Ix^n published. Does the 
the Hon’ble Member, for (lovcrnment know (bat these eomviunKfu^s do 
ntit satisfy or deceive oiiylKMly K The days of retl-h*>t eyes and c/inproo 
re(K>rta are over and we now stand upon our rights and we ward to have 
the i»olice under proper ct>ntrol. We do not care to listen to .such 
nSeaningless arguments that no I^gislativcJjjJouncil in the world would 
he }>ermitted take up this attitude (»f a%n|l4||^ibunal. Hut, Sir, the 
Hon’bic Member convenientlv forgets to renieitfber that nowhere in the 
world there is such a Legislative (’ouiicil as ours. Sir, this ilvan'hial 
system has proved to b«* hopeless and this lit'gi.slative Coum il is nh^olutely 
helpless, and the ( inveriimeiit are taking advantage of that helplessness. 

Nothing in extenuation has bafft aoid by ,* Sir Henry AVheeler as 
reganls the Kntally affair. Muck has been said of the shooting of the 
constable at Me<‘huabazar. That incidetit whiih still icuiaiuH shrouded 
in mystery is un(|uestioTiahly a deplorable one. Hut what about the 
Indian who was shot d«*ad at Enfally and about w'h«»tn the HoiThle 
Member has not spok«*n a word. A man w*as killed there hy the t'ivil 
(luafd in broad dayliglTt. What about that? What about the serious 
assault conimitled on passcrs-by for ovoi » length of a mile hy (h»' ('ivil 
(iuard and sergeants and a number of biots committed by tluun on the 
way at Kntall\ ? Has Sir Henry Wheeler .said anything iihout it P 

CHIEF SECRETARY to GOVERNMENT (Mr. H. L. StophMiiOfi): 

May I rise to a point of order? The Kntally affair is tuh pnhrr. 

ThO DEPUTY-PRESIDENT* You should not refer to the matter 
^rbich is tvh juf/ire. 

BalNi SURENDRA NATH MALLIK: Was it not n/A ;m//cc when 
Sir Henry Wheeler allmled to it? It is suh juflire to me and not to him ! 
1 did not refer to it by a single word in my opening speech. 

^ HoiPblO Sir HENRY WHEELER: May I offer a word of 
explanation? I think the (Vmncil will hear me out when T say that T 
have never referred to any of the details of that incident. • 

iabu SURENDRA NATH MALLIK: Nor would I refer to any of 
the details# I simply mention the faot that a man was killed and noth- 
ing was done in the matter and that we w'ant an inquiry. 

A« regards Die Mechuabaxar ineident. the Hon’ble Member ffas said 
that opportunity was taken to rouse, the religions animosity of a certain 
section of the people. Speaking for myAlf, I may say that in my refer- 
ence Ui the Mecbuabajwr incident, I did hot for one moment try to rouse 
reli^us animosity. I did not say one word about it and I would 
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leave it to those who have seen and suffered from the incident to speak 
for themselves. Where then are the tactics? It is the Government 
who employ tactics in your communiquh. You publish in your 
comviunkiuh informations which only reach the Hon’ble Member from 
the paratcallaSf then through the Inspector, the Assistant Commissioner, 
the Deputy (‘ommissioner and the Commissioner of, Police. The reports 
of those ''***^' policemen whose conduct is in question are 
flourished l)efoi% us with a little retouching by a skillful hand and this is 
the thing to which an imiMising continental name of comwvniquS has 
been given and we are here calh'd upon to accept that as gospel. We, 
however, refuse to do that. I have gathered what took qlace there. I 
have seen injuries on men and women hy the dozens. I have seen door^ 
haltered and the boxes forced open. 1 have hcanl from people 
whom 1 have questioned that when they went to the local police to lodge 
information they were told — Gandhi ha pan jao (go to Gandhi). Thif 
was I he rc]d\ they received and in the face of these facts, ran the Hon'ble 
MeniU*! stand up and say that there was no coiiijilaint and that thi 
people did not come to lodge complaints? If a committee of intjuiry h 
formed, all this evirlence w'oiild be placed before it and Irefoie the publi( 
in a formal way, where then is the harm of ronstituting a coininittee: 
\\ hy are the Goveiniiient afraid of a rommiftee if everything i» all 
right? Why do they not accede to our re(|uesi? They know verV'wel/ 
fluit their nninnutiniui'x are not aer-epted hy tljc people. If it were not 
HO, where was the necessity of instituting lihel cases against new’spnpei> 
III the I’olice (\mrts at so mu< h expense over the affair of a seriou' 
assault on a lady by a Deputy Conimissioner at Hhawanipur 
quite rei’ently? They had already published a rotn m um/ju/' as regurdf 
the affair. Iheii why this nervmisness? Why again have these 
lUiU’s been instituted? Why is all this money being wasted !■ 
It is only becaust* they know full well that the people do not lielieve their 
conun uniq It t\< and therefore they felt that it was net'essnry for them to 
get some sort of magisterial gloss and support to it. We understand all 
this, AVe arc not ( hildren here. We may be a subject-race, hut we are 
not fools. We very well understand that these cases have been 

brought only to gag our mouths by making the matter somehow 
iwl $u(licf. What is the good of saying all that? Why nqf honestly 
«ay that we lire a mighty Government and w’e do not care to accept your 
suggestion.s. liy all means we will then keep rhup over it. We have 
been told that first of all we make vague insinuations in the Prese which 
we then follow up by questions and then by resolutions in the Council. 
That is our tactics. I emphatically deny this. If however, these are 
tacti#Chen publishing in Government communiquh statements of 
policeihen which arlpt^solutely false and then prosecute people at public 
expense th rough, ^alleted offen^tee—is not that tactics as well and that 
of a highly quesfionable character? Things which we know personally 
to be fnlse^ -are we not entitled to say so? This is not the proper W|y of 
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meeting 00 when we ask for more lighW What are we to do? We ap* 
pruach^ His hlxcellency — we asked him to help us in t¥e situation, we 
prayed for his help in this matter, we pntyed for deputation to place 
definite facts before His Excellency, but we were told that nothing gotnl 
would come out of it and that no useful purpose would be servetl by giving 
us a hearing. Are «'^e going to be told that useful purpise can only be 
served by issuing to the effect that the poliei* are so many 

angels ! Would this story be believed in this country f lipu may publish 
your commwnt^u^ any number of them, but we do not Ixdieve them. 
What I said at the time of the udjouriiinent of the House twi* months ago, 
I repeat now’ ^nd that is that w’e should c-ontrol the hooligans as well as 
the police and that therein the safety lies. Do not give \in mere 
coinmunujiu^s. They are believed by noluHly. I do not like to say any- 
thing more, but I say this that beycmd reading t»ut imln e reports nothing 
ha.s been shown by Sir Henry Wheeler as to w’hy there i.s no nec'essity for 
making any imjniries int<» tUaee iin idents in which the (’ivil (hiards and 
the pt»lice have run amok and beaten anylMidy and everybody mud looted 
several places. There was u man .shot dead at Kntully and so far as we 
know’ it was all over the purchase of some oranges hy the* t'ivil (luurd 
wh(* t(H)k them away without payment. 


TIm HtHi’ble Sir HEf^RY WHEELER: May I rise to a point of 
order? 'I'lns refers to the Kntully case which is suh jutltre. 


Babu 8URENDRA NATH MALLIK; F am sf>euking about a thing 
whuh IS iMjt fuh )u(ht'e. 'I'hat magistrate is sitting simply for ascer- 
taining the c ause of (he death c»f one jMMir Indian, “ name- uiiknow’ti 
and nothing else. I am not speaking alniut (he cause of the death c»f 
this unfortunate man I merely allude to the incident whic h occurred 
at Eutully, namely, the death c»f an Indian, for the purpose of sliowing 
the nece.s>il\ of an incpiiry into the whole range of those incddcuits f>f 
which this w a.s only a part and a small one. The Hon ’hie Member 
said that the duties of the Army and the Police arc* somewhat similar as 
they are both subjec t to a high standard of discipline. I believe that it 
is ow'ing to this strong sense of discipline that they bc*at people indiscri- 
minately, rccblx'd the oranges of a poor man and looted others right and 

left at Kntallv and fired at men from the naif of a house, *

Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUOHURIS I moire that ** ihh 

Council recommends to the Goierument that an inquiry be made into 
the causes and agencies leading to political exploitation of Indian labour 
within the last 12 months in Bengal.’" 

The wording of the resolution may appear to many as rather vague. 
What I mean is the use of ignoiant Indian labour as pawn in the revo« 
iutionary propaganda which has been at full swing throughout the 
• country. ^ 

In the cqprse of my investigations of a few labour disputes, I mean 
strikes and also in connection with my Trade I'nioii Inquiry, I founo 
out marks of political activities oi a doubtful c huracter which 1 considoi 
inimical to the welfare of Indian labour. Let me give you just a few 
instances. There was a Trade Union Pongress held in Jherriah b^urc 
la.st (’hristmas with most praiseworthy objects, vt:., to formulate lummi 
grievances and specially to focus public attention to the wTetched 
conditions of the Indian miners. They discussed all sorts of things from 
Jalianw'ullabagh to the impri.soninent of Mohamed Ali, the Taff Vale 
Case and ncataj and all the rest of it and more than 20, (KH) coal miners 
were made to attend from ilay to day to bear things which had very 
remote connei tions wflth probboiis of their bread and they W'ere made 
to Io.se 2 or d da>s’ wages. Sf>e< lal t ubles running to (i.tMK) words w’ere 
drafted giving a vivid ilescnption of the greatest lalaiur demonstnition 
India has ever seen and sent to the Daily Hvrahi and other communist 
papers in Europe. There was a racial excitement resulting in vuir pit 
and arrest of a few miners. I'he Bombay telegraph oflicc fortunately 
refused to transmit the message us being objectionable. Had the 
message appeared in the HvtaUl, Kumpeun lalKiur politi<'ianH and 
communists and syndicalists would have declared in no uncertain tonns 
that united Indian lalKiur demands that the British should quit India 
for good or that India is ripe for gyndif'alisni. I call thi.s, Sir, expluita* 
tion of labour of a very iloubtful character. Take the Htrike of the 
dcK'k lalHiurers in January lust over the unfortunate ilLtreutment of a 
dock coolie who dared to put a Gandhi cap on. The strikers demanded 
the immediate release of Mr. C. It. Das, who was then an under-trial 
pFis<»nef, which sounded very much like dire<'t action. It was a strike 
whu'h was distinctly political and nofi-<H‘onomic and not for^alleviation 
in the conditions of the einphnmetit of the dwkers. Sir, we have a 
very bilker menmry of a dircN’t action of this kind over the Assaiii-Ben- 
gal Railway. It was a political strike and ittaraj was dangled before 
the strikers. It was a sympathetic strike de<’bired in sympatliy with the 
refusal of the poor tea garden coolies to continue their wor^ in sinful 
gardens — it was a direct action against the outrageous conduct of the 
murderous Goarkhas at the instigation of a saiatiic Govemuient. I 
shall quote instances of what happened within a few miles of this city. 
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Viill coolies of liaraua/fore djkJ Kiahra were perauad^ to parade 
the Htreets of C’aloutta prior to (he December fuirtal to court arrest and 
go fo jail for the sake of motherland. They were sent for trial to 
"Jorubiigaii Court and M'hen askeil by the Magistrate they did not know 
what was hartal or straraj^ but they were not afraid of the jail. I call 
this, Sir, a deli l)tM ate atleiiipt tn exploit ignorant labour for revolu- 
tionary purposes. They were given an hour to recoii.sjder their position 
and express regret. They (umili out of the Court room into the comp(nind 
and were [)ronipte(l by young s( hool-boys who ^ae ted as scouts, to refuse 
to express regret. They went to jail all right, but were refu.se^ work 
alter release by the Mill Ma»<ager ami 1 had to fight their case out 
before Mr. I^uagfoid .lames, an hon'ble member of this (buincul. It 
raiised a strike ami men weic idle for a number of days and hundreds 
to my km»wledg(‘ bad to return home as there was practically a lock out 
bdlowing the strike. 

1 whall now deal with another aspe< t of this exploitation specially by 
the Khilafatists in the jute mil! area. Fiery speeches are deliveeed 
regularly to the mril-hands. 'rhe\ demand in the rraim* of the Khilafat, 
the revision r»f the Tr«‘ut\ of Sevi*es, evaruiation of the Creeks and so 
forth, tittarned intellectuals ma\ umierstand this slogan, hut it is 
beyomi the i'ompreliensiou of the mill-hands, steeped in ignorance not 
only by bueign rule but b\ relrgiruis and N<,Hiai jirejudices ai^d 
su(>er st it ions 

Such propaganda based on tlie (juest ioimble d(M‘trine <tf utilising the 
iguoruiu’e of the masses in <»i*ler (ti make tliem do the bultliug of the 
Congress or the Khilafat f’ommitlei* cannot be expru teil to juoduce the 
rlcsiied result. If the masses are to be «liawii iut(» (Ire struggle for 
national freedom, it will not In* <b»ne b\ exj)loiting their ignorance. 
Tbeii ermm iousuess must lx* mi M*d first <d all. I'bey must know what 
they are fighting tiU’. 'I’iies must be luade to fight for their immediate 
needs. Their aspirations ot life are to get suffit ieiit foial and i lothing 
and enjoy hare cmnfmts id' life and they constitute ttO per I'ent. of our 
people. 1 mean the masses iiulmling raiyats and w'orkers. All 
progruiuiue must he dragged down from the heights of abstract idealism 
and made consistent with the .supply of their material needs. The 
(drjective of their fight should net he deserts of Mesopittarnia and Ambia 
or ('onstuntinople but shoubl be found in their huts and workshops. 
They sll^ruld W helped in their econoniii- fight —the eternal .struggle of 
the raiyat and the i-oolie fbr bare existence. Insteai! of getting any 
AHsii^tance to keep the wolves out of diMir from their Nationalist blends, 
these fmor wag<*-eurners are made to sub.siTil>e large .siim.s towards Aogo- 
m and oth^f funds. Insteiwi of utilising every r hance to make extra few 
annas as Uiay had during th^ Royal Visit they are made to observe hariah^ 
a i»rt of spiritual sacrifices as my friend Mr. A. C. Dutt observed the 
other day. the true meaning of which their ignorant mind caniioi 
comprehend. These strikes and hartals, they are told, prepare the 
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groitBd toT a^ational or a geiivia! alrike leailinu: to peraiuptury at&itkwj 
meiit of iwaraj — a sort t»f revival of old <lay« wlieti no one l)^ad 

any trouble about fo(Ml and olotlijiig. Sir, this kind of idealiMin or 
inyatioiam may aj>|M*uI to those who have no tares for the morrow. To ? 
a simple wage-earner who works 4tir his bread ami who hardly gets tw 0 ^ 
square meals a tlay, it sounds like a miraele that swarnj will synohromae 
with the removal of all his siifteiings. It is a great misfortune to the 
large body of iuilustriai w’orkers and detrimental to their interest that 
the racial factor is lately uifrotlnoeil into their disputes. It is with a 
Reeling a»f repulsicui I recall my experiences <jf u strike and sul>sequent 
liM'k-out of the workers of the Indian Standar<l Wagon ('ompany at 
Hirapiir nea? Asaiisol. A p<»or Chinaman Supervi.sor >^as clone to chaith 
and the Kiiropean eugiiieei \\as -eveiely assaulted. ’Fhe Manager of a 
jute mill in lihoosery \mis heatcoi and the latest victim of this tnor pit 
mania is the Manager of a jute mill in Tittagarh. A spirit of disobe- 
dience to constituted authoril\ ha- its echo iii the mills, mines and 
planiatioiis and it is becuunug tooie and more ditiicult to maintain the 
authority of management -mio matter whether that management is 
Indian or Kuropean oi Aineiuaii; Irish “ Larkinism “ seems to be 
ix*<‘ping in the industrial horizon. One is n*mnided of the ‘'greid Belfas 
and Dublin strikes enginemed by .Iim liurktii. Kven l^aikiii though hr 
fought tooth and nail ^^aiii-t Helfast masters to ledress the dcK'kers' 
eeonomic grievances, he never meited In-li luboui for the overthrow of 
the Kiiglish (rovernmeut, iieithei did he allow the millions of Irish work- 
ers to be exploited foi the great Siuri Cein moveineiit . I have the great- 
est respec t for one or two si^ieen laboui woikeis belonging to the 
extremist camp I hev never seek to impose tlmir politn al views on the 
simple work-folks for w hose ecommiie uplift th4 \ sac rifice valuable time 
and money, .\o one knows nioie intimately than Mahatma (iandhi the 
miserable camditions under which millions cd “ honest ** workers eke 
out their existc-nc'e and no one is more anxious that this saviour of the 
depressed classes to protect the-e pocu semis frcuii cvcinoinic, scM'ial and 
political exploitation. In fat t it was he wh<» had the cHiurage of convic- 
tion to declare during his tour in Assam that the Railway strike there 
was a very sad business and that direct ac tion should never have 
been resorted to. Not until this declaration did it dawn upon Bengal 
leaders tbat lalxmr should la* leit severely abme. 'J’lie Mahaiina nqieiited 
the same declaration after the terrible tragedy in Boinl>ay und 4ele- 
graphed to C-alcutla to avoic| politic^ul exploitation of lalnjur as it is ^ 
absolutely unripe for his non-vmleiit mission. His rhelwt have either 
misundersfood his injunctions or have delif>erately disdl>eyed tkem. 
One word mure about this terrible strike on the laajor portion of the Eaei 
Indian Railway system and 1 have doim. It baj^Wen descTibed in newt- 
papers that the recent strike is a purely political one. It is very 
to judge from insufficient evidence whether the outburst was eni^tUMired 
for political purposes. One thing Is certain that there is a new csonacsoua- 
uem o^welf-respect — a new spirit of comradeship which is in eridenoe 
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among Indian workmen to-day. Tkk riiting spirit which did not exist 
before in the same degree as it is now is responsible for resentment for, 
and even retaliation against ili-treatraent, abuse or assault. It is this 
spirit which is at the bottom of this liailway strike. It is more eyr less 
an industrial insuiTection than a strike. Petty grievances of the menial 
stutf, such as refusal to grant leave or chastisement for ordinary mis- 
conduct not in I'lmdia alone but in almost all the locomotive sheds 
throughout the line have been exploited by so-called labour workers 
who have more zeal for n’ork than practical knowledge of labour 
conditions. ^ 

'I'he strike which originated at Tumlla as a result of alleged assault 
on a fireman, llamlal, hy a drivei and a shunter has niahy features 
common to the last strike at .Ihajha. Jhajha strike was the outcome 
of a ruiinnir that an Indian finonan was done to death hy a European 
ilriver. It was j»roved by a judicial iiu|Uirv that the death was flue to 
an act of (lod, viz., an acc ident and not the act of the European driver, 
hut that did not arrest the spread of the strike to almost all the locomotive 
shisls in liihur lesulting in c-onijilete dislocation ot trade and specially 
cv»ul mining. ^Ve had aiidnciuitv in which the men were strongly 
represented hut Khilalatists appeared cm the scene from Mudhupore and 
liacl the inc|uiry boycotted fen- ii while, but better sense jirevailed in the 
end. We sat from day to dav examining cn-ery possible witness yjal 
c ame to an unanimous timling 'J'he Eun»iH‘uii fon man against whom 
the men had grievances was c-ompeilcal to take leave. In this strike .< 
committee was offered b\ the Railway (’ompun\ piovided the men 
lesnmed, but rumours were spread that an iuiiuiiy would m»( he impartial 
and nothing could be done*. Deliberate attempts have been made lateK 
to shake ail faith in impiiries niicl tiiere tlie agitators' hand is eleurlv 
visible. A racial fac tor has been deli}>erutel\ introcluc-csl ami agents are 
deputed all ovei the line to incite railway hands. I have been apprcnicdied 
to mediate in the matter, but I agreed on one comlition that the racial 
factor must be removed from the list of grievances, hut that did not 
agree with the leaders of the stnke. I’he result is that the premier 
Railway line of India, the main artery of trade and commerce, is in the 
grip of an insurrection the like oi whic h has never heeii seen before. It 
ia only this morning that I heard that the Bengali ciiief clerk at Asansed, 
Mr. Haira, who was sevc*rely assaulted the other day by the otrikers, 
has suceuttibed to his injury. 

I, therefore, move thift an iii<|uirv he made how far revolutionary 
politics has entered in the indu.strial field and how we ('an eliminate it 
and aave the poor workers on whom deianids the very fabric of our 
eooiety, Iponi being further exploited for revolutionary purposes. 

MiMBIR in ahariiAair DEPARTMENT of OOMMEifkCE (tiw 
Mr. 4 . H. Ktrr): I am sure we must all sympathise with Mr. Chaudhuri 
in regard to the reasons which he has for bringing this reisdution before 
ike Council. Mr. Chaudhuri im well known for his sympathy with ^e 
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iAbouiioLg classofi ipd lor bis clear aud debuite views as to wbal cau.be 
and cwgbt to be done to forward tbeir ecouoiuic advuucemeut. Nutbing 
cat! be iii6|4 ^fgalling to u labour leader bolding theae views ibau to see 
tbtme unfortunate men led aatniy on political Ksaut*ti which they oanuot 
comprehend especially when tlie manner in which they are put tbrwanl can 
do no possible good. In this sympathy with Mr. Uhaudhuri’s objiwt, 1 
am sune, th^ not only* Government but all employers ol labour will join. 
liuU^ Oovap*mneut* aud employers of labour have only tixi much reason 
to know W'hat mischief has lHH*n done during recent months by the activi- 
ties of w^hi^h Mr. ('haudhuri complains. 

The onl\ difficulty I feef alxmt Mr. (ffiaudhun’s resolution is his pro- 
posal for an inquiry. It is not very clear to me in what way any wirt 
of forupil iiHiuiry would ludp ti» btdter matters at the present moment. 
Mr. Ubaudhuri w'ill, 1 tliink, agree that an o|H*n inquiry by a C4»mmit- 
teet>r some body of that kind would not Im* advisahle at the prt'sent time 
of jxditical and industrial unrest. If w’e dc» not have a regular otMUi 
iiiquir>' by a coriiinittec we are thrown ba<‘k on some I'oi in of official 
iiKjUiry. I do not sup{)o.se that Mr. ('haudhuri means an inquiry by the 
pidice although in some .‘.en‘'e that form «if inquiry is alwuy.s going on since 
it is the busines-s of the police to keep an eye on the revolutionary activi- 
ties of thiKo who seek to Irjol lahour astrav in th<' manner whitdi Mr. 

audhuri has des< iylMMl. 

Tlieii another [los.sibility is an inquiry h;^ the iialsiui Intelligence 
Officer and in a sense an inquirv of that kind is constantly in progress 
sinu* It IS the bii.siness of that oiiicer, us Mr. (diaudhun knows, to keep 
in touc h With tlHl^ causes ul laliour unrest whether th<‘V me (•c'onomic or 
whether they are |MditiJ:'al. But in regard to tht‘ jKilitical side of course 
the Lahour Intelligence Ottiix'^r (uiiiiot do M*r\ much lM*vond deploring 
the introduction of tlii'' extraiuHiiis element in the same manner that 
Mr. ('haudhuri does. Mr. ('haudhun has becui in close touch hilhc^rUi ‘ 
with the liulmur Intelligence Olheer and he will, I hcqs*, also be in dust) 
touch with Mr. (iilchiist who i.** shortly taking c»vc*i that jwist. 1 suggest 
to him that instead of pressing for nii\ particular form of inc|uiry at the 
present time it would lx* Mr. ('haudhun's best policy to kcx^p us informed 
of the new's that he gt‘ts of this sort of exploitation of laUiur and tliat 
is the poliVy he has pursued fc»r the last year. I c an promise* on my own 
behalf and on Ix^half of the liaUiur Iiiteliigenc*e Officer that we shall 
QO-o{>erate with him as far as we can in regard to this matter by taking 
such action as it ia |>osstbIe to take. We' will also continue to keep 
Mr. Cbaudhuri in touch Vith {^ample whether officials or mm-r>fficials who 
dan bdp him in his task. That s(«ems to my mind to he a more suitable 
line of action at the present moment than any form of regular inquiry. 
Perhaps in of what I hawa said Mr. Cbaudhuri will not press for 
this inquiry. 

Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUDHURIS In view what 
^the Hon’ble Mr. Kerr has said, I think any inquiry hy tbs InduiArial 
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Jutelligencw Officer would be more suitable than an^^qtiiry hy aooipa- 
miltee.

Radium ifistituU for troatmont of oanoor^ 

Mr, TARIT BHU8AN ROY: It is with some degree of diffidence that

i conresN that 1 am not a member of the medical profession. I do not 
theiidore pretend to bung any .s}H‘cial knowledge to hcHir uihmj the dis- 
cussion of this important subject, hut 1 certainl\ do know this, il|at 1 
have set'll the indescribahle and excruciating sufferings of i am ci jiatienls 
in (’alcutta, not of one, Imt of more thaji one, within the circle of my 
own relations. Kveiyone kno^s that cancer is a dreadful disease and that 
it is no reH|H»cter of jiersons; it claims its victims alike from the mansions 
of’the rkili and the Imvels of the j»oor. It is no doubt true (hat even doc-^ 
tors of eminence do not know how to give relief to the poor sufferers of 
this tf'i rihlc ilisease. (hilv verv recently there was a oum er case. I have 
]HMsonal kmiwledge of this case — and l)r. Kedar Nath Das who is known 
to he a siMyialist in this mutter, w'as at ome sent fer. ^Tlic lady was in 
terrible suffering; slie had been brought all the wi^’ to Calcutta for exam- 
ination by Dr. Das and he declareil the case to be hopeless. Hut Dr. 
Dus ailvised that the iad\ should 1 h* iinmediatidy sent to Uancln for 
radium treatment; step.s were forthwith taken, according to his advice, 
to setid the lady to Haiichi. She was in an extremely weak eondition and 
in greal suffering. After two months she <ame luo k from Kaiichi. The 
doctor in atteiulance declared that the .sore had healed uj) and that she 
W'us then (piite weTl. She has gone home and is keeping well. This is 
an instance which I know and alsiut the time this lady wn a Ranchi, 
then* were two other^ntieuts who had l>een similarly treated, and I am 
glad to tell this ll(»uHe that thi>se two other patients were also cureil and 
discharged. ’These are the thrtM‘ cnse.s w ithin recent times which T kno# 
of. After that I had an interview with Dr. I)^ and he said that it was 
a standing reproach to Calcutta that cancer patients had to be aenf frov| 
Bfil^gal to Bihar, and that there were no arrangements for treatment of 
oaneer in Caientto The question tb^t I, icamediatelv put to Dr. Das — 
not knowing anything about radium or ttItYnvits I naturallf’a^i^ed him — 
was about the co.st of the intnxluction of this system in Calcutta and 
Dr. Daa told no' Give me Rs. 50.000 and I will makt arrangements for 
giving rt^lief to these pcwir sufferers.** That all tkitl know about it. 
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It is not»tny own^^inion, 1 do not claim any si^cial knowledge of this 
hdlihis ia, the opinion of Dr. Das himself. 

^ Having^^gard ti» the fart fhat cancer is so fearful and frightful a 
diaiase, that it does not r(^j)ect either rich or pixir, ainl having n ganl alsti 
to the fact that it is j>os.sil>le with an exjieiiditure of a sum of Us. 
to give nslief to^Hereis from tins tmiihlc disease, I have thought it my 
duty tb eonM Before this House w ith my resolution for the estahlishment 
of this instittitw. 1 do not think it is ncM'essary for me to sa> an\ thing 
more her®, and I hope the House w ill give the matter its ver> iK'st con- 
sideration.

jilai e there, but, 1 4iupjM)S4*, the resources weie fouml to be insufficient, 
ami the enlightened and educated province of liengal is still without one 
of the latest imp®bve||ient in scieiitifn- cuie It In not possible for me 
to give you any idea 0(f the a< tual iiuiiiIm*! of deaths from cancer and 
sarcoma in this country, us several people die <jf these diseiiHes, un-' 
diugno.H<*d ami untreated. Init I can sa> this much, that we see a fairly 
large numlH^r of sjo h ♦asos in joir piofessionai pia( ti<'e, and us these 
diseases are hanlh amenable to cure, evf'ept wluoi tlie\ mi* treated fr<im 
the very beginning, when, however any aci nrate diagnosis is I'xceed- 
ingly difficult if not impossible, you will, 1 hope, agree with me in the 
wisdom of affording facilities of any treatment which throw's out some 
chance ot.^^Ujre even at a later stage. I do not, h4tw'ever, deny that the 
treatment of cancer is still in its infanev, and it will l>e a long time be- 
fore ftie medical profession will be able to say the laaf word on thewnb- 
j®^t. But radium treatment of cancer is certninlv not leii® than a straw 
before a drowning ntf n, and as such, must hUve the support of the Gov- 
e^proer^ as well as flie pnblic, without the least |>oasibIe delay. 

Mu 8URENDRA NATH MALLIKs I certainly sirpi>grt 
of having an^stitute likd thft ^y hfeh is sure to do suni an CaiBttni of 
good to «o a number otpeW iitiferers. Apart from that. However, 
the principaf difficulty is the question of money. Before we prpceed 
any further I thir^'^y friand -will do well tc^consiilt the Hon 'ble l^i fl- 
itters and see whaf can be done in thja matter. Th^e is another aspect 
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of the (jUQHiion that ou^ht to be looked to, and that ie whethei^we could 
not roliaborale with the Ranchi Institute and Aee^ii we cannot arrange 
to M^rid uj> i)atierit8 from Calcutta; we have alau to hnd ^oii whether 
climatic c^mdiiionM of (Wcutta are equal to that ol‘ Ranchi for the treat- 
ment of thene i)alient«.

The Hon’ble Sir 8URENDRA NATH BANERdEA: T am very glad 
that this matter has been brought before this ITousp for di.sinission. I 
may say at once that according to expiTt advice which T have received, 
there is still some uncertainty, a considerable* amount of doubt, us to 
the efficacy of radium treatment in cases of cancer. My friend, the 
mover of this resolution, has mentione<l three cases, and 1 think he has 
suggested that in all these cases nuliiim treatment has ]>een successful. 
Tlow’over, T should like to have autfientic information from the RancKi 
Institute with regard in them, and al.so any other cases which 
might have f'ome under the treatment nf the doctors engaged in that 
Institute. Several years ago, T knew a rase of cancer in which radium 
treatment was resorted to and it was an unsiioce^sful case altogether. 
If 1 were to mention the name o^ the gentleman Concerned, the mover 
Would fierliaps f)e aide to identifv thi* case; it was Mr. T. (\ Dutt, the 
w'ell-kuown fjurrister; he sufTerel from eaneer, he a\ailed himself of the 
radium treatment ; it helpc^d tii prolong his life but did not save it. 
That is a case within my own knowledge; but since then the treatment 
may have made greater progre.ss and the chances of success might be 
more pn>mising; at any rate the matter is worth* while inquiring into. 
Rut first let us inquire from the Ranchi Institute a.s to the cases of radium 
treatment that have come under investigation in that InstituteY^et us pro- 
omimI upon the assured basis of facts, corroborated and confirmed; fhat is 
the first point I desire to submit for the consideration of this House. Then 
there is the question of exptmse; under the X-Ray treatment it would cost 
about Rs. 17,000. Raditun treatment would coat ill about Rs. 50,000 a 
year; therefore, we should hardly be justified in embarking ufkm this 
wtperimefit involvit^this large expenditure unless we were more (nire of 
the groiuid. V nderthe circumstances, t^e advice which I would give the 
mover would be that he should wilk^draw this motion, T, uh^rtaking to 
place this matter before the Public Health Committee, and I would aak my 
friendTto attend that comi^ttee and discus.s the rnaUm*, and then we can 
go into the whole <|uestion of the siiccesa or a|Rerwfse of the treatment of 
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cancer by radium and the question of expense. Dr. Jutindra Nat|i Moitni 
is a member of that committee, Dr. Hansan Suhmwurdy is also a member, 
and I undertake to invite Mr. lien to a meetinjf of the rc»inmiUee when 
this matter will be discussed. Let us disi'uss the nuitt«‘r, and if we fimt 
the expenditure within our means, if we are in a position to help forward 
the eslablisliment a nidium institution in (’ah ulta, which would he 
beneticial in cases of cancer, ymi may depend upon it that the (iovern- 
inentof Bengal will do its best to estahlish such an Institute. I windo 
therefore ask (he hon’ble member to withdraw his motion.

The matter was brought to ihi notice of His Kxcel- 
leac'V t^e Governor during his visit to Pabna ami the jxuipb* of Pabna 
were* assunui that the (iovernment woubi take sucfi measures as may 
be found fHissible should the netessity aiiw*.

that no further serious er<»sion of this bank has occurred. 

Subs<M|uent floods have ilama^jed the n*vetment but not to a prreater 
extent than mip^ht he expected, Althouprh the main nv(‘r has mit yet 
rompletely abandoned this bank, flieie aie sip-ns that it is assumin/^^ f«ii 
Itself a new channel on the south bank which will in time result in the 
silting up of the channel on the !*abna side 

d'he conditions tif the iiver and of the revetimuit have r»*(ently araili 
bet^n exarnineil by th<**two t'hief Knjrineeis As ]i result of these obser- 
vations they advise that the datiuipre which has occurred should be made 
jrood, as far as is j»ossible. before the next rtoo<l season, and to the extent 
that funds are available under ‘’Repairs " in the curr<*nt and next year’s 
budpret. Orders to tliis effect liave been p^iven to the liK'ul oth( ers ami 
arranprements to carry out the woik are now lieinp^ made: 'f'liey do not 
coTisitler it is either possilile or ne»‘essary to completely restore tin* revet- 
ment to its orif^'inal slate. Now, Sir, to turn to the subject of extensi»)ns 
of the revetment, ladh up ami down stream, which tlie rnovei f*f the 
resolution has ur^red should be undertaken and completeil befoie I lie 
ensuinjr floods. This is a wruk <»f much frreatei majirnitude and expense 
than he a[>pearM to realise. As alreaily stated, the revetment which lia»* 
l»een construi ted is feet in lenprtli and has cost nearly Rs. lakhs 

to construct and maintain. The extensions which it is now’ urp^ed that 
Oovernj^iient should undertake, would Ik? M,*.;?fK> feet in lenprth, rtr., d.fitWl 
feet up stream from the upper etwl of the present revetment towards the 
west and 4,000 feet down stream from the lowei end towards the east. 
It is estimated rou^rhly that the cost »>f these extensions would be nearly 
Rs. 10 Itfkhs and that a recurrint.r charge of about ni|M*cM half a lakh 
annually would l»e necesiiary to maintain the extensions. These exten- 
sions must be eonsidererl as new w*ork for which no prrivisioif exists in 
the current yearV budg'et ; while the (’oiincil are aware of the difficulty 
of providing: for any new works durtnpr 1022-2^1. Without budiret pro- 
vision no new work ran be undertaken. But, Sir, apart from the fliian* 
difficulty, Government are advised that, in respec t (o the bank above 
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Ihf iuMPiit revetment to the west, it i» unneres.sarj' (o construct any 
f*A#r*nKion. th^re ha.H been only eroHion of the bank in this locali- 

ty aiul (he Htiff clay of which the haiik partly consists and which was 
relied on to resiHl croHioii, is still effective. 

In regard to the suggested extension below the lower end of the 
|)fCM*nt revetiiien! , nc., to the east, it is true that erosion in this neigh- 
bouihootl is still going on an<l that certain homestead and a mosque are 
threatened with dentruction possibly in the near future. But, Sir, War- 
ing in riiirid the iesp<»nsihility which (Government announced in 192<l 
they were prepared to undeitake in (his matter an<l which I have already* 
alluded to, they eonsitler that the exfienditure o| the large sup of Ks. 
lakhs for ihe preitection of the bank in this neighbourhood from farther 
erosirin cannot l>e justified. c'-peeiallN as (In'* erosion is not likely to 
'menace the safety of the town itself. It is nioreove? physically impossi- 
ble (() construct a work f)f (his magnitude without considerable prepara- 
tion and expemlilure on inateiials, to meet wdiich, as I have already 
stated, it IS not {Nis.sihlc In present financial cii cumstaiiccs, to find the 
necessary funds 

Finally, Sir, I <lesiie to impress most strongly <m the ('ouncil the 
opinion of our (‘XjMot officers, ric.. that a revetment of the natuie that 
it is possible to de\ ise witli the materials wdiicli are priHoirable in the 
locality cannot be guaianteed to withstand a determined attack b) a 
rivet of the magnitude and power of tlie Ifiidma in flood. Supposing, 
theri*f(nc, that tin* i-oiistruction of the extensions weie determined on 
and that funds wen* forthcoming, it cannot In* statisl. witli certainty, 
that the revetments would render the town eonijiletely safe from destruc- 
tion. 

The safety of the town depends far more on the natural change in 
the main channel of the river in its bed than on revetments which the 
Piihlii’ Works Department is able to <*onstrui t. 

In the circumstanees wliich I have now explained. I regret, Sir, that, 
on behalf of (Government, I I'annot accept the resolution. 

Mauivi SHAH ABDUR RAUF: T have listened very carefully to the 
speech deiiveied by the Hon’ble Minister and what I (an gather from 
his sjieech is that he does not deny the necessity of protective work, but 
says that funds are not available. As we know the condition of *b€ 
budget, for the present, I Iwg to withdraw my reiipliition. 

The motion was then, by leave of the Council, withdrawn.

Time for Council sittings. 

Rai Dr. HARIDHAN DUTT Bahadur: I move (hat “ this (’otinri! 
recommend# to the Government that the time for the '^itt^gs of the 
Counfil be changed and fixed from 11-3(1 a.m. to 4-3(1 r.w.'* ^ 

Now nearly one year has passed awa\ sim e the time of the (’oum il ^^as 
fixed froni 3 r.M. to 7 r.M. It is time m)a to find out whether the cliange 
has been condm ive t(t afiy impio\ement in the attemhuice of (he members 
(»f this (’ouncil T have been trying to be iii$ legulai as I possibly < ould 
by mv attendaiue in (his (\mm il and 1 must wflhont any hesitation .sa\ 
that the attendance of the mem}>ers in the (’ouncil here has not been 
sjit isfactoi v . Orrasions ha\e aiistoi when the (’ouncil has had to stop 
work for want ot a (|uorum It is time tliat we shmild try to find out the 
reason for this, ('ert^iinly we are not [irepared to admit that we have 
lost interest in the work of this (’ouncil. Then Viiu saw that on several 
(H'casions for want of a C|uoruni the meeting had to W adjourned. I am 
one of those who believe that the selection of the hour from 3 to 7 r.M. 
had be<‘n one nf the causes which led to this state of affairs, 'rioise of us 
who have closely followed the meetings of the (’ouncil will very likelv 
agree with me when I say that most of us have felt it very te<liou« to 
continue sitting liere after 5 or o-.'ft) i*.m. when we are m-customeil t 4 » have 
eome outing in the evening hree/e. We are then rthligeil tf> shut foirselves 
within this ('ouncil (’hamher around whi* !! I find masimiy walls with- 
out any inlet for the outer air to come in except hy the lielp of (he venti- 
lator overhead and the punkhtu swinging above us. Peojde naturally 
feel inclined to go out. I think, that is one of the reasons j»hich ha« 
atood against the success w hich some >>f us thought to achieve by i hanging 
the hemr.. Sir, if I am right, it whh pointed out on that wTusion that 
ceftain*meiiibeps would be able to be more regular in their attendum e if 
the time was changed! 

Nnw, let us find what has l>een the result. It is now* 3-30 r.M., hut 
where ai# our lawyer frientlsP Are (hey here except my friends Babu 
Surendra Nath Mallik and Mr. S. M. Bose? Where are those gentlemen 
%ho took the initiative in the change of (he hour? Only (hegither day 
a list was placed in our hands showing the atlendance of the meint»ers 
last year. I do not like to go into that in detail, but if my friends would 
look into it they would find that most of lhf>se who wanted the change 
was conspicuous in the list by their fnior attendance. It was contended 

* m 
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on the last oecasion that all inerrhants would be generally busy during 
the offire houii! and would perhaps feel more inclined to come here in the 
afternoon and in the evening. Rut the remarks which I have made 
about my lawyer friemls are tilso eijually applicable to them. I am 
really sorry that 1 have to make these remarks, but the facts must be 
stated as they are. Sir, some of us did feel that the old state of affairs 
had its objections and hud its inconveniences, but on the whole that w'as 
the best that we could d(> in fixing the time of the Cmincil. That l)eing 
80, I am dispoHCfl to think that the time lias come now when we shouKi 
revert to tlie old state ot things. I learn that the old practice to hold 
the meeting was fnmi 11 a.m. to h c.m. Mr, Tarit Ilhusan Roy has 
Huggented ll-dO to 4-'i(), and I believe his idea was to allow one hour for 
lunch. This will giv«* at least four houis’ time if the lunch time be left 
out of ac<‘ount. Person.il j\ , I feel that that w’ould be the least im*on- 
venient method for most (d* us. I therefore refjuest this f'ouncil to revert 
back to that system. 

Mauivi SHAH ABDUR RAUF: In the alrseme of Shah Syed 
PrmbMlnl IIjm|. 1 nmve that the words “ 1 c.m. to o I'.m. ” be substituted 
for the words “ 11-30 \.m to 4-3t> i*.M ” in appendix No. 47. 

My grouml't foi moving this amendment are as follows. Resolutions 
Nos. 40 and 47 sa\ that the Council should not sij after 4-30 I'.xi. One 
can safely infer irom that that the movers of these resolutions are 
unwilling to sif r.fter 1-30 i'.m. and 1 think everyone of us will agree that 
the tjiue between o and 7 is the most tedious [aution of the ('ouncir 
rm'etings. of ns g<j away tor a walk after o o'cloi k and generally 

we find that the (piornm falls short in the evening. So it clearly Hhow'.*< 
that we are not vei \ w illing to sit late in the evening. I heg to suggefit 
that we should sit at I i* M. instead of I1-3<1 or CJ because if we sit at 
that hour, it will not inronveinem*e the Muhammadan memliers wh<i <*au 
< tune after tdTeiing tlicii nii<l-dav jiruNer.s anti the time ftir evening 
pravers will mit he retpiii'ed if we close at a. It will ntd also iiitei fere 
with the wtuk t»f (he other memhers t»f tins Ctuincil because if the\ can 
ctune at 3.r.M. they tan easily ctmie at 1 r.M. nml I suggest that the 
Council shoufd disstdve at o r.M. because ik wdll give ample opportunitift^ 
tt» the mt'uibers tt» enjoy the evening to their heart’s content either by a 
walk or otherwise. , * 

With these few wortls, 1 beg to move this amendment and J hi»pe the 
Ctunicil will accept it. 

Babu RliHtNDRA NATH SARKAR: In the absence t>f HAbii Indu 
Hhushnn Dutta I mt»ve that in the motit»ii of Rai Nibaran (3iandni Daa 
Gupta Rateidur ftu^lhe words and figures “ It? timm to 4 r.M," the follow- 
ing be substituted, pflr., *'2 p.m.*' 

I iimve it by way of Coinpi'oraise, and 1 hope it will be convenient l»oth 
to th»^ memWrs who come from the mufaasal and also to those who live 
in Calcutta. 
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MEMBER in ohWBt of LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT (tlio HoiPMo 

Sir Homy Whoo l or); The Council had a discussion on this subject on 
the 7th February, 1921, when Sir Robert Wntson-Smyth, with the 
support of Babu Amulya Dhone Addy, and s{)eakii)^ primarily on behalf 
of the business community, su^r^ested that we should adopt the preseni 
hour of 3 o’clock for the commencement of our sittings. Two amend- 
ments were then moved — one by Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur whu 
suggested 2 o’clwk as the openiii" hour, though he subsequently rather 
‘repudiated his own proposal, and one by Babu Surendni Namyaii Sinhn 
sthat we should begin at 1 r.M., though that too was withdrawn. In the 
course of that debate I pointed out that the fixing of the hours of the 
Counc^ resfbd with His ^’xcellem y, but the opportunity of discussion 
was welcomed in onler that members might have the chanc<‘ of exjiressing 
their views, which would uaturalty carry w'cight with (lovernmeiit . It i,s 
on that same understanding that we are holding this debate to-day. On 
that previous occasion Sir Robert Watson-Sinyth’s yiroposal was finally 
carried by a large majority of 74 to db, and the arguimoits then used 
turned mainly on the relative convenience of (’ahutta and mufassai 
members. The mufassai members then rather hoped that by sitting 
longer hours they could get more ((uii'kly thrtiugTi th<‘ total bu.mness and 
be able to return to their own districts, and I iintiie on re-reading the 
debate that one memljer even ho|)ed that we could get through our 
business in the course of two days, a hojie which, I am afraid, has not 
been realised. But in so far as the present hours of ouf silting arc 
four, d to 7, and the proposals f>f these amendments amount either to the 
.same or le.ss, that argument which was used on the last oixasion rathei 
falls through; that is to say, the argument that if we began sitting 
earlier, wa could sit later and get through more work, falls through, 
IwK'ause under any of the proposals now made we should sit approximate- 
ly for four hours if not for less. That being so, it seems to me that tin 
scale rather turns against the nnifassal inemlM^rs, because while the 
Calcutta members have work which they must perform in this city, the 
mufassai members come down here primarily for this Council work, 
and therefore it is easier for them to adjust their time to iThatever th< 
hours of the Council meetings piay be. *' 

On ihej)roposals before us, I must say that tw<v of (hem are open t<. 
ubjactiQU. Babu Tarit Bhusan Roy would ask us to l>egin at ll-dtl 
Now assuming that we have the luncheon Tiour at the usual Calcutta 
time of l-Hl F.M., it will be inconvenient to divlite the sitting hours into 
two parts with an interval of one hour between, and the time 11*^30 a.m. 
is also an^awkward lime because it breaks up the morning and marcel \ 
gives us a sufficient interval to get through any work of 
before us; while Maulvi Ehidadul Haq’s proposal, m moved 
Shah Abdur Rauf, is open to a still more serious ODjection to my mind, 
namely, that by beginning at 1 r.M. we seriously interfere with all mem* 
bers^ho have their lunch at 1-30. Allowing for lunch interval, his total 
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would only amount to three hours a day, or less than what we have 
now. So t>n their merits, both thw proposals would seem rather open 
to criticism, and for iny own part I would rather press thecae of the 
(.’alcutta niembeiH and of the ofticial members in particular. I think there 
is not the slightest doubt that, so fur we are concerned, the present hours 
of sitting* suit us better than anything else. They do give us the morn- 
ings to get through our other w'ork and to attend tominittee meetings, 
and it would he very difficult for us to carry on rmr ordinary work if, 
practiculy, we had to devote the whole of the working day to ('ouncil. 

The argument has been u.sed by the movers that it is the present houi; 
w'hich accounts lor unsat isfa^*lol^ attemlance and for the somewhat 
freijuency of adjournments for want of a (jurtrum. I doubt if that is 
altogetlier a valid argument. There are other i>(»ssible explanations, 
namely, thiit members get rather weary of sitting here and listening to 
debates on rj'soliitions w}ii»*h aie of local fU‘ narrow interest, or, again 
that they absent themselves poiposely in order that particular resolu- 
tioTis may be taken up at paiticular hours. So tloTc are otlier possible 
exj)lanuti(»ns, and that being so. I am in favour of retaining the after- 
noon sittings, altliougli, possibly, we may iini)rove on our pre.sent 
])ractice by a small change appn»ximating to the proposal of Bahu 
Rishindia Nath Sarkar, namel\. that instea«l <»f b<‘giimmg at 3, we might 
begin at 2-30 and sit till 6-30. This would somewhat relax the tension, 
of whi«’h comj)labits have been made, of sitting in tlie ('oiincil (^bambei 
till 80 late an hour as 7. That, therefore, would be my j>ersonal sugges- 
tion to the Couru'il, that if we make any change at all, it might well be 
in the direction of 2-30 to 6-30. Howevei, all the arguments that are put 
forward will be duly c'ommunicatiMl to llis Exc ellency and will be fully 
considered by him in judging the merits of the matter. 

Babu RI8HINDRA NATH SARKAR: I am willing to accept the 
suggestion of the Hon*hle Sir Henry Wheeder that the hours for the 
meetings of the (^>un^il should be fixed at 2-30 to 6-3tt p.m. 

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Batudur: My idea is that 

the proceedings of the Council ought to commence at 11-30. This 
subject was discus.sed previously and we were toI4 <he time that 
some sacrifice ought to be made for full one year. We have ettfn^ed 
the (Nuincil at some snerifica and we find that the House has been ad- 
journed on seveml oeraa4Dn.s on account of want of a quoruft: I also 
notice that Calcutta members do not regularly attend the Council or ai 
late hour and if the Calcutta members, the Calcutta lawyers, the 
Calcutta medical men. the Calcutta attorneys will kindly take into 
consideration the expression of opinion of the mufasaal members, I submit 
respectfully that theTiours 11-30 to 4-30 will be to the advantaire of the 
mufassal members. The hours from 3 to 7-15 were tentative, t.c., as 
an experimental measure, and I remember the words of the Hon'ble the 
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Maharajadkiraja Bahadur of Burdwan echoed by Sir Surendra Nath 
Banerjea these hours wore to be trerftod ns an experimental measure. 
It does n<j| look well for me after the expression of opinion given by 
Sir Henry Wheeler to resist the idea which he has given to the Council, 
but I appeal to him whether the mufassal members do not lose much in 
attending Council at late hours when as a mutter of fact w© find that 
Calcutta members ale absent. 

With the.se words, Sir, I support the motion made by llai Dr. Iluri- 
dhan Dutt Bahadur. 

Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: 1 beg to support the original 
residution oi^Rai Nibarun^Chandra Da.s tlupta Bahadur. 

Th« DEPUTY-PRESIDENT: rhat is not before the (\>uncil now. 

Babti AMULYA DHONE ADDY: Then I a.sk your permi.ssion to 
move it as an amendment. 

The DEPUTY-PRE8|DENT: You cannot do that because we have 
already passed it. 

Babu AMULYA DHONE ADDY: Then I beg to make this sugges- 
tion for the con.siileration of the Coumul that th# pieetings of the ('ouncil 
l*e Weld from 1*2 lumn to 4 r.M. On the last occasion when Sir Koliort 
Watson Smyth moved that the meetings be held from 3 to 7 P.M., I 
sup}»orted him lH*cause I was under the impression that it w'ould be most 
(•on^enipnt to the coinmen ial members as well as tf> the legal members 
<»f this Council, but it now upiH*ars that they do not find their way to 
attend the ('ouncil at these hour.s. Even now most of the (oinuiercial 
and legal memUTs are absimt, and therefore 1 think tliat 12 to 1 I'.li. 
would bt* most convenient. T make this suggestion siiecially mi the 
ground that 15 memlsTS of the Caleutta Cor|K»ration are members of 
this Cottticil and their meetings are generally held from 4 to 0-30 i\U., 
and it is therefore desirable that for the convenience of those memlwrs, 
the meetings of this Council should not lie held after 4 r.M. This is one 
of thl* spe<dal reasons why I miike this suggestion. 

T|ii HotPbM Sir HENRY WHEELE||: May I rise to a point of 
e.xplanrftiAi ? In justice to the commercial niemliers, I may point out 
that five oilhem having resigned, their seats are present vacant. 

Babu NITYA DHON MUKHERJEE: I heg to oppose this motion 
moved hy*Rai Dr. HarnShaii Dutt Bahadur and supported by 
Babu Amulya Dhone Addy. There is a somewhat amusing feaiui^ in the 
argument put forward by the Rai Bahadur. In the epurse of his speech 
he observed that the lawyer members of this CounHl would oppose his 
motion as, according to him, if cartfed out, it would go against their 
penmnal interest. Noyr Sir, the Rat Bahadur forgot that the motion 
he lY^ved was never aent by him and it did not stand in ^is name, but it

wi*« a motion of a lawyer in whose name it stands and with your permis> 
aion he simply moved it. Tterefore the argument falls to the ground. 

The members of this House may bo divided into four classes, 
viz, —(1) Mufassal membeni, (2) f’alcutta members, (3) Officials, 
(4). Representatives of^ Trades Associations. Now, Sir, let us consider 
the convenience or inconvenience of each of these flections one by one. 
As to mufas.sal iiicnihers, it is known to everybody that they come away 
from home and have got to stay al^ Calcutta during the sitting of the . 
Council, and as far as I have been able to ascertain it does not matter 
to them when the Council sits, but their only concern is that it should* 
sit for as many hours as practicable, so that thay may finish ^.he business 
of the Council as early as they cair to enable them to return h6me to 
attend to their own duties there. The hour.s fixed at present pre.scribes 
a longer sitting than the motion under discussion. Therefore, this must 
be their most convenient hour. 

Now, of all the Calcutta members present to-day, only the mover and 
Habu Amulya Dhone Addy are in favour of the projMisal, and their prin- 
cipal point is that the Council must not sit aft^r 4-30 r.w. The reason. 
Sir, T beg to point out is that both of them are members of the Calcutta 
Corpoiation and the General ('ommittee sits at that hour. Hy friend 
have got to attend tht»se meetings and the\ attend these meetings for 
the same interest as a lawyer attends to his client’s case, and ther^ore 
all these arguments have been showered against the lawyers. There are 
members of the (\ilcutta f’orporation who are sitting in this House now, 
but none of them have raised a viuce against the present arrangement. 

Ah to official members and business men, the Hon ’hie Sir Henrv' 
Wheeler has already pointed out that the present hours will «uit them 
best. It is a patent fact that (his enables the Calcutta members to 
attend to their ordinary work for a certain portion of the day and it 
does not inconvenience the mufassal members. 

The learned mover further pointed out that we all feel disinAned to 
work after 5 p.m., and therefore on many occasions meetings of this 
House have failed for want of a quorum. I propo.se to give a practical 
example against this argument. Sir, it is not yet 4 p.m. How is it lhat 
most of the seats of Ihe elected members are vacant now? If ten of us 
leave this Hall, a (pmriim will be wanting. The real reason foe wafrt of 
a quorum i.s not that, but because many of the members leave the House 
to avoid giving votes. *many do not take fny interest in locaJf questions 
and go away, and others leave this Hall ^ some other grounds and 
meetings fail. With these few observations, I oppose the inotion. 

Rai ioCtNDRA CHUNOER CHOSE BahaAirt I was one of those 

who supported that the sittings of the Council should begin at 11 o’clock, 
because I was told that the mufassJff members wanted it. I said at the 
time that 11 o’clock was very iuoonvenient to me personally, hut if the 
mufassal memhip wanted it, let them have It Now I find |haC 
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mu&ssal members do not want it and that being so we cannot change the 
time to suit the municipal commissioners. Therefore I shall be very 
glad to accept the time as proposed by the Hon^ble Sir Henry Wheeter. 

Babil 8URENORA NATH MALLIKs I must confess that the point 
which would go to decide this question is that which has been so ably 
put forward by the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler, namely, the question 
of the convenience of the members. There cannot l)e any other consi- 
. deration. So far as these resolutittqs are concerned, it is very significant, 
^ as ray friend has said, that their fathers are not present here to-day but 
their foster-fathers have taken them up. Foremost among them is my 
friend, Rai»Dr. Ilaridhaii Dutt liahadur. Of all people I do api)re<’iBte 
his difficulty, because he has got his General Committee meeting.s at i-30, 
which bring him a decent fee. 

Rai Dr. HARIDHAN DUTT Bahadur: I am not a inen>ber of the 
General Committee. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MALLIK: You were on the General 
Committee for 17 years*and you are a candidate for it next year. 1 ani 
also sorry for luy friend, IJalm Amulya Hhone Addy, who is on the 
Buildings Committee, which brings in a fee, though not so big us that 
of a member of the General Committee. He has been there fur the last 
13* years and thi* meefings begin at 4-»‘10. That is the reason why niy 
friend is anxious to he the foster-lather of this resolution. I am a member 
of the Corjxjration, but I do n<»t get any fee, and so I am not at all 
anxious to alter the hours. It is only a (juestion of personal convenience. 
For my part, I would jirefcr the existing hours, us this would allow me 
to attend to my «>lher duties, it will be quite imp<»ssihle for me to attend 
the Council at 11-30 and jiossibly I may have to resign. So far as the 
n.ufassal memlH.*rs are conc«‘rned, I submit that it makes no difference 
to them whether the meeting is held at 12 or 3. But by holding it at 
3 o’clock they can help the Calcutta inemlaTs in their work and see to 
their convenience and I dt> not think they will object tt> this. The 
mufassal members come here fiom a long distanee and when they have 
got to sit here it does not matter them whether they come at 12 or 3. 
On the contrary if they come ftt 3. they can come Jicre after having their 
alierm^n naps. I think that those people who want this change are the 
very people who do not mean to come at 12. They simply moan to come 
hire at 8-30 to attend for an lour or so in order to give their /wi/m. 
1 hat is the reason why we flnd our chairs not m'cupied throughout the 
meeting# 

1‘here is also another thing to be considered, namely, the I’onvenience 
of other persons — I l&an officials. If we begin at 3, they%au attend 
to their own office '#c}rk in the morning and do their work here. 
Thai means we can get Biore work: nut of them than 
if we keep them here from 12 o'clock. I have seen the (^airmen of the 
Improvement Tnu# and the ^ Calcutta Corporation and other official 
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rueijibers coming here siidply for the purpose of raising their hands 
whenever they are called on to do so. If we begin at 12, they will be 
nere all the day and will get their pay for nothing. Taking all these 
things into consideration, 3 o’cloek seems to me to be the best time for 
our t)ouncil meeting. We get the just amount of work from our 
civilian friends, we meet the convenience of our blathers in the trade 
and (oinmerce, we also look to the convenience of our imifassal members. 
As for Kai Dr. Ilaridhan Dutt llahadur, he is a medical man, and lie 
genera}] V works till late in the eveilng, and it will mak^ no difference 
to him if we close at 7. And my friend Ilabu Aniulya Dhone Addy who * 
is a merchant will not find this hour inconveni^t. 

Maul¥i YAKUINUDDIN AHMED: I beg to submit that the hour 
fixeil at present is convenient to a large number of members — specially 
the mufassal members who <-on.e by the Darjeeling Mail and reach 
(!alcutl|l at 11-30 a.m. Therelon* it is very convenient to them to 
attend at 3 o’clock. If instead of that, the hour is fixed at 11 a.m. or 
VZ noon, it would be most convenient to the mufassal members who 
come by the Darjeeling Mail. 1 repeat agairf that the hour, that is 
already fixed, is (onvenient ami it does not militate against the religious 
observances of my MuhaminadiiM fri<‘nds if it be htOd earlier. Two-thirty 
is, 1 think, the same as 3 o’clock: half-an-liour iloes not make any 
difference. Therefore, I think the hour that hus’heen found convenient 
to the ('alcuttu members and to the men harit memheis would be 
Convenient to others also, espet iully to the members w ho come from the 
mufassal by the Darjeeling Mud. 

Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: I think wi should accept 
the suggestion made by (lie Hoti’blc Sir Heurv Whetder. As a mufassal 
meiulKM*, I think we should not oveibnik the ('onvenienre of our Calcutta 
fritMuls. 1 make the suggestion in view of the notice of the resolution 
given by Mr. Forn^ster. At present the ('ah iitia members do not get 
anything and over and uIkac that, if we ask them to make sacrifice it 
would lie very hard on them and unreasonable too on our part. Now- 
adays w'e have to close at (»-30 often for want cd a (juorum. Therefore, 
if we can fix the time at 2-30 to (>-30 — prac^it^ally in this arrangement 
we may rise at alxiuCtl r.M. for the convenience of the Muhammadan 
frientls — it will suit the wdiole TTouse. As it is, we should ai'tept the 
suggestion so that it might not l>e inconvenient to our Calcutta friends. 
For the mufassal membt^rs it is immaterial .whether we sit at S or 2-30, 
and even if we sit at 11 or 12, to my mind, it nifkes very little difference. 
The only convenience to the mufassal membt^rs is that it may be poa- 
sible for aome of them to catch the Darjeeling or any other train 
that may ne convenient to them and go home wK^/l^ sitting is closed 
for good, otherwise it is of no use. So in |hat view of the fact, as I 
have already stated, we should ncce|flihe suggestion of my friend, the 
Hon’ble Sir TTenr\’ Wheeler. Under these circi^stances I hope the 
House will agree to the suggestion. 
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Ktan Bahwlur Mauivi EMADUOOIN AHMED: To mo it appean 

that the hour Bxed already suits almost all the members of the House. 
It has now been suggested that it will be convenient to fix it at 2-30 to 
G-30, but I may be iiormitted to point put that^ after prayer there is a 
very little time left for sitting. After we re-assemble at about 0 i\u. 
there remains half mi hour after prayer — even less than that sometimes. 
I think the present hour is all right and if we change it then there will 
• be inconvenience and probably the Council will have to be closed at 
^0-30. Under these circumstances I think the hour fixed is quite all 
right.

Ra1 Dr. HARIDHAN DUTT Bahadur: I am not at all surprised 
to find that Babu Surondra Nath Mallik has been roiiscHl uji to exercise 
his most oxtraonlinary power to find a motive in all thing.s. We are 
aware of the miscrtyscope and tele.scoiH* of very high powers* but my 
friend Babu Surendra Nath Mullik must In* endowed with an fktra- 
ordinarv or perhajis, sup<»rhiiman power to disi’over motives.

Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Sabadur : 1 move tllht 
'' thie Council rec4>mmeuds to the Government that the newly huucIioiuhI 
jKist of the Director ot Public Health ijal>oratory 1 k' alnilished and that 
the saving thereby effected l>e utilised towards rural watei -supply, and 
that the laboratory be placed either under the Director of Public Health 
as before or under th<* Professor of Hygiene of the Tropical Bchooln ** 

The lalioratory of the Sanitary Dei>urtiiieut, Govermnciit of Bengal, 
was originally started m 1905 or so on a small scale to help Dr. Kowlor 
who w'UvS 8iH*cially appointed to investigate the working of the sejitic tank 
installations in Bengal. Subsequently it was enlarged and reorganised 
in 1910 with chemical and bacteriological sections in charge of their 
raiq>eotive assistants ©u u salary of Us. JoO to Ks. 2o0. The work of 
the laboratory ai)jx*ars to consist entirely of examination of water, 
septic tank effluents and itsid-stufis. The entire analytical work of tho 
laboratory is Ixung carried on entirely by the assistants themselves. 
The control of the Sanitary Commissioner is limited to jiurely adminis- 
trative matters and to forwarding the reis)rts on the various analysis 
carried out in tlie lalK»ratory. Sirne the passing of the Fwxl Adultera- 
tion Act a number of chemical assistants have l>een taken for the pur- 
jjose of analysing food-stuffs. The work done under the Food Adultera- 
tion Act is under the entire control and suj^ervision ol tho senior chemi- 
cal assistant who has also been apiKiinted as an analyst for the pur]M>se. 
He is responsible for all the chemical analysis of tho food-stuffs and 
issues certificates for the same in his own name. Tho entire analytical 
work of the laboratory is l>eing carrie<i out by the respective assistants 
themselves and tliat the work of the officer controlling the laboratory is 
jpdrely^nominal. The lalxiratory work has bt*en going on in its way 
satisfactorily for the past 16 years and in several annual reports the 
Sanitary Ckimmissioner has ^)ecially commended the good work done at 
the labogitory. 

Now there does not seem to any necessity for bringing in a high- 
ly paid officer on Hs. 2,500 or so per mensem for suiiervisfnp tli||i work 
of the laboratory, esjfhcial^ as several Deputy Sanitary Commis- 
sioners have recently beetp appointed and also a highly paid officer, Pro- 
lessor of HygiendJ is to be appointed in connection with the School of 
Tropical Medicine. It seems there is more money than we can find 
lisans t#%pMid.

lor a part of tLe work at present done by the Sanitary Gomimssioiier 
it is proi)o*»ed to have two additional otticers, on Rs. 2,500 or go, name- 
ly, (J) the Director, I’ublic Health Laboratorj', and (2) Professor of 
Hy^fiene, School of Tropical Medicine. Bnt, surely there cannot be 
sufficient work for tWo new high otlicers. It appears to me desirable, 
and no doubt this Couiieil will agree with me, that ^he recently sanc- 
tioned post of the Director of l*ublic Health Laboratory be abolished and 
that the saving tliereb\ effeidi'd, Hs. dO.OOO to Rs. 24,000 a year, be 
utilised for tlu^ provision of water supply jlo the srnallei towns of Bengal. 

• With these observulioiis, 1 commend resolution for the acceptance 
of the Council. 

Khan Bahadur Mauivi WA8IMUDDIN A^MED: Under the present 
system, we find that more money is exi>ended in rubbing and oiling 
lhan in actually feeding the people. The resolution moved by Rai 
Malieiidra Chandra Mitra Bahadur is directly on the point. There 
also we fiinl that (foverniiient in its anxiety to l^elp the people have 
devised souk* means and created some jsists for finding out some tiuth 
and ascertaining soim* data. Of course their value deiiends on their 
jiruc^ical use on the jicople and not simply on finding out some new 
facts and figures. So it would serve more useful, puriiose if the know- 
b^lge aln*ady acquired bv some officers, ^he Director of Public Health, 
etc., Ik* extended to the miifassal and applied to tin* amidioration of the 
condition of the miifassal people, jn tliat case this money would Ik** better 
utilised than in s]M*mling for the purjK>se of finding out a new data. 
Thendore, T wholedieurteill v approve the resolution moved by Rai 
Mabeinlru Chamlra Mitra Bahadur. 

MINISTER in charge of DEPARTMENT of LOCAL SELF- 
COVERNMEIIT (the HoB’ble Sir Surendri Nath Banorjaa): We have 
just reorganised this deimrtment and the work of this department is daily 
inereasing in (Minsecjueiu'e of the inereased demands made in respect of 
the nnnlysis of food, and I am sorry that my friend should put forward a 
recommendation of this kind at the present moment. I will just give 
you the figures. In l{>19, the figures were 1,700 for analysis and now the 
figurcui are nearly 4,tK)0 anil the work is increasing — about 3,00Q in ex- 
OWKS of what it used to Ik* and then the standard of unadulterated food* 
stuffg is now being woiked «>ut and thus additional work will be thrown 
upon the department. Tt then seems to me that it would be weakening 
the Health IVpartmeiit alti^gether if my friend's motion were Sccepted. 
The work is growing and it is bound to grow. Then (he cages of 
bacteriological examination af|i increasing. They come from all parts 
of the tnufassal ; I do hope that under the circjimstances, my friend will 
agree not to press his motion. We are watching th»»operation^ of this 
particular office^ Imi it Seems to me that there is not the slightest 
possibility of our to dispense with the services of the Director 
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of public Health Laboratoiy foi his services are likely to ^row with the 
increase of work of the deportment, 

Rfti MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA BAhsdllfS I have listened to 
the statement ’of Sir Surendra Xath Hauer jea. I have driven uiy nmsons 
why I have come ^’ith a vesolutiuu which I have the honour of moving, 
M}* object simply is this and this only — we should reduce the charfres 
as far as possible. • No other motive would have persuaded me to come 
to the Council with a resolution like this. Sir Surendra Nath Hanerjea 
• says that the work i.s increasing and the fact is based upon fijfure.s and 
that there is no expectation of reducing the work of (his jmrticular otficw. 
Now ^be question ha.s as.sumed a ffrave aspect, I do not for a moment 
think, that if the officer be relieved, tin* w'ork will suffer. I j>re.ss f(»r the 
consideration of the Council that for many, many years, that is for al>out 
16 years, the work did j'o on .siin»othIy. Sir, whatever may be the state 
of things when the ITon’ble Minister tells us that he would watch ami see 
and try his best as far as pos.sible to solve the (luestion (bat I have raisetl, 
I do not like to press my,resoluti»>n at this stage, us I can get the informa- 
tion from him from time to time and I would come to know how far I 

was justified in coming to the Coum il with the resolution and, if it is 

necessary, I will move another resolution to the same effect, I have not 
abandoned that idea a» yet, hut 1 must take the word of the Hon’ hie the 
Minister who is in charge of Sanitation and who takes so much interest 
in it. I therefore withdraw* the re.solution.

Pay and alloniinoas of oflloers. 

Babu KI8H0RI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: Lmove that this Council 
recommends to the Government that the hijfher authorities be moVed to 
sanction the stopping of payment f»f half of the increment in pay and 
allowances grunted to the covenanted and uhcovenanted officers of all 
services in Ilengal under the recommendation of the Public Services 
Conimission, urjtjl financial (‘oiiditions improve.” 

These increase.s w'ere granted, so far as I remember, during the year 
1919-20 and some portions in 1921 also. The question of financial 
difficulties arose since the year 1919. At that time the Government 
ought to have considered whether they were in a position to grant these 
increments. But they did not do so. I am sorry that, at this time when 
every one is clamouring for more increments and i^jiecial consideration on 
account of high prices of food and clothing, I should have to move a 
resolution of this nature, hut circumstances have obliged me to do so. 

In November last, in reply to a question of mine, it was shown that 
about Us. d5 or .% lakhs were granted as increment of jiay and allow'ances 
in accordam e with the recommendations of the Public Services roinmis- 
sion. 1 put another (piestion to ascertain what was the increment grant- 
ed on account of the economic pressure, and T got a reply — I do not touch 
that portion because the beneficiarie.s are men of limited income. So I 
thought it pro[>er that if any economy could bf effected under this head, 
it was r<*j[isonable that we should see if anything could be done in the 
higher services. 

When the Meston roiiiniittee considered the question of (he division 
of funds, so far as 1 have heeujihle to see, it was not pointedly brought to 
their notice that the increments of pay and allowance.s would place»the 
loanees of Bengal in a difficult position. I Indieve that aspect of tie 
question did not then strike the Bengal Government. There was some 
t*orrespondence after the recommendations of the Meston Committee were 
submitted. I r^n trace one submifled by the Hon 'hie Sir Surendra Nath 
Banerjea and another by Mr. Marr. In these letters it was not pointedly 
shown ibmt this increase of p%y, ect., would really mean a heavy deficit. 
The Meston ('ommittee took it that BengaPs capacity for spending would 
be about Rs. 1 crore and 4 lakhs. Out of this, Re. 69 lakhs vas taken as 
the contribution id the India Government and Rs. 41 lakhs ^ only was 
granieil to the Provincial Government. The finances of the Government 
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of Bengal were really in deficit- I believe, however, that the Govern- 
ment would not have granted the increments at this time, knowing full 
well that it would be very difficult to find out money. If there was a 
mistake made by the Meston Committee. I think that it should be 
remedied. We are trying our Upst to st»cure more money and eonsidera- 
tion from the India Government, and, if necessary, by taxation. So 
having regard to our difficult situation it would lx* a better and reason- 
able course to stop the payment, and so I have proposixl that only half of 
the increments granted should l>e stopped for some time until our finan- 
• cial conditions improve; up to that time it is essential that we should 
stop the payment ; if we do thi.s there will be a saving of over Rs. 17 lakhs 
a yev* T^ftt would beh fairly large sum and it cinild be more iisefully 
utilised in other directions. It is no donht a great hardship to the 
covenanted^ service asihe ipeinbers have to spend a gmxl deal of money 
in educating their children and maintaining their families at home. 
The cost of living has, to be sure, risen. Rut our point of view should 
also be taken. The deficit, at the lime of the division of fuiuls. otight to 
have been properly calculated; if it was not done theii i( sljould be at 
least done now. 

Wliat were the requirements of the province and what were the reven- 
ues available to the province, I have n(»l Imhmi able to trace ni un\ letter 
submitted by the OoT^ernment *»f Rengal to the Meston ('omiiiitlee. T 
really fail to understand why it was thought that this (»o\ crniuent « iMild 
afford to set apart Rs, I crore and 4 lakhs for increased eNpcmlitnre in 
other directions. It was the accepted pcdicy of the Conmiittee tliut the 
division should not be made in such a way as to comjiel the hn al (Jovern- 
ments to go into taxation in the very beginning of the em of the Reforms- 
If that was the idea, a mistake must have In^en made in estimating the real 
situation of the province. I believe, I am not wrong in saying that the 
question of what these increases would cost us and in what way our finance 
would be affetded thereby, was not seriously taken into consideration ; 
otherwise that aspect of the question would have been placed before the 
Committee, not incidentally hut by a culrulation of what the a(fual state 
of things would have been. If that was not done, I take it that it was 
a mistake and if, in our mistaken view, we granted increments to the 
•ervice, I say that that mistake should nWW he rectified so far as we can. 
I 4o no4 mean \p cut off the eiitire increments hut only half of it only up to 
mich time as our finances are restored to a favourable cmnIilion whence 
can properly remunerate public servants. Under this impression and 
with this view I say that it woul(^t><s a reasonable step to take. 

We Have three Bills now under consideration and if we can pass them 
we may expect to have Rs. 1 crore and 5f) lakhs or Rs. 1 crore and 40 
lakhs. We have got a remission of the Bengal contribution of Rs, 63 
lakhs a year to the India Government for 3 years. If after 3 years the 
ramtaaion^is withdrawn, and we are forced to pay, even the amount avail- 
able or collected by fresh taxation will not be sufficient to nteet our de- 
t%anda. Of course, we have cut down a good deal of 6iir «xpeiidi{are, thia 
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year we had to cut it by Rs. 68 lakhs and for next year the proposal is to 
cut down the normal expenditure to the extent of Rs. 80 or 81 laldis. 
Even then there is a dehcit of Hs. 20 lakhs and by the taxation Bills we 
cun add at the most Rs. 1 crore and 40 lakhs. That would not be suflB- 
cient to cover our re(|uirements if the Government of India wanted their 
contribution. We expect relief, no doubt, from further taxation Bills, 
but if those taxation Bills are not pas.sed what wouIdTte our position? 

lor capital expenditure we shall have to enter upon a loan policy, but 
how can we do so in our present condition when we are faced with a deficit 
to meet even the ordinary needs of the ailministnation ? So far as I < 
remember the Hon'ble Mr. Kerr is under an idea that we require Rs 11 
crores for ordinary expenses; Rs. 61 . rores for AtaWishment tnd nearly 
Rs. 1 crore and 70 lakhs for establishment, allowance, etc., so that we 
require over 8 < rnre.s for maintuininu our adminislration ; atfd over and 
above that we require nearly Rs. .1 crores for'education, for the Depart-* 
ment of Atrnculture and other things. How can we meet thenip Our 
income IS only a little over Rs.!) crores. Even if we get the benefit of 
the taxation Hills, we cannot go beyond Rs. lOJ crore, s. 

In this state of things I think it would be reasonable to do something 
by retrenching hajf of the amount granted for the relief of the highly 
paid Government servants. I am fully sensible of the hardship this 
resolution if passed, would entail upon the Government servants but ve 
cannot help^ We are trying our la-st not to iniisi-e taxation on the 
people but I am not urging the stopping of increase of pay. etc., just to 
get rid of the taxation Hills. My resolution is independent of that idea 
Even if we pass the Hills we should curtail the allowances. The mem 
bers of the Subordinate Educational Department have not been given 
any grant.s but m other departments men who draw big pay have been 
granted relief and it is in their cases, I think that we should, if possible 
make some arrangement . If the jmrtion to la- deducted be tuilf of the 
increment , it will give us a opnsidemble sum,pl money. If out financial 
^sitioi. improves. 1 do not pto,io,c that they should be deprived of the 

ertn then.

• to deserving {x*o|de, it is desirable that the fK*ople who uie in the enjoy- 
^ ment of high remuneration, high salaries and ulhiwances should make 
some sacrifice. Of cour.se, this Oovernnient have not th(‘ i^over to naluee 
the salaricfl of the Indian Servicu*, hut they slmuhl tr\ tlieir hc'^t to get 
someVonee.Hsiun from the India (Government . When it has failed to do 
so, it may he obliged to ])asH some taxation Hills. It is als(» ]uo|K‘r for 
ibis Government to ask the Oovernment of India to allow them to keep 
a portion of the iiujyea.s<» of the pa\ and ulhiwances in ahevame Since 
the inauguration of the Reforms, people at large are saying, *' this is 
nothing hut an engine oroppresslon to grind the hones of th«‘ rate-iNivers 
with the sanction of a farger number of their popular repri'senlatives.’’ 
and. in the introduction of the fresh taruition Hills, they ha\u* found the 
justification of tliefr statements. The nnri-co-o|H’rators in the mufassal 
sav to th<‘m : “ This svstem of (#i>vernnient has Iwen given to \(»u in 
order to sijueeze >ou tighter and tighter fill ytm have become altogetlier 
ema« lated.”

If the Keforms rnnmit give any h^IhriNi or 
blessings to tlie peoj)le exce]»t bringing in fre.vih tax4*s, of what use is it to 
them? d’he people who understand most, who advocate the lleforms, 
owe a r*uty to the people to show that the Reforms have got some real 
benefit for th^ui. Wjth this object in view, we must have larger sav- 
ings. Even if our present fnrome is sufficieM to maintain the establish- 
ment i|iid carry on the ordinary hiisinelM of Government, yet illero nre 
hopes and duties which must Ire lulfifli^d. There is no justification for 
the Refoims if they cannot ronh*r any blessing, any hrmn on the people. 
As tho ] eople cannot get proper medical treatment during their illness, 
and* pur^ drinking water, the Goveniinent have no justification for 
twinging in fresh taxation Bills and squeexing the people tighter and 
tighter. 

I think the resolution is a very'^good one and its recommendaiion 
should be flurried out. The grant of increases of salaries and allowauf^ 
should be kept in aheyan<‘e until brighter prospects appear^ in the 
country. 

MEMeSR in olMrgn of AmiNTMEIIT DEPARTMENT (tfM 
HonlNo Sir Honry Wlieoler)i This re^fotion is of a,, general 
character, and it purports to give ^ solution of our financial troubles 
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of a simple nature, though 1 cannot but feel a little apprehensive on 
reading that this reduction in the pay of Government servants is to cim- 
tinue until financial conditions improve.” I strongly suspect that the 
mover would more correctly express his intenlion if he said ” until 
the Greek Kalends,'' and in any case it is very easy to interpret these 
words as practically meaning perpetuity. For instance, suppose next 
year we are a little lietter off, it is perfectly easy to say that our 
financial wmdition has improved merely because we put on extra 
taxation; that must he first remitted. Again it is* perfectly easy to 
argue that our financial condition cannot he said to have improved so long • 
as we have ho many u»*gent demands u.isalisfied. .Therefore I 
that the resolution can interpreted^ in a way which would 
ceriiiinly surprise the unfortunate victims. 

The reMolution has been supported on geniTal grounds and with 
general arguments, and I do not propi'se to enter into a discussion of the 
details of ]>ay of the various Servie<*s involved.. It is obviously' 
imnossihle to do so in the course of one resolution, and details of that kind 
can only be treated singly as they come up So far as I caii make 
out, tile Services whii'h are covered by this resolution arc the Indian 
('ivil Service, Uie Bengal V’ivll Service Iwith on the Executive and 
.Tudiciul sides, the Forest Srrviee, both Tmfierial and Provincial, the 
Medical Services, covering the Indian Mo<lical ^eT\'\ve and Civil and 
Military Assistant Surgeons, Itbe Public Works Dejiartineni on tbe 
^fmpt^rial and Provincial sidea, the Educational Service, inchnlirig the 
Indian h^durational Service and the Bengal Educational Service, the 
Commerce Department in res|)ect of Tnsi^eetors of Fartoriea and Boilers, 
and Agriculture, as concerning the Iini)erial Service and some isolated 
appointments. The rang«‘ is obviously a large one, and in so far as 
reorganisations have Ih'cu carried out in these Services from varying 
dates. I tliinl, dating from 1919 onwards, and large sums of money 
liave Ihu'u drawn by officers on the faitli of th« tViders of the Secretary 
of State, 1 Uke it, it is n#ft intended by the Tno^e^ that these sums 
should be refunded. That would l)e practically inflicting a fine, pure 
and simple. But if the pro|M>saf relates to the future, T submit to the 
Council that it amounts to a repudiation of our debts and nothing less. 

Thus there are very few of*iis w'ho do nt>t fed the pinch of finandal 
stringency. " I cjin understand any private individual, as doubtlesf^ 
some of us have had to do, .saying, “ I cannot afford to live on this scale; 

I cannot keep my motor car or ponies, and must therefore get rid of 
them." But I cannot understand mny private individual who purports 
to conduct his affairs on honourable lines, saying: ” It is perfectly true 
that I must hate my staff of servants to run my business; I cannot get 
rid of them ; it is also perfectly true that I promised to pay them at cer- 
tain rates; but I am hard-up, and thexpfore their pay must be out.^ If 
that were done by a pritafe individual it would be stigmatised in rather 
un(x>tnp]iifieutary terms, ariH the ion is not materially different 
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action of that kind is sufCResttni to be taken by the State. Ajfain. the 
motor has suggested that half should be taken. Why stop at halfy 
If looney has got to be saved at all costs, and regiinUess of the method, 
you might as well take the ltd while you are alsiut it. It is well known 
that the revisions that have l>een given in res|H*ct of tln-M* S«*i\ices m 
recent years were givelt after prtdracted discussions, and in many cases 
on a consideration* of arguments upplicahlt^ not only t(» Hmigal. hut tti 
India as a w hole. Most of these IniiH^rial Services are recruitt‘d on an all- 
India hasis, lind after careful examination, it was agieed that unless 
• we offered certain rates of f»ay, suitaliie men could not Ih» recruited, and 
to the exteiU*. tliKt this is so. it is ohvious that tlo* pi'eseut si a Ics could 
not'^be ligbrty brushed asifle. ^ior is it tin* case that the iin*ieinents given 
to the Imperial Services, taken as a w’hoh*. liave lH*en in themsid vos exces- 
sive. t'onipftTlsons are iliitieiilt to make, es}MM*isilly as so inanv Serxices 
are now on a tiine-si'ale. sfiortK aft<*r the incivnients wcie gi\cii. I luul 
h cah'iilatioti made in^esisTt of the Indian ('ivil Service*, which proved that 
on the judieial side, offic »i -. wen* actually losing hy this ailed 

improveunfuit. wliile taking the Iserviee us a whole, the incnMneiits 
earueil by iiidivi(!uali|^ worked out to an absolnti-ly |nillrv sum. Another 
|K>int whieh is worth \ of tk^ (oiisideratioii of the ('ouncil, is that apart 
from the ordinary lionourahle relations In'tween .M ivaiit and employer,

The eas#f .for the Pfovim iul S<*rv is uq\ oiM*n to thcM* difh* lilt ioH 
under t»hat Act, hut eijualU in their lase. the .’iilniiK cments given have 
not liebn excessive, and curijmsly eiiongk in rejijM»ct of the Serviies in 
in mhic^ the enhanceiiients were possibly on a iM-tter scale Uiari in aimie 
others, nanielv. the Bf»ngal f'ix*f1 Servdee on tfie executive and judicial 
side*. I would remind the (Anincil that when our orders were brought 
out, the general tixmd of crHicinm egjiinst them, whfcb was voiced in 
ibis (*oui#il or the old om . was we were treating our oftiiers 

somewhat Hfigif*nerouHly. and when it was seen that certain other prov- 
im*e#i were giving a higher maximum we were criticised on timf h< i ounl. 

I^erefore. neither in the case of the Provincial S<^iccs in there n 
case for thia drastic action, and if we were m tinwiae aa t^^ccept thia

selves? Why is it only in the case of these Jinperial and Pronncial 
sen'ices that the arguments of the lise in the cost of living which ig 
constantly pressed upon us as justifying irnpro'^ed prospects for min- 
isterial officers and menials, is to l)e ignored? The only argument 
Jlahu Kishori Mohan Chaiidhuri is that w& ajce vlry hard^^p, and he ha*? 
worked out a theory to his own satisfaction, that these increments would 
never have bf^en given at all if the present financial position of the 
province had Ix^en foreseen. That theory is not based upon farts. * 
The improvement of the ptiy of these Services was overdue; the appoint-* 
went of the Public Sf‘rvices Commission in itself was overdue, and even 
after the Public Services ('ommission submitted its report, ifs considera- 
tion was e.\tra<»r<linarily delayed. 1 was Home tSeeretaiT at the time; and 
it was under ls)rd Hardinge’s orders that the consideration of the 
re[M)rt waS'hdd up during the war. Had it not been foY this, these 
imTenoMits would have been given to the Stoviees in HHO-17 or 1917-18, 
and to that extent tlie Services were deprived of an improvement of 
their proHjK’ciK whieli tlo'v bad a right to e\t« cr. I}ut" it is obvious 
that at (bat time, the Ttefornis afol tlieii changes were not foreseen by any- 
one, and this theory that, had it then })eeii knowoi liow w^e stand, these 
inerernents w’ould not hH>a heeu given, is one which will not stand 
f*xamination. Tin* imrements w’ere givioi, iMwause after ini|iiin' they, 
w^ere held to he justified under fte modern conditions of service, and were 
iieoessarv if w'e dusifed to reeniit for tlie Services of the future men of tlie 
typ<' who Joined them in the jKist In so far as men liavi^ he(*ii 
raernited ,s|H*cuieally oi^ these termv m no fOit Years, it is oto iouslv 
im|M»ssib]e mov to go hiuk u|>on them. For these reasons T trust that 
the resolution is not one whi< li will commoiid itself to tlie giMsl sense of 
the (\>uneil. 

Babu KISHORI MOHAtl CHAUOHURI: I am stirry that my real 
intention in moving this resolution has been TBIHunderstood. I said that 
if you have not the means to muKe these grants, Hlxwal grants, take tinie, 
and in the meantime improve your f>osilion nodi' then thiuk of continu- 
ing this. I ktidtf that these recommendations w'ere submitted . to the 
(lovernment of fndia loiig ago, but in 1919 there wnaa a change, tfhd this 
change ought to hi1^ol»een taken into consideration. Without consider- 
itfg our ability 4o manage, these uri^gements were sanctioned: they 
were mny^ssarv no doubt, hut .it the same time it ought to have been shown 
to the Govern m^Wi, of India that we wdre not in a jiosition to meet them. 
That has not been done; you can now’ do it in two ways, eithlir you can 
say that the Government of India must grant us more money so that we 
may be ia a })osition to maintain our household affnirs, or we shall have 
to rut our coat according to our cloth. Tt is very unfortunate that we 
an> hard pttwedt hut who is to blame? It we are required to maintain 
this costly staff, mpme arrangement should be mada. 1 
that we should not make these payments at all. Vy only proposal ti 
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that we should inform the Govemmeni' of India of our position, and 
ask either to be allirwed to stop these allowances for some time, or that 
liberal grlftits should be made to us to enable us to them. This is 
my proposal. The references are necessary for the sake of making our 
position clear. I do not suggest that ofticers should l)e asked to refund 
money which Ibas already been i>aid to Hiem, but I ^ply suggest that 
further payments should be suspended. My proposal is only prosptM tive 
. atol not retrosjHictiee. If you think tliat a time-liinit is necessary to 
give effect to my propiKsal, it can be done by altering the wording <d 
the resolution. ^Whcn w<* arc tinaoeially able to meet these ehaiiges, 
then we cam incur the lull exfwiidituie. I have no object i(ui to the 
alterafion of the wording of u»y resolution. Ou^^ troubles began from 
1919 when theae increments were grante<l ; we then saw that our financial 
j)osition would be worse, t saw the eorrespondeme in wliich it was 
strongly urged that Hengal’s contribution to the (ioverninent of India 
should not Im* progressive; the suggesti(»ii was that it should Im« fixed; 
this suggest iott was ((msidered even by the Joint Farliainenlary (Join* 
niitfee, and it was explained that our ])oHition was such that it would Im* 
impossible for us t(» manage without extra taxation, and taxation in the 
h<*ginning waeout Of the tiuestion in eonsideiujg the finaiieial s<‘tthMuent. 
If the Secretary of State Hintk'i that tlie ineivmeni** iilready granted sliotild 
flotV interfered with, and that this wo^d result in hardship, then in 
some other way weihonld he helped. If it is thoughtihat my suggestion 
is a rt*asonahl(* one, and that ae are really not in a pooUiAC^ to incur so 
much expenditure on account of our hoiiMdirdd iifTairs, we may he given 
relief in some other way. Whatever that way may lie, I think there 
would lie no harm in submitting this pioposal to the Oovernmenl of India 
for consideration^ 80 that we|hoiiId get spine substantial relief in some 
other direction. We should not spend beyond our means, otherwise we 
shall Im* bankrupt. *We are really in a bankrupt state as we have no 
nionev. We have matured some proposals for new taxati<in, but thiit 
is not sufficient to meet pur needs. Tn this state of affairs, it is reason- 
able that we should submit these consideraf io»a to the kigk^r authorities 
so that they may shoi| us a way to meet theim agd tell us what to do in 
the ciixmmatanees. T have not heard in rejily anything which woulu 
really induce me to withdraw fro]|| the position T have takerr. I there- 
fore commend my motion for the consideration of the House.

I’liin residujion to inv nuii<i coiMcrns r.ainindars, mert’Kants and the 
p<MM , ail alike, and iii\ o|»jert in nio\ing it is to reduce the costs in Rtiga- 
tion, the hurassinent l<» the litigant puhlir and to lessen the oppression 
of the poor. It ivS a well-known fu< t that these pi‘ons often get tijm, and 
these tips vaiv actoiding to the journey they have to p«*rft>rni ii(|^ the 
Hdrvice of these suiniintitseH, and if (his gratihcation is not paid to them, 
the t*^Hult ip that they cause much antMiyaiue and harassment to the 
litigant public. In this way a simple rent suit often takes t! years to he 
«et(led Ihm ause if there are 8 or 10 defendants, ami if they li^ in several 
places, it is imi>ossihle to gt't a, 4 l*M'ree and to get such a small suit dispoaeO 
of quietly. If luy rt'solution l»e ai*cepted, all this trouble would be avoid* 
ed. In insolvency cavses at present this pr<M“edure is adopted, and all 
notices to the creditors are served by registered p^st. Even in cases 
where returns are satisfactory but the defendants do not appear in con* 
tested case.s, the judifiarv have made it a practice of issuing regti^red 
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post c«rd» to ensure that processes have Keen served. This shows that 
the judiciary have |^reat faith in the service of notices by I'egistered jsist. 
So I submit that it^ liig^h time that the old practice of serving suniinonses 
throufirh peons should l>e dime away u’ith, and in its place the service by 
regrii’tered poift adopted. This will shorten delay whicli is soinetiioes 
caused in the admin istfat ion of justice. So 1 submit that this resolution 
l»e accepted by the ('ouncil. If legislation is neceswiry, 1 do not think 
there would be any difficulty in carrying it throne'll . So I submit that 
a case has been made out for the adoption of the pioi eilure sujf^rested in 
• niy resolution in place of the old one.

practice in that when a suit is filed a iwect-card is at om e sent to the 
defendant, and the defendant at once knows what date is fixed and the 
hour of*the suit, and if there is anv iiiameuvrinjf in the service of sum- 
mons on the defendant, the defendant, c*ojfnisnnt of the date hnd 

hour of the suit, >roes 4o the court, makes inquiries, ifets a c-opy of the 
plaint, enters an apjM'arance and fili^ a written statement. The reason 
why Babu Satish Chandra Mukharji has introduced this resolution is 
primarily to get rid of the disgust caused by the non-service o^^iimmons 
when the return made is that the siittimons ha4i lieen actually served. 
Some years ago, before the re<-eiit Innovation was adopted by the ('alcutta 
Small Cauaee CouK, a person sitting in bis house found himself at once 
arrested on a writ of warrant without any service of summons or of the 
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notice of execution, and the first knowledge be had of the suit was that 
the bailiff came and arrested him. Xt was that reason that impelled the 
Small Causes COurt in Calcutta to adopt the salutary practice of first 
sending a post card and tlien serving the writ of summons. Courts Jiave 
the authority of serving legal processes through registered post ; under the 
(y’ivil Procedure Code in cases in wbirdi the party who has to get legal 
prtnoHHi'H Hcrveil, hut thiiiks that it w^uihl Ik‘ very ex^usive or it would 
Ije very inconvenient to have the pnK-ess served through a peon, the Court 
has the right to order service of the process hy means of registered post. 
In some cases, this practice has been followed hy the Calcutta High * 
(%)Uri. TJnforlunalely, this practice Ims uot been followed to that degree 
to which it ought to have heen hy the other Coifrts; and there*fore ^ hope 
that this House will accept iiiy amendnierit in order to impress upon the 
judiciary that this is an alternative method^which can Im* followed anu* 
sometimes it can l>e done in addition so that tire defendant or otlier piiriy 
upon whom u notice lir»s got to he served may get due notice of the suit oi 
action or motion against him.

If the [lostal pe<ui in the meantime 
Ire (lismissed m (runsferred to other liistrii (s, then the difficulties of the 
parti«*s may he better imagined than deH4*rihed, because* the parties would 
have to resort t<» the p<ist-office for service of processes ujion the transferred 
or dismissed pettn to secure his attendance in f'ourt to give his evidence, 
and the result would he a considerable loss of time rn (he adjudication 
of suits even of Himili value. Even if the processes Im* really served, the 
parties wouhl not fail Ui take advantage of such uncertainty in the service. 
Moreover such a system w<»uld give lisc to mat>\ coiTuptiQfis in the postal 
service. The diHiculty of postnl service would Ire the more whereyt/rd/ifi- 
ashin ladies and illiterate men are concerned. In their (‘ases the objec- 
tions would Ire eitluM’ non -service -of prinesses or fraud. No doubt postal 
service is an easy method of ^ifrvice, and the pro|>osal for the injgoductioii 
of such a methirtl of service was pade Ire fore ; but^mfter'^emisidering the 
pr<n and^’ofw of such service, tlTwas pit adopted Tjegislature.

MiMtER in BhirgB of iUDICIAL DEPARTMENT (tfP 
Hon*Mt Sir AMmr*RBllifli)! I rt^gret that ^ I am unaUe to 
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accept eiili«r ih© resolution which has been moved by Babu Satish Cbaiid- 
ra Mukharjl or the amendment propi^d by Mr, Khuitan. Th« question 
raised is one of great difficulty, every one who is familiar with the busi- 
ness of the courts knows that the question of proi»er and efficient 
seivic-e ol suinmons i^nd other processes is resixmsible for a great 
dea|*of litigation; .and if one could uvt>id all this htigatiim by the 
simple process of ixisting a letter to the address of the defendant or 
the respondent, it would lx* a very great Imhui indeed to the eountry. 
Til find a solution of these diffieulties, the High (’ourt has frunuHl 
*eialK)rate rules assisted hy a<lvisorv <oiiinntt4M*s eoinjxised of exjie- 
riencecl .lajiyers; for it ^is the functitm of the High ('ourt to dei ide 
what rules are appropiiate for, the serviee of pris essos. Many ditiii ult 
questions of hiw Lave arisen in eoniieetioii with the serviee of protesses 
and the High Court has, fr«n time to time, devoted its attention to the 
lies! wajrnf sedving the difficulties. But I am afraid the remedy is not 
so .simple as is supposed hy the mover of the resolution or hy Mr. Khaitan ; 
Kuja Heshee Case I^aa lias very succinctly and cleaily [lointed out some 
of the main difhi^illics in the way of a^lopting the suggestions. 

'fhe courts rtMpiin* that, in the fiist iiistniue, wlouever pnic'liiahle, 
the service must he peisorial and ev«*rv means should he cxliaustcMl l»\ the 
( ourt to see that fiersonal service cannot he cfTectetl hefoie (irdering sul>- 
siiflited .service. One of tlie difficulties always experienced l»y Judges is 
as to when substituted service sliould Ih‘ ordered. 'I'fie law iLh^s in certain 
cases contemplate serviee hy registered post, hut the courts often hesitate 
a great deal for the reasons uhieh haxe Iwen explained by Uajii Keslux* 
Ofte I>aw in ordering such service; and I think the Couioil should not 
take upon itself the responsibility of nuommending that servir i^ of pro- 
eeasaa should ordinarily be by means of regi.sfered post. If y(»u jM»st a 
letter at one end, you have still to pioxe that the letter g(»t to itn tlestina- 
tion and no end of <lifh( nit le^ arise there. It wouhl Im» a riskv thing 
ti> lay down that service of prfM i*sseH sftould ordinarily Im* b\ means tif 
postal letters. Mr. Khaitan has cited the case of the Cab utla Court of 
Small Cauw'S and of the practice in the Original Side of the High ('ourt ; 
but the cimditibriK of Cab iitta ar»- \erv different fr^m tliose in the imifas- 
anl. Here also, the court rrujuires that service should lx* fSTHonal as far 
as possiye. I tkink therefore that the laatter cannot be dealt with in a 
sumniar>' way by a resfdution of this Council and I would strongly advise

Toints Act, 1S,S7 (XII ot IS,S7). for nMnutinent to tJie siiliordinatc judi- 
rial service so as to secure ade(|iiule lepiesentation f(»r all important 
romniunities." ^ 

I feel no hesitation in mo\ iiif^ this restdulion though 1 must ( oiifess 
! tread on dangerous ground, but with a eeiiain degree of sympathy 
Imm my Hindu brethren, a certain a mount of generosity, a certain 
umouul of justiee tempeied with merry, 1 think that the task^if all will 
1 h* eoiisiderablx lightened. Tliiake no lames of the matter that thia reso- 
lution hm been inspired by the slim kfhg dinjairity which was revealed by 
il question asked in this (^»uneil by Mr. Sye^ Erfan Ali on the 6th April, 
1921, in the niiriilwr of Hindu niiinsifs and uiunsifN of rtther communi- 
liee. The numWr, as far m I remember, waa 293 aa againat 14. 6 of 
vhtuir ^are offioiating. This disparity is jat^yfreat that it cannot Iw 
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explained by the briliiant attainmenU oi Hindu vakils or by their pi«- 
pooderating numbers in the profession, or even by the fact that their 
fort)t*ars were previously in the judicial S4*rvic‘e, or their siKiiisors were 
men of rank and eminence. Intrinsically, there must ls> •«oiue<hing 
wrong in theVay these appointments have l)een made. Hiey appear to 
a large extent to h^ve been guidetl by accidents and not l»v rule Suiely 
there is no member here, except one fanatically itu'liiie<l, wht» will say

Hut, 
the same time, it has tt> Is* reiognised that in the mutter of education, 
until lutel> , t}u‘\ have been liackwaMi and that is one import, Hit 
reason why llo'y do not or« iip\ the same jiositmn in the public services 
as their Hindu hrethieii So tar as this partii ular resolution is concerned, 
while the (lovernment has ever\ sympathy with its object, it must l>e 
made clear, as the muvei of the resolution ha.s himself admitted, that the 
(lovernment only ni^kes appfiintnient of jiersons who are selected (»r 
mmuniite<l b\ the High Court. The High Court in a matter of this 
nature is the Is'st jmlge as to the qualific ations required for these appoint* 
ments. The figures which have been c ited by the mover are extremely 
deplorable, but at the same time, it mu.st be remembered that the numljer 
<»f Muhammadan qualified c andidates for appointment in the judicial 
HCTvic'e has Ihhmi limiti*d and. so far as I cun rcMcdlec t, only a 
small pro|K)rtion of tliese candidates were rejected. There are 14 
Muhammadans. I Isdieve, now in f!be judicial st*rvice, or somethiug like 
that number, but within the lasOhrc'e or four years, I believe*, almost 
all the eligible Muhammadan candidates exc*ept two^ or three were 
accepted by the High Court. The question however, has been brought 
numv than onc'e to the notice of the High ('ourt and the U<3Weniment 
is inedined to hope that the High (%>urt will, in making selection.s for 
appointment to this servic e, give every coweideration to the need foi* 
* better representation of the Muhammgdan community in that service. 

With regard to spfcific suggestion fot the appointment of a oom- 
inittee I may tell the mover that the eelection doea not lie with one 
Judge only but that the Selection Committee of the High Court a 
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composed, I think, of three learned Judges who make the SiJeotions and 
their selections, I believe, are soruiiuistHl by live Judges. The utiuies 
are then sent to the Government for apimintinent. The question o^ 
appointing a representative romniitU»e not p(^rhap.s in the senna* intended 
by the mover 4m t a eomiiiittee in which, for instance, tha liar might 1 m* 
pro|j|erly represented, was considered, but it was held that it would not Ikj 
desirable to introduce outside element into a comniitt«*e this nature.

With these few words, Sir, I beg to move my ^res<dutioii. 
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Rai MAHENDRA CHANDRA MITRA Bahadur: I beg to supppri 
the reHolutioD of my friend. In connection' with the appointment of 
the AH«i?»tant Secretary, Judicial Department, the claims of the mem* 
bers of the Judicial Service ought not to be neglected. It cannot be 
said that the p^orm who are in the judic ial service are hot in a posi* 
tion U» manage tlie Secretariat work. If we go a li)tle beyond, and if 
we the (luestion at length, w*c will notice that those who are 

in the executive service did receive their training in the Secretariat 
bi^fore they wePe eonsidered to have any knowdedge of Secretariat work. 
If tliev iir(’ in the' niufaswHl. they are not in a Iwdter iswition to under* 
stand how the work gm*s on in the S<‘(Tetarn»t. Consequently, the 
same argument ajiplies with regard to the members of the judicial 
service. It is tlierefore u fomplaint the |>art of the members of the 
judiei^ wrvice that their elainis might to Jm* considered by Govern- 
ment. Now tliose officers who have Immmi apiMiinted Assistant Secre* 
taries were reeruited from the same class of the ediH'ated people of lie 
country, and consequently \ou ought not to make a distinction between 
them and without further tresiwiMsing ujKm tlu‘ tune of the Council, mv 
submission is that the merits of the resolution ought to lie considered 

Babu KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: 1 heartily support this 
resolution. In fact, when 1 put the (piestion toVhich my friend hhs 
just referred, I then ho|SMl that the matter would attract the utter»* 
tion of the Hon ’hie Sir Abd-ur-Hahim and justice would lie done to the 
depaitinent It is practically a (jue**iion of communal i«q>rescntation. 
A particular servii’e is suffering- out «)f tin* four apjHiititmeiit.H none is 
h(0d by the Judii’ial llraneh of the .servire. It is onlv rea.sonable that 
that service should get at le:i‘:t a icasonablc proisirtion of the apj>oint- 
ments in the Scuetariat. I Ih»|»i.* that tin* matt«*r will receive adequate 
consideiation at Ihe hands of Government. 

Thf Hon’ble Sir ABD-UR-RAHIM: 1 am afraid there is a great 
deal of misconception regards this question One who does not know 
ihe Secretariat arningements is apt !<» fall into a mistake as the mover 
of the resolution and Tlai Mahemlra Chandra Mitra Bahadur and Babu 
Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri have fallen It is a mistake to think tl^at this 
|>ost is intended inereK as that <»f an Assistant to the Judicial See retarv. 
That is not the case, 1 wish to make it clear to the House that aimrt 
from the designation of the |Hwt, the As.sistant Judicial Keeretar>' 
has tet work in the General Di'jairtment : he has to deal w^tb cages 
not only of the Judicial Ibqiartment but also of the Ap|s>intmefit. 
Police BTui fkj^Jpliflral Depart men t.s, and as a matter of fact, I can 
assure the Houai' that the Assistant Judicial .Stperetarv’s time i» more 
o(ieupieil in the work of the General De[iarlinei|(| — Political and Police 
—than in the Judicial Department. It is the name that is rather 
misleading. The ofHwr’s duties are of a general character. They 
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are not confined to the Judicial Departiueui at all. When the appoint- 
mefDt was created, I myself thought that it was ait i)p|)oiiitiiient which 
oii|rht to be entirely for the Judicial Deiairtnieiit, and when it was found 
that there was not enough work for an Assistant ScHTctarv in this Ih'iMirt- 
roent, but thaj an Assistant Secretary was retpiired in order to deal with 
cases not only of the Judic ial I>e|Hirtiiient but also of Ae Politic'al and 
Polfce DeiJiirtntent^, it was for that pur|iose that this post wiis created 
and not solely for the Judicial l)e{mrtiiient . Th<*n, so far as the otticer’s 
work in the Judicial lX*|»artnient is concerned, thc‘ HoUtN» inav take* it 
• from me that it is not of a judicial character at all : it ih purely adminis- 
trative work for which no judicial ciualific ations an* rtMjuirt*d, 1 chi not 
suif^r^st fdy one moment than an officer |s»rforinin^r judicial duties is 
clisc]ualified by (hat fact from holding the* a)i}>oin(ment, and 1 do 
not even su^fpest that 1»^ \\ ill not as creditahlv hold the f>ost, as a 
ineinla'r of the* execMitive sf»r\ice. hut the fac t nnnains tlial the* duties 
I>c*rtainin^ to this ap|suntrnc*nt arc* in no sc*nse of a judicdul c'hantc'- 
ter, hut purely administrative. In the cast* of a rnunsif he will 
not brin^r to li^mr utx^n the office* aiiv |mrticular c*xp<»rienc'c‘ which 
will have* a sjiecial value* in the work of tfiis dc'imrtinc'nt . and Is'Hides, 
as r have said, allhouifh the dc*NijL’'nation of the* off'ue is lliat of Assist- 
ant Secretary in the Judicial I)«*{»artincnt. he is as much an offic’er of 
the Appointment Tie yii^rt merit as of the Judicial iVfmrtrnent . Then, if 
Rai flareiidranath rhaudhuri had rc*ad the whole of inv reply, he* would 
have found that it was not flic* ii<tc‘ution of (fovernmc*nf to dc*f)ar the 
judicial service from the apfiointment- it is o|s»n to tin* judicial Hervic*!* 
as wc*ll as to the* (*xc*cuti\e scr\i(C*, ;ind iii fac t to outsiders ns well. Of 
c'ourse, T am not disenssinj^ tfie cinc*stion of sc*lec*tion - that is not isdore 
the House, all that T sav is that the* judicial servic«* is not dc*ham*d 
from an apfsiiritment of this kind. T also |>ointc*cl out in that very 
reply that in the case of munsifs it would hardly lie an advantafre* either 
to the jrentlemen themselves or to tin* Secueturint. Tt is no irood Imv- 
inff a man as Assistant Sc*cretarv only for a short time*. He has to 
acquire ex|>erienc*e and his usefulness increase's ivith pxjH*rieiice, ancl 
therefore it is desirable, in the case* of an iitqKiintp^'tit of this nature, 
that the incumbent of the oflice sf.onid Ik* able to sfiend a fair and siif»- 
stant'.il portion of his ser\ icK* in tlie Secretariat, ff you take a man 
awky fitim judicial work, say a iiitinsif, whcHw* w)io1c*'tinic is devoted 
to trx'inp: rases, you jnit him in the Secretariat wJiere he has to do 
admin iilnitil'e work pure and simple, not only in Uie Judicial Depart- 
ment but |jlw> in the other dejiartments; he will have nothin^r to do with 
thu trydnif of cases and his knowled^je of the law will seldom he utilimKi 
or revived during? the term of his office. Supi^Kisiiiljft h#» 'Wneff 4, 6 or 
7 years in the «Secretariat, will it be a irain to the judicuN^oervioe w]iaii 
he "Veverts to that ifrvice? To take awav a roan from judiciaf 
work and to put him oi altofrether different work and then to send 
bim back to the judicial work will not be doing a good senrice to the 
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judicial service or to the individua]; on the other hand, it will hi* doing 
Ixith a very [KK)r aerviee indeed. Ho far as the officer himself is con- 
cerned, he cannot he expected to slay very long in the Secretariat. 
The SiilMirdinale Jiidgen go up to Its. 1,200 hv incremental promotion, 
and therefr^re it would not ht* w'<»rth while for any nriiiMif to stay 
ill (he Seiretarfat for any length of time where he cannot ex|iect to 
get more than 1 {h. (MM) to 800. So the result will t>e that after some 
time the munsif will have to go hack as a Suh-.Tudge, and as such he 
will la* vested with unlimited jurisdiction to tr\’ all kinds of cases. 
\Vould that lie eighty I myself was at first very mu<*h inclined to* 
ap|S)inl a munsif, hut taking all these matters into consideration, I came 
to the conclusion that it would Is* better b) tkke a man from the 
executive service. 

It has heeii again said that this is a gn^ve injustire to the judicial 
service. How can there Im* an\ injiistne t(» tlie jiidicial servicey If 
(lie mover knew (he pieseat loiolitioiiH (»f the judii ial s(*rvice he would 
have known that there are consideiahle prospects in the Hi*rvice itself 
and I do not see how' hy not apiMiinting a man ifrom tlf^it service to the 
Sei relariat it wouhl he doing harm to the Service. I therefore l annol 
accept the resolution. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: The reply that has Isen 
given hy the llon’hle Memlwr in charge is not at all convincing. 11c 
says (hat the Assistant Sei-retary of the .ludicial Department has got 
to work in the (leneral I)i‘j>artmeiit - well, (hat may Is* the case hut he 
has got to iHoform the “ routine work of the .ludimal Se< retary also. 
And even if wliat the llon'hle Mi'iiiImu’ says (hat the post of the Ass>«« 
ant Secretary of (la* Judirial l)epartim*nt i-s a mismmier am] if th»‘ 
.Xusistunt Secretary has got to woik in the tteneral Depiiriment also, 
is tliat an answer wh\ a well-qualified munsif lannot 1 h* appdrited to 
the |Mis( y The llon'hle .Mi’IiiIhm has naid that la* does luit mean that 
the menilH rs of the judicial serviie are unfit, hut what else the refusal 
fo throw’ oi»en even om* su»li |KKt (<» them lan mean except a denial 
of their cajHicity and fitness, I fail to understand y 

Th« DEPUTY-PRESIDENT: The qmsti.m is not that mmie of the 
Assistant Secretarie.s should Is* recruited from the judii’ial service, hut 
\our n*s<dution wants that the .\ssistant Secretary, dudieial DejKirt- 
ment should Is* rtsiruited from the imlii ial seixice. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: My imini refer 

to. the fact only as an argument to strengthen my case, ^{ffien the 
llon’hle Memln'r 1ms .said that it will not W worth while to Bppotglj^ 
man fron the judielal service liecause in time he will have to revert t<^ 
hia original Jine and the administiation of iuuiik'ei may suffer \n his 
hand, ^ 

Now such an answer is either pointless or can he given probably 
because nobotly cares nowadays for the purity of the adminiatmtion 
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of criminal ju.sticc. For if administration of rivil ju'ttice can suflP»»r at 
the hands of a memlicr of a judicial scrvio<» la*cauw of bis work in the 
Secretariat for a certain |»erio<l then the administration of criminal 
justice may likewise suffer in the IuuhU of a IVjnity Majjistrate who 
after his \eork in the Secretariat reverts to liis original line. 

, The non’hle^Meml>er has fnrthei ohst«rve<l that it is not tlie inten- 
tion to debar the memlxos tlie jiidnaai .ser\i(<* from ap)>ointment to

The reasons that have proiiipted me to bring this resolution fur your

Taking the former into consideration, I shall base my argument on 
the published repfirt on Hospitals in by the late Surgeon -General 
F. O’Kinealy. You will find that amongst a total |>opulaiion of 
46,6f»?f,I77 only 5,056 hospital beds were provided for or one bed in a 
popuk^tion of 9,187. If we exclude Calcutta, which is somewhat more 
fortunate, we find only one bed in a jwpulation of 16,177. I shall quote 
the Surgeon -General who says. " all our hospitals are more or less over- 
crowded. The Surgical side of the ('ampfiell Hospital has been badly 
congested in recent years and extra accommodation was urgently need- 
ed." * 
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The financial diifieulties of the (loveniment at present will not allu^ 
us to entertain the idea of meeting the deinuiui for an increase in tli 
iiuinl>er of beds. But if we increase the nuinbei ot stniT hv taking th< 
help of honarary surgeons and jdiysicians in these overcrowdtMl hospitab 
will be able to det reuse the time of average stay of the (mtiente n 
the hospitals by *adequate and prompt att<*iitu>n to them. 

You will find from the same rejxut that in (’alcutta then* were 2^ 
it»t‘di<al institutions where 4S‘J.ll(l |>Htient> were tnnitetl and o\ thes^ 
41,824 were in*d(K)r patients and 440,28tl were out-door jnitieiith. (t 
these 23^hospilals, onh* the following hospitaK [>rovidi‘ toon* than oio 
hundred beds : —

He must l>e a bedd man 
who will say that no patient is neglectecf in this hospital, the liest 
managed of them all in Bengal, ('orning Ui the surgical si^e what do 
we find?* The daily avemge numlier of patients in this side was over 142 
and there are only two visiting surgeons to bwik their welfare, to give 
clinical lectures to the students and also to fierforni important surgical 
operations which even in their expert hands take*at least one hour a day

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hur^eoiiM and jihyai^ianH. It ia iin[K)H.Hible to deny Uie force of these 
ai^umentn, and J arcept them uh Aotind and convincing. 

In England the great ho^pitabs are worked to a conBiderable extent 
by honorary Hurgeoiih and phyHicians. They deem it a^matter of pride 
and pleiiNure to be a^fwa iated with thene institutions for the amelioration 
of human Hufferings and the saving of human livest I am sure the day 
will rome^ it may U* near or distant, I hope it is near — the day will 
(•(iiiie when the mediral profession in Jtengul will be inspired by siinilai 
feelings and when they will deem it their highest duty to lend their un» 
jHiid services for the gocnl <»f their fellow countrymen. My hon’ble 
friend is inspired b\ the highest motives, aad that l»eing*H(», it is the 
bounden duly of (to\ernnieut ft) appKuo h this resolution in a sympa- 
thetic spirit. 

d’lie lesolution divide.s itself into tw«> pints. In the first place theie 
IS the (jueslion of principle ami then theie are u numl>er of details. So 
tai as the principle <d employing Indian medi« al pmr tiiionei s as h«»uor- 
ary suigeons and plivsiciann is comeinerl, I unhesitatingly aficjit it on 
behalf of ( io\ et nment.

'I'heie is a rliffereiice id opinion as to the measure of success whir li 
lias attended the ex]M*iiineiit , but assuming foi aigument’s sake that the 
expel inicnt bas not been as great a sui ce>s as mij^ht ba\e been anticipated 
or liopetl for, we are not to be dauntiul I am sjieaking on f>eha!f of 
( Joveriiment b\ aig-uments which point to tailiues. It is thrmigli 
failuies that suciess is ai’hievi'd If tlic ex|H‘rnnent , in its initial stages, 
lias iHit been as promising of success as rnig'hi have been antn ipaied. that 
will not detei us from continuing it when in other lonntries, it has Immoi 
prodm tive of an abundant harvest of giMol Even therefore, accepting 
the woist possilde \iew’, (tovernincnt !•* preparerl to larry it on. amf 
liarsevere to tlie end Therefore the tir^t piojiosifion whic h I desire to lay 
down is that we accejU the principle. 

My friend, however, enters into a iiumla*r of dc‘lails. All of them 
I cannot accept. Ohvii>usly they cannot be considered by the legisla- 
tive ('oumil UH a w'hole, uml it seems to me that we ha\e a handy instru- 
ment ready at our disposal which might Im* utili.sed and effectively utilis- 
ed for this purpose. We hme got the Standing ('ommittee on Public 
Health.

the |•rovince and frame laws for the puipo'-e ’ 

d’his rej^olution amis at meeting the crying need and pnme necessity 
(d liengal for the supply of good drinking y\utei and also, at lieljung, a^ 
fill as posf,ihlc*, the iirigation cd land*. It is a tiuisin to say that our 
prDviiiee uhounchs in tanks, jmhiiIs. wells and other w atei -c oui m*s, etc., 
and tliat some of them, ac'eording' to ihei? sizes, are c alled s(i>jiir>. 
et-e. In the mujoiity cd c a>es, these tanks arc* the gitts cd geiieious 
Eumindars and other well-to-do peojde, yvlio, accoiding to (he custom of 
yore, when c liarituhle institutions, such us ilharanisulns, tanks, etc., used 
to Iw considered A pait cd lehgioiis acts and therefoie meritorious, were 
iictuated l»y sucdi I'eligious impuis<*s atoi made extensive c harities in the 
form of Umks, wc*lls, etc*,, foi the supply cd good and pure drinking water 
to the ItH’ality and to the p«>ple in general. Most cd these tanks ar« as ‘ 
old as the hills and they furnish a land-mark, an ehxpient testimony of 
the religious instinc t and clispci.sitic)n of the people cd liengal in the jmst, 
which was commonly shared hy (lie Hindus and Muhammadaiis alike, 
us we still cun find many tanks and wells to exist to this day, wiimh are 
the gifts of the M uhaiimiadaii rulers c)f liengal. The donors of the.se 
tanks and wells have, in (he past, con .sec *ni ted them to the most sacred 
('uuse of humanity hy uiaking them the source of water-supply to the 
puhlic. But in these* days, most of the old tanks aud wells, for the de- 
plorahle lack cd the spirit of conscBrxation among the people, liave, in 
many places, dwiadled and deteriorated and, having been choked up with j 
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rank growth of vegetation and trees, have heoonie quite insanitary and 
.the formidable foci of malarial fevers to the inhabitants, they Wing 
breeding-grounds of the anopheles. Onre these tankf^~-in the days gone 
by— were themselves very pirturesipie and delightful to hnA at-^full of 
blue rryftal and limpid waters with the blue vault reflerting and with 
, swans and din ks playing on their bosom and their banks e('hi>ed and re* 
echoed with tfie playful mirth of the village children whn usctl to gather 
there. In those days e\er\ tank, pond, lago(»n, well. ii\er and cieek 
was filled with liealthy and life-g^i\ ing water and they never <lried up: 
they also distributed health and plent\ t»j the people ami lemlenul the 
country flowing in milk and honey and eontentment. Put alas! those 
ivftppv days have gone b\ . To whatevei ( ause or causes it mai W attri- 
buted, the rivers, creeks, tanks and wells have, to the utter misfortune 
of the country, silted^nd ilried up Icaxing Bengal absolutely waterless 
and the people, in <(»nse<|uence. are confronted with the dreadful scarci- 
ty of drinking water N»»w, it has become one of the giavest and serious 
problems which it is not eas\ to giapple wjth. If. however, these rivers, 
tanks, ( leaits, and«w ells. eti- . be recbiimecl, dei'pened and re-ext avated, 
then, and then <*nlv. the problem of drinking watiu in nnul areas may, 
t<i arr nppie( raldc extent, be remoNcd an<l at the same time the < auses <»f 
malaria somew hat < lieckerl thougli not altogether banisiied. 

• 

I'hese tank's and waterwaNs when retlairiHMl and r e-exca\ ateil will 
help to facilitate irrigation of lamls m nihr areas, where rt |s sobdv de- 
[xuided uj>on lor their crops. But I ha\»‘ been abb‘ tr> gatlier from my 
tour in the interior of the nihr areas, I have personally seen in places 
many tanks which ha«l silted up loan extent to ha\e l»een loiiveitetl into 
arable lands for growing rrops b\ tlie \illage people, thus making it 
irnposHible for the.se tanks to be ie-e\ca\ated and to be used fot di inking 
and irrigation jmrpo.ses. If such em rrmi h merit u[>on the pmspet t of 
providing watei -Mipplx b\ ie>e\( a\ at ing thos<* tanks |s allow ed ron- 
tinue, tlie existing soui'ces of water -suppl> to such villages will glow less 
ami less and will at lust altogether disappear entailing hea\ lei expendi 
ture lor (he exca\ntion of new Utnks. I’his as|H*< t (»f tlie questnui, will, 
1 ito|>c, foi<il)l\ up)M‘al to the hon'hlc inemlM’rs. 

For these rhasoris, Sir, I beg tf» fiio\e that a lommittee Im' npp<»inted 
at an early date to inv»*stigute and report on the wa\s and means trj pre- 
fierve these tanks first and then, if possible, other waterways too (V»n- 
sidering the importance of the subje<t, the resrdution will, 1 hope, emn- 
mewi itself to the accoptuine of the House, 

Babu TANKANATH CHAUDHimi: The pi.ddem of watei.siippii 
outside the ntv in the inufussal is a vers acute on 4 * ; in iiiiinv pla<*<*s 
jreoplc McaneU find gcsal drinking water for themselves, far less for 
their cattle. 1 here are muiiv obi tanks in inanv plares, and |t is in the 
fitneas of time that thr* hon’ble mover has aAted that wnne arrangement 
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ttbouid f>« made for prenerviug tliea© tanks. He has said that a (X)ni- 
mittee should U formed, Imt a few minutes back we heard the Hon’ble 
Minister in chaiffe of Sanitation say that the formation of a committee 
IS only a means of shelving mailers indefinitely. If the result of the 
fonnatKOt of such a eommittee be the shelving of such a matter, we do 
not like to have one. Hut the thing is this, that the problem of water- 
suppl\ is v(*ry u( iite, and we should tr\ to improve tl^s water-supply 
of the rural areas as early a.s possible. 

With these few reiiiuiks, 1 supp(»rt this resolution.

Further, it is 
also to the advantage of the district Ixuird that they should be in close 
tom h w ith the Legislative ('oiim il, as their wants, their giievances can 
be brought to th# notice of the Government withbut the least possible 
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deky. This is the bare outline why I have Imnigrht this resolution for 
thtB consideration of this Council, and I may tell you that I am |>erstUiall>a 
convinced of its utility, althoujrh 1 5do mtt deny that there are some 
practital ^itticulties alon^f \\ith it. There are some members in this 
Council who i|re representatives <»f divisions, and in their t ase any 
district board, practically where they reside, will suit my purimse for 
the flatter of this fesedution.

As a mailer ol 
fact, if these m^nbers ige t<» be t.r-ofirio, the\ are t<» be taken out (»f the 
nuinlMUs wlijch are kept by (rovernment for nomination, ami in that ease 
the number of nominations by Covernineiit will deerease. (tovernment 
will luiv(* to iKUniiiate the Ci\ il Surgeon, the Distiiet InsiM'( t«u of .Si hotds 
an^i sometimes thc^ Su|>ai intemlent of Police un<l the SubtliviMonal Othrjer ; 
so that, if the inemla'i's of tfi* Council are to he nominated' by (i()\ern- 
nieiit ai» m(‘ml)ers of th(‘ distru't lM>ard, (ioveriimeiil will ha\e a \erv 
small liiUnkiT of nuunlKUs Ut nominate for the purpose for \shi(h this 
nominatioii ia resei \ (*d. The nomination is intended foi tlie pttri»ose of 
presemiig llu‘ halame lM*tween the two sides. It is often found^neres- 
eary to nominal^ some Hindu tuanilnTs in order to give the Himltis a 
VX)ice on the distin t l)oard; so regards Muhammaduns. I may 

add hai^ that the present syst^ttt'rtf alx*ciing niemlMTs to the district 
board and local InkitiI is somewhat defec tive. The minorities have no 
chance het aii.se etMdi memlnT is given one vote t(» Iw given to each can- 
didate and if a jmrticular community hapj^ns to 1 m* in the majofity, they 
will mon<)|M>lise all the seats and the minority cannot g«U any seats; so 
to preserve the balance a certain rimiilM»r of seats are rew*rv<iMl by (gov- 
ernment for nomination. The effect of this will Im* minimised if the 
member# of C'ouncil are mrnle ejc-of^cm n^embers of the district l»o%rd 
Of course, if the membc‘rs desire to s<*rve as memlM*ra of the district 
board they oou offer themmdves as <‘andtda!es for election. In the ease 
of district Jxiard memWrs, as iiiv learned friend has sa^d, if they are 
unwilling to undergo the difficulties and trouble and exfieniw* of election 
and other things, they may be returned as memWrs of (he distric t l>oard 
by the local board. If the country appreciates their servicea, and they

Maulvi EMADUDDIH AHMED: 1 also rise to oppose this resolu* 
lion, because you will find if this re>olntioii is aeceji^ed, one day mem* 
hers of the I^^gislative Assembly will also want to be nominated a# 
^members of the district board, and so aLso jnembers of the Council of 
State. Wh[|t is the principle uudc'riyiiig this election of the members 
of the district Isiard!'" Some time ago the iioniinalion was half and half, 
and it is an iwlinitted fact and it ha.s been acknowledged iio{T that the 
|H?oplo ought to go through cdeciioii, ani^ if the\ w ill accept this priwdple, 
yotl aie going against the very principle of ebn lioii. There are the 
pojnilar ministers and members, the leaders^of our country, and if they 
care to gti to the distnet boanK, of <*oiirs(‘ they will Ih' aide to go easil;^ 
fhr(;ugh the election which will bring tliem into closer touch with (he 
pcMipb*.

T took a count outside 
this Hall, in the lohhy, so mueh so in one particular diNlriet both the 
chairman* and tje vice-^hnirnian are here; in others there are two or 
three who are meniliers of the same district hfmrd#* The (’liairman of the 
District Board of BurdMun, Raja Maniloll Sin^rh Roy, i^ here; (lie 
rhairman of the District Board of Bankura. Rui Ahinnsh riiandm 
Banerjee Bahadur, is here, and f think Dr. A. Suhrawardy is Thairraan 
af the Midnanore district ho.ird ; then mv friend Raja R(*she<' Tase haw 
is rhairman of the District Board of the 24-Parjranas ; tlien* are also 
other dfWfl*ict hoard inernhers here. The Maharaja of Nadia is Phair- 
mnii of the District Bnard of Nadia; Khan Bahadur .Vfauhi Wasiinuddin 
Ahmed is ('huirrffan of the District Board of Pahna. So that T find tliat 
prai'ticalh twr^thiriU of hiv frieiule are from the di^trir'l Isiards; they 
ire hound to Im' so; if you send representatives to the Pouneil, fhev are 
hound to he (he chairmen and vice-chairmen of the district hoards; (hey 
are the leaders in the district and every munieipal town. So T do hot 
exactly find that there are very strontr reasons to oppose this resolution. 
T have verv preat pleasure in supporfinjr this, and T think it is a move in 
the right direction. 

BalHi HfTYA DHON MUKHERdEE: I nV to support ibis motion. 
Of^all ^enions, two mufasaal chairmen of the district hoards have 
thought fit to oppose this motion. ]*erhaps fhev are afraid that in 
future their seats might lie contested hv other menilM*rs of this T^igis- 
lative Council, hut T do not think such an occasion will ever arise. 
The motion has heen oppose<l on two grounds: one that there will be 
difficulty if the motion is accepted, because there are memls*rs who 
have been elected from more tban ons^district ; (hat ’S a matter of detail 
which mnv be considered hv the Tx»oal Self-OovernTnent Standing 
Committee. As to the other question, the quei#ion of nomination, 
this also is a matter of detail whfrb roav be confidered bv the Tiocal 
SelLOovemment Standing Committee. There is absolnfelr no reason 
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why this inotiou should be r^ected. The two gentlemen who thought 

to o|)fK>se this motion, could not put forward any practical grounds 
for their opfHw*ition.

The constitution (»i the district bosuK and local ® boards is 
liused upon the pToVKioiis of wn tions 7 and Id of the Ibuigul lirKfif Self- 
(fovcrniiieiit Act of !8Kr), (huicrally speaking, two-thirds of the memliers 
of the (listrK't hoaids are elected hv the docai boards and one-third 
nominated by the Commissioner of the Division in which that 
district hoaid is nitiiuted. Thus, for instance, the district Iniard of 
the ID-Paigaiuis r^onsisU of 'tit memlM*rs of which are elected by 
the several l(K al hoards, anyl 10 are nominated TnenilH*Vs. To carry on 
the work nl the <listrict lioard, the numl)t*r oi nH‘mlM*rs comjxislng 
the hoai*f] me ijuite tuiouiirh for the purjiose, and no useful pur]X)8e 
would he serve<I hy adding to the luiiiiher. es^ there is no neiessity 
foi such addition, lint supjiosing that the resoltfiion Ih* ac'cepted, 
then difficulty would arise m <'»»iidmting tin* wmk of the Ismrd as the 
IHTir»ds of existence of the (hstiiet honnis and tin* la'gi.slati^e Council 
do not terminate at the same time. Much inconvenicnc(* W(»iild 1 m‘ fell 
hy the (lisfrK'f byaids in tloing workiluiing tin* peinxl of general ele< (ion 
of the Legislative (Jouneil, which cannot Iw les.; than six months |ift('r 
the (listdmrgt* of the old C(»uiH‘il, as tlie rjr-offtrm meuiliers of the di-^tfict 
board would innessanly <*ensc to exist kt the interiip. It would lx* 
ttu.misy thing for memlHU's of the Leghiintive Council, w illing to serve 
ns er-ofiino members of the distrnt hoards, to get themselves elec1<‘d 
in the local hoards «»f the snUliMsions m w'hich they reside under 
section M of the Act. and tims get themseKes leturned to the district 
hoards as repiescntati\es i*f their res|X‘ctive local hoards— this would 
save much imonvtmieiice to the district Ixnnis dunnir the jx^riod of 
Council election.

ment - 

The HoM’ble Sir 8URENDRA NATH SANERJEA: No. it is not 

half; twiMhirds are electee!. 

4lalNI KISHOlil MOHAN CHAUDHURI: If a iHember wants „to 
join the district board, he must seek election first in the local board, and 
with the support of the local board lueinJiers, if he is butuuate enoujrh, 
he can ^fo to the district IxKtrd, or he can be nominated by the District 
Ma^fistrate. This is a dithiulty at the prcsejit moinent. T am really 
sorry tiiai seveml chairj^ien of district laairds have opjiosed this motion. 

I do^)t know if there is a lurking suspicitui in their iniiul, and it may l>e 
they do not like to be disturbed in their position there may be other 
comfietitors, but wbateveint may be, 1 think the ehn-ted members of the 
(’ouncil, the representatives of the people, would be a ver\ valuable asset 
to the distii('t boartl. I’hey would be tin* link between the provincitthiuid 
district administrations. As in tbe(\ilcutta Muinci|Kilit) , it may be that 
some of the mernbers ntil\ not like to^i» thioU|ifh the ^’ene^al const itimiicy, 
and therefore, iiiNlcad of H«M inin|' by electhm the presence of some c<»in- 
petent pers(»ns, arran^^enient s ha\e been made that some jnembeis should 
be (*!«•( Ie«l by Uie ele< ted members of the ( ’orporation. So here, 1 think, 
if*this prim i|de < oh( e«led, it will b# ver\ valuablr service done to the 
distri<i b(»ard ; the district board will be b^oiefited by the advice ami 
presence' of the t epr esental iv»'s of the people* If they can represent 
their cimst jtiiem les in tlo' Legislative ('onm il, I do m»( understand why 
the\ should mil be considered ('oni[>efeiit to |irc» to the* district board.

I think this is a very «’cmm 1 snj/jifes- 
tion, ami I have to thank the members fur brinj^in^r forwai'd this pr<»- 
posal. I have e\erv h(»pe ami cemfidence in our Hon'ble Minister in 
char^re of this department, and I uiu sure be will see his way to ftrant 
this ccfficession, in whatever wa> be thinks juoper, c ither by acceptinff 
the resolution or amending- (he fmiriicular sectiem or in any oth«*r way.

Mauivi RAFI UDDIN AHMED: T to support the resolution. 
The meinWrs of this (’oiin< i! J#e the yhosen representative's of (he people. 
Why should the distric t becards h^ve objection to accept these noui into 
"iybeir confidence?' Besides, these members will know the district t>etter 
and will have better chances to represent the people here. Tnder the con- 
•titution, half the district board meinliers are elecfecUb^^ thff Imal b<»ard 
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ujembers who again are elected by the people — one-fourth are Govern- 
‘‘meiit HcrvanU and one-fourth are nominated by the district board. As 
regards the (iovernment nominations, the Subdirisional Officer, the Civil 
Burgeon and the Inspector of Schools are nominated on the board and 
the district l>oard has only power to nominate one-fourth. Why should 
the district board object to take these representative^ into the board un- 
less it offends the susceptibilities of the chairman ? I see no reason for 
opposition and I think that is the reason which has actuated the Chair- 
men of three district boards here to oppose this resolution. So 1 
support it. 

Rni dOGENDRA CHUNDER GttOSE Bnhuiliifi I have very good 
reason to sympathise with those gentlemen who are not members of (he 
liM ul governing bodies of their constituencies ; but 1 am afraid, that thi.s 
resolution, if passed by us, will be an uddilional reproach on us that we 
seek out self-interests here ((Vies of; • No, no I was a rnembiu 
el^tjied by the di.striet IsKirds of the Tresidem y Division, but 1 was not 
a member of any distriet board and I did not think it right that I should 
seek nomination or even election there. I should say that it is right 
that those gentlemen who are out of their district hoards or other lm*al 
governing Inxlies should Ik? nominated by the Government, hut I should 
leave it to the Goveriiiiient authorities to do what is pniper and 1 should 
not force them to do anyUiing out of our selfish interests 

Babu TANKANATN CHAGOHURI: I rise to support this resolu- 
«»un (•’ Hear, hear ”). I <lid not think that there could l>e nu\ diffi- 
culty on the [lurt of a menilier of this Council to do the work of the 
Tiistrict board. A man cim very well (h> both the works; he can W a 
meiiik*! Ot the Council us wvil as a niemlier of thf‘ district boaid. At 
first I luul no mind U» sjKnik on the rcWution, but when I found that 
three veteran chuirmen of the district boards one after anogier opijos- 
ing tliis resolution and when 1 found that some gtuillenian remarked that 
the chairmen of district lioards are afraid of losing their powers and 
thendore the\ are opiKwing it, 1 thought it pro|»er Uiat I should spt^ak 
wmiethiug ov this resolution I do not think thut if a memU'r of the 
Council is nominated ex-offiew memkr of the district board, be would 
take away the jiopulanty of the chairman or rather of iirysjwivive 
chairman of the distriet Iniard. It may be said almut myself that 1 
have not l>een long enough a cliainnan to drink deep the cup of power, 
but 1 would put forwanl one argument in favour of this resolution which 
I did nut find any of the members putting forward* before. • We would 
like to see more jKjpulur representatives on the district boards than we 
have got now. At present we have got- two- thirds of the total number 
of memliei s electe<l by the local boards ; and if we can send in more 
elected members through the channel of nomination, it would add to the 
number «*f elected members on the district boards. Qenerally, on every 
district b^ard, w have got some 24 to members o# whom 16 to 20 are 
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fleeted. Now, if you can send in 2 or 3 members who are eiecM 
representatives of the people, we will have a lar^r number of elected 
element* on the district boards. For these reasons, 1 supjiort the 
resolution. 

KUMAR tHlB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: 1 hud no desire U) take 
pdkt in the debate, first, because, as Khan Bahadur Kinaduddin has said, 
that if the members of this Council were really so niinded, they could very 
easily fjet into the district bmrds, and secondly, because lhi»se inenibc^rs 
of the Council who had seriously taken to the (\mncil work would not bo 
able to devote much time to the district boards. The attitude, however, 
of some^f the membt?is who are Chairmen of district boards, is really 
sur^tisinfr- Really, they should have lieen the first peojde to welcome 
the idea, but I find and I regrot to find that ft is they who are the only 
members of the Council t3 rai.se their voice in opposition to this pro- 
posal. Now that I have heaixi them^the real motive hehirid their opposi- 
tion appears to me in all its nudity. Their oppijsition on the ground of 
numerical or nomination ditficiiliies is absolutely an eye-wash- What 
their real objethiou to fiiiake us their assiM'iates, is, as has been pointed out 
by our friend Babu Kishori Mohan Chatldhuri that they see in us very 
formidable rivals to their rather safe position as Chairmen. The advant- 
ages of Dr. Moitra’,*» proposals are numerous and I need not recount them 
here; the chief of which undoubtedly is the close assoeijilion (»f the 
members of this Council in the adm ini stratum of the local self-govern- 
ment.s of their resj>e<’tive districts unef this, undoubtedly, i.s very desir- 
able from the point of view of district boards, l)Ut this is not thought 
desirable by llie Chairmen of ilistrict boards whf> are here! 

The Hon*ble 8ir 8UREN0RA NATH BANERdEA : 1 am very sorry 
that an element of personal refieefion should have been intnaluced into 
this debate, and aspersions should have l>een made iij>on the (^hairmen >»f 
district boards who had ventureil to speak out their minds and to express 
frankly and courageoiisly their opinions with regard to this motion. I 
have especially in view the unworthy, the unjust and the unrmuited 
reflections that have Imhmi cast upon my est<M*metl friend, Raja Ib'sW 
Ca*-'.* liuw. It has lM*eri suggested — I sfieak with a senst* of indignation, 
K»caiise I know* ih^ facts— that Raja ReslNH* (^»S8* I^aw, among oth<*rs, is 
•pf>o!g*d to this motion. Ix^cause he is afraid that if MemlsTs of this 
Council were to get into the district Isiards, his place would he jeojxird- 
isihI. and the plai-es of other Chairmen of district boards would lie im- 
perillerl. So far us Raja Reshe<* Case Law is concerned, T soy this, with 
the utnf8st emphasis and in justice to him ami as an answer to the 
unmerited aspersions that have been cast upon him, that he is anxious to 
be relieved of the responsibilities of Chairman of the District Hoard of 
the 24-PargBnas (“ Hear, hear **). He has seen me again and again— 
I think he saw me only ^day Wfore yesterday and he begged of me to 
do what I could in order that he might lie earlf reiieve<} of his present 
^office as Chairman of the District Boftfd of the 24*Pargallai. 1 thtnlt 
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Bahu Kiwhori Mohan Chaudhuri owea it to himself, as a matter of fair- 
neys. that he should withdraw the remarks that he has unjustly made 
about the clmirmen of district boards.

Council recommends to the Government that the cadastral survey and 
settlement operations be postjwned «o long as llic financial couditiouH of 
the province do not improve.*’ 

I think everyone of us m this Council, either olHciid or non>ofliciaU 
must admit that the present financial condition > of the proving an* as 
bad as they could ever be and that therefore additional taxations are going 
to be imjxised on the ptior f »‘o pie. I am always opj>os(‘d to (axatioTi and 
unnecessary exiienditui-e, and the cadastral sntvey and settlement 
operations, which are nftw going on in some districts, are not so nw'ful 
that (?overnment are not in a position to avoid them. T submit that it will 
Ih* wise for tlic (iovernmeiit not to burden the i>«*oplc with fresh taxation 
ut the present moment as tiiis will give a handle to the non-co-o|H»rators 
who go about and preach that by the present adnunnstiution. the iH'oplij 
are going to be fKKirer and ptnuer, and so I tlunk (loNcrnnicni should 
at least thesfe ^)perations unti! the financial conditions improve. 

It might tie said that a large number of ofhc*»ri^ have already Ihhmi 
ap[M)inted and that if tin* operations are now jio-iponed they would bo 
thrown out. I submit that Government should have thought of the jHKir 
tax-payers prior to il*e conseleration of its servant s and so I ap|>oal to 
tlie Government and to the Council U) accept my resolution and to give 
eft’ei t to it. 

Raja RE8HEE CASE LAW: T here can la* no doubt that the object 
with which this resedutiun has beeut moved is a laudable one. lis the caelas- 
ti.il survey an<l settlement oiH*rations entail a good tleul of exfMUiditure 
u]H)n the landlords, tenants and the Governineni, and all of them f(H*l a 
severe strain itfion their purst!H on a<'count of the pre.sent economic and 
financial conditions of the province. Hut the remeily [irojsised by tlie 
resolution will lie i%orse than the dimise, if it lx» given effect Ui its full 
extent. I>ots of money have already lH*en exi>t*nded by all the {mrties 
concerned during the progress of the survey and settlement o{N*raiions, 
not to speak of the trouUe which they have undergone in their ulUnnpt 
to prove their right^ title and iiitf^rest. If the oiierations therefore be 
[loetjioged indefiuiUdy, us there it no certainty when the conditiotn of Uie 
province will im[)rove, then all the troubles and all the eXfKUiditure tliat 
have already l>een incurred will go for nothing, and when the o|n*rations 
will he resumed, the setlleia€‘nt oflicors will h.ive to tre^ad the same 
ground ofer again from the very beginning, as in the meantime there 
would be considerable change in the rights and ownerships of the lands by 
inheritance and transfers by sale, gift, mortgage, eU:. Hence there 
would be a severe loes both to the landlords and tenanta, and the labours 
of the previous settlement ofiBcers will be of no practical use. Under the 
circumstances, it would be better if the resolution^ accepted in a nuKii- 
^ form, and that is, not to commence cadastral survey and aetilement 
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oiteratioriH where they have not alreaJy beg^n, but only aanctioned, till 
**lhe financial conditionn of the [M*ovince improve, but where the operations 
have already commenced, they should not be kept in abeyance. I 
should therefore supjMirt the resolution if it be accepted in this modified 
fonn. 

Tht Hon’bla Mr. J. H. KERR; In the ibsence, through a re^t- 
table accident, of the floirble the Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of 
Burdwun, it has fallen to rue to deal with this resolution. I have , 
|HThai>s some (jualifications for disi ussin^ this matter Irecause I si>ent 
seven \«*arH of my life in the Settlement Departmeiit and I can thoroug’hly 
appreciate what tha effect would be if effect we^e ;4 veii to this resdiiition. 
Th(» (’ouricil lust March, bv a majoriiv passed after a lengthy 

discussion a motion which indicated that in ftieii (tpinion the programme 
of the prejmration of the record -of-nghts in Bengal should be carried out 
ns <|uickl\ as isissible and should not be stoi>fH*d SiiK^e then we have 
had our financial disapiHuntments, and oue of the things that 1 most regiet 
about the financial stringency is that it comisdled me to pro|K)He to 
(lovernment that the {irogranime of the St*ttlement l)e|mrtinent should be 
cut down by half. I made that pri»iM>saJ aft(‘r disc ussing the situation 
in great detail with thtj,J)i rector (if Band Becoids, and we came to the 
ctuiclusion that wliile it was leasible to curtail the o|H‘rations to that 
extent, it W'ould la* absolutely im|N)ssible to st^ip them altogether with the 
hope of resuming them when financial ronditions improMMl. d lie effect of 
stnpmng the ojH^rations tejujaiiariB' would )ndee<l fie serious. It 
Would mean that we should have to discharge tlx* whole ot our skilled 
survey staff, thus involving us in very considerable liabilities for 
eonijsMisatory ptMisions, because these men lM*iiig highly skilled draw' 
fairly high rati's of pay. Apuit from the >ii'\^y staff, we hav«* the 
settliMiient stuff, mostly teiiijMttarN men it is true and not entitle<l to 
jM-nsions, but I siibm t int'tb*d to seme <'onsidt i ution at the hands of 
this (h)unei]. d'he numlwT of kamingoes at present employed in the 
Settlement Department is 2Sb and tlie mimlxT of < lerks ami peshkars 
l.StKt and th«* numlH'‘r of amins about Now. it would lie a 

serious matter io turn thes^* traine<l men out iiiU> the — serious 

not only for the men themstdves but also for the Settlement Department 
ami for the Government lH*eause it would take a long time if after an 
interval of a few years the settlement ofierations were refiumed, to collet't 
u staft of that kind again ami to train them. It would take a very long 
time before the staff could Im» as ettit'ient in its work ns the {^resent staff' 
is. So I say that it would be falm* economy to stop the settlement ojier-a- 
tions from the i>oint of view of Government and it would be verv unfor- 
tunate from the jx>int <»f view of those men whom we have trained and 
given employment to with every reason to suppoae that they would ret'eive 
similar employment for many years to c6me. It would be a great hard- 
ship on these met to turn them out. , 
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Then airain the effect of stoppinfjf the neitlement ofHM'alionR on the 
geheral administration would be serioUvS. Those who are servinpr on^ 
the Committee apjKunted t(» ct>iisider the amendinent of the Benpul Ten- 
ancy Act Will, I am sure, suppiut me wlieu I min that all ouj m<»st 
valuable information comes fiom the settlement (>ftie»‘rs.

I move I his resohiHon W'cause one year and more have elapsed since 
this Canned was constitutnl and we (uiue fa here with hijfh hopes of 
j)rt>^ress and amelioration of the conditiems of the people of this country. 

If there were no such hojx*s, I for f»ne would never have thouprht of 
e<»minff here. Jlut during? tl'c last year I find that nothing has yet l>een 
done, and 1 do not know* whether during our tf^^mre of office here any- 
thinif prood will ac:crue to this country. We have pivssed resolutions 
after resolutions hut nothing has yet h(*en d«*ne. It is in our power 
only to |)asH jesolutions, hut it is for the exo'^utive to ^Hve effect to 
them.

T iheref(>re move this resolution that a committee he appointed 
to consider tlie whole matter and to devise ways and means, but if I find 
that oiir Minist4T has taken ample* measures or is poinjj to take ample 
measures I shall he satiMfied Hut a.s I am not \et satisfied that be has 
done anythirij? 1 move this resolution. 

TKb Sir BUREHDRA NATH BANERJEA: I think I had 

hatter reply now for the simple reason that an explanation from me wu'II 
probably satisfy my friend, and possibly he will not press his resolution. 
Mv friend wants to know what has l>een done, and he has expies.sed some 
little impatience at the fact that nothing has yet been done, I desire 
to point out that we have been only one year in office and a year is not very 
much in the life time of a Oovernment or Minister, but we have not been 
idle during that year, and 1 think I shall be able, if I am asked, to pre- 
sent to the Houae a record of work which I trust the House ’^ill regard 
ns satisfactory, even in the matter of public health. We are framing 
ctunprehensive schemes of anti-malarial operations for ns many districts 
as we possibly ran. My friend will probably remember that I cireularis- 
ed the district hoards asking them to hold conferences — district eonferen- 
cee — for the purpose of formulating schemes of water-supply and anti- 
malaria] operations, promising at the same time that I wouM he preeent 
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if WMiuired. Well, I had the honour of being present at nine of these 
district board conferences, and I think several district Inwirds have sub- 
netted their schemes, and my Deportment is considernig them. 

The SIfnitary Engineer and the Director of Public Health are con- 
ferring in or(Jer to settle what schemes should be tnkVn it band, and I 
have just made inquiries to-day: they have nearly come to some definite 
contusion. Of course, for financing the schemes a policy of loan will 
be absolutely necessary. Therefore, as soon ns these st hemes are remly, 

I propo.se to lay them lK‘fore the Legi.slative Touncil ajid ask the Otium il 
• to vote the money. It will be necessary to embark upon a loan policy 
and if I get a loan I hope to l>e able to lay the foundati»)n of a lutiad 
and oomjttehensive (ampaign of anti-mnlarial operations. 1 hope my 
frienJr will he satisfied. More than that I cannot say at the jiiesent 
moment. Thus, we aic doing some work and we hope to do more 

With regard to water-.fupfdv. the position i.s very much (he same. 
The di.strict hoards were invited to submit .sehemes of anti-malarial 
operations and also schemes for water-supply and they have d‘uie so in 
several cases, j^t will be seen that we have w(»rked on these fundamental 
considerations affecting the health of the province, because* if we can 
extend an adetiuate supply of pure watin* and grappb* with malaria 
I think we shall have laiel broad and defp the foundatitms tipon whie h 
the public health of province depends.

of the diffii'ulty which has been found in obtaining a Principal with the s{)e(‘ia] train- 
ing and qualiftcationli required, I am now considering whether steps cannot be taken 
t<i expedite matters On the arrival <»f a Priic ipsd, I |)ropo.se, at ter he has had tier 
to get exfierience of the work, to go into the question of the future development and 
expansion of the |nstitute. 

80 I undcrutaiiil that (ifovernment hits decided that something 
should be done. 

The (’alrutta T^niversity'*prot) 00 wf some time ago to appoint a Com- 
mittee to formulate whenies for the arrangement of commercial study 
which it did and Uie report was submilled iji March, 1918. Hut nothing 
has been firacticdlly done. Kecenlly, an ai rang'cnient has been ma<le 
in the I'liivewiily for fKist-grnduate study in commerce. 1 really lail to 
understand why this arrangement was made but not the other one, that 
is ior the atliliation of lertuin institutions up to the H.A. standard. In 
the existing institution though the students are taught up to the I. A. 
standard, no such diploma is granted. It (-an lie taken as u school im- 
fiarting education in comirierce up to the I. A. standard and if it can be 
afiiliuted up to the H.A. standard u real improvement would lie made in 
the way of viM ulioiial education. Nowadays it is admitted on ail hands, 
that vocational education is of absolute necessity, but as a matter of fact 
wa have done nothing so far as this is concerned. 

I referred to the si>ee<‘h of the Hon’ble Mini.ster-in which it is .stateo 
that an attempt was being made to recruit a l^rincipal from Engb.nd ano 
1 may submit that at the time it was urrauged that a qualified Principal 
beginning with a pay of Us. 8 tKl should l>e retiruited. 'I'he ({ualifications 
laid down by the (Government for the l*rincipalship were tha^Jie ahoubi 
lie a graduate of a Hritish University and should have sj»e<*iuliited in 
some that w'ill be useful to him as the head of the only (roverninent 
institution providinj^ coiumen'ial education in an important commen ial 
centre like (Calcutta. " It was stated that ha should, if possible, have hati 
experience of conifhei^ial education in (Great Britain and ha\'e a know- 
ledge of economics or nave bad some actual experience in business. Thus

it.wUl be seen that a knowledge of economics and eiperience in Imsiness 
is specially laid down as being the kind of qualifications that the l*rin< i.* 
pal ahoulA possess. 

That was the arrangement made, but the Secretary ol State coul.l not 
find out any Aian of such qualifications and on such a pay and none lias 
bee* appointed up^to this day. Subsequently Mr. Sen, who i.** now in 
charge of the Commercial Institute, was rccoiimicnded to he ap|HjinU‘tl 
Principal. Now in to-day s KnijJtshnmu I see an ailvert iseiucnt iuvitiiijL; 
applications for the post of the Principal of the (loverninent (%>innier«'ial 
Institute, Calcutta, on I. K. R. pay. For a candidate of non-Indian 
domicile the initial sahy^y w Wl be Ks. 1,(MM) inoie or less according to 
age, Wnd will rise to Ps. l.fiot) or over, including alh>v\ances. If a 
candidate of Indian domicile is appointed the corresjxuuling figure.s 
will be Rs. 850 and Rs. 1,4(K) lespectively. 'I’ho Piincipal will he re- 
quired to lecture on some commercial subject besides controlling the 
Institute. He should have had actual hiisiness experience in addition 
to other general and special qualifications, anil should preferably l>e a 
Fnversity graddhte. Tfte appoint tnent will be uiade by the (lovei nmimt 
of Bengal. Here it will be noticed thirt need not be a T^nVM'sity 
graduate. That is to say what advantage we derive hy appointing any 
man of non-Indian domicile on a hfghet prtV 1 fail to understand. On 
th* other hand, the amount ]irovided for the appointment of such a 
Principal may he utilised and Mr. Sen be appointed for the present to 
1)6 the PrincijHil of the Institution and a third-year class be opened at 
once with the help of two other officers who may be available in India oti 
Rs. 300 to 400 a month each. At present for the evening class in the 
Commercial Institute there are arrangements for teaching (h outline^ 
of political economy, (LM hanking and (‘urrency, (^) annuities and in- 
surance, (4) mercantile law, and 15) accounlancv and auditing. Rut 
there are only two professors at present employed there. Though there 
is a provision for the appointment of thr^e officers for teaching other 
things, at present I think the mercantile law and acc ountanev and audit- 
ing are taught, but for other subjects there is money provided. Tf that 
amount be utilised in the existing institution at once a third-year rlaas 
can be opened for the furtherance of commercial study. At [iresent 
onty sowe clerks are turned out. That is not really the thing we want. 
We want higher training in commerce. The f?aleutta Cni^-ersity Com- 
mission’s recomniendaiion was that at present an institution up to the 
I. A. standard might Im* o|>ened, and subsequently when (he students would 
be coming^p in large numbers higher training < ouId lie imparted up to 
the B.A. standard. As the Calcutta Fniversity had already pr<|vided 
for poet -graduate study in commerce, I !)eliove th% Cniversity Is now 
prepared to recommend any institution if the Oovetnrnent l)e willing to 
provide for necessary funds and in this C 4 ise, as I aafrl, it will not be a 
very costly scheme for Oovernment. For openingea B.A. class I think 
My inch aw<>wDt a* was proposed la«t year for the aj^intwenl of the 

U 
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^ Principal would be quite enough and the whole amount may not be 
neceesary because an increment of Rs. 200 or 300 to Mr. Sen would be 
quite enough to induce him to accept the responsibility of the^Frincipal 
and to other lectures who might be appointed on Rs. 700 to 800. So far 
as the third-year class is concerned, we need not w^ait for long and the 
special arrangement for building a suitable house need not be made at 
present. I believe that there is an amendment prop«^sed by 
Mt, Khnitari* on this subject. I think the Marwari community will be 
very anxious to encourage such an institution, and I hope and trust with ^ 
their co-operation and assistance this can l>e made a success, and Bengal 
might be greatly benefited by the arrangement of vra-ationaKeduration 
for which in Calcutta there is not very sufficient arrangement fOr the 
youtliful generation to earn a deceiit livelihood by taking to commercial 
enterprise. 

For these reasons, T think t]»e prof)osed arrangement will be eonsider- 
ed by Government and the arrangement for appointing another man on a 
higher pay without insisting upon the qualifications for which the 
arrangement was previously made, T mean merely a highly-paid officers’ 
appointment, should not be considered enough and the existing arrange- 
ment might be utilised with the help of the officers suggested at a very 
moderate expendiftire. A third-vear class TTn'ght now be opened and 
that to the existing class examinatimi the curriculum for I. A. examifla- 
tion might be added. That will ))e stiflicient for our present purposes 
and next year further necessary arrangements miglit be made for open- 
ing a fourth-year class and further ar(*ommodation jnight be provided. 
After the recomitjendation by the Calcutta Fniversity, tlie Government 
of India was willing to do something and if the existing institution could 
be recognised then as an institution for ifnpailing education up to the 
I. A. standard the B..\. classes might have heen oyx'ned by this time. 'I'he 
ohject of materialising the institution up to the B.A. standard could be 
accomplished hut un fortunately that has not Wen done. In Dacca, a 
beginning has been made, and I understand a larger numWr of students 
flock there and manv had to come away disappointed for want of accom- 
modation. At Berhampore, I believe, the Maharaja of Kasimbaxar 
opened an institution, but it could not go on for want of sufficient en- 
couragement from Government. I understand now in the CoKinerrial 
Institute about 700 to 800 students are admitted annually. Ever^^ year 
many students come for admission and my information is that a large 
numWr of students is rejected for want of accommodation. The Syden- 
ham College at Bombay is a verv' costly arrangement and it is not possi- 
ble for many to take that advantage. My suggestion is that Govern- 
ment should ref'onsider the appointment of a bigblv-paid officer ns 
Principal and abandon that idea for the present, and Mr. Ben who T 
\inderstand was found comyietent by the members of the existing board 
and who was actually recommended for the Principalship some time ago 
and who has l>een working here for the last 11 years may be appointed 
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to .tke post. He is an M.A. in economics and the institution will he 
benefited by his appointment. While it was a part of the Presidency 
Coll^ abeut 200 students used to get instruction there ; at present alumt 
700 to 800 get their instruction and there is every possibility of <levelop. 
ing this instittiA)n. If Government would be kind enough (o make a 
very •moderate grai^t, the institution might gradually develop. 

With these words, I submit the proposal for the acceptance of the 
House. 

Babu DEVI PR08AD KHAITAN: I am grateful to Ilabu Ki*<luiri 
Mohan Ch^udhuri for hi^ving brought this subject liefore this House. 
Thci amendment that 1 am moving is that the words " atliliutcd to the 
('alcutta University ” l>e inscitcd aftci the word (\>llege ’* and that 
the following words be addeckat the end, viz., “ and that the said Univer- 
hity l>e given option to include the same as a part of its teaching df*parl- 
merit.*' The resolution as amended would read like this: This (\»uri- 

cil recommends to the Government that the Commercial Institute in 
Calcutta be raised to the •status of a Commercial (^dlege affiliated to the 
Calcutta University for higher commen iul study up to coinnimi lal degree 
examinations with urrangements for piactical training by apprentice- 
ship in well-established firn.s rccogni.scd by Government and that the 
said University be giverf option to include the same as a jiart of its teach- 
ing dc'partment 

The condition of our ]»rovnu‘e i.s well known. There is a great deal 
of unemployment. In the recent debate that took place in Parliument 
on the 14th of this month, the Siecretury of State in the louise of the 
delate .‘•aid- - 

India was highly taxed, pru'es Umj were very high and the |H»pulatiui( uas very 
poor. The only cure was the development of the indiistna! and agricultural 
resources of Inilia in order that [leople might Iiecs>me rudivr 

Sir, every word of it is absolutely c^irrcct, excejd thuf tlicue is a 
slight omission there. He* ought to have stated the devidopmcmt of the 
industrial and agricultural r»‘s<>un‘CH of India and the commenc e of the 
country. In order to impiote and develop the commcTce of the country, 
it is desirable that the people of this province* should I>e educated in 
commerce ; and although commercial education is not the* only necessary 
factor for the development of commerce, yet it wmII 1m* recognised that 
it is one of the essential factors. Bombay has already got at least two 
colleges of Commerce — the Sydenham College of fVimrnerce and the 
Institute of^Commerce and it must be known to almost everv' member 
of this House that Iiotb the colleges are progressing very satisfactorilv 
It is rather a matter of disgrace that, although we talk so much of the 
improvement of commerce and the establishment and imparting of com- 
mercial education, we have at present no commercial college whntsceTer. 
As has been stated, the Commercial Institute, tha^ is at present Iwing 
coniJtiftfd in Cnlcnfia, is merely a muimfaoturer of clarka rather than

of ])er#M)n8 who take an indej>eu(lent charge oi‘ commercial houses and 
f can run commercial businesH on their own initiative. This is what is 
desired. There are some schools in this province which w^it to give 
conimercial education in the school carriculum; and although the 
University has adopted a scheme whereby commercial education could 
be imparted at schools, yet the whools cannot do so by reason the 
fact that, after passing the Matrii ulalion examination, there is no 
institution whatsoever to which stndenls can go for advanced study in 
comni(?rce. It is very desirable, Sir. that th(‘ (Commercial Institute 
that is at present run in (,’alcutta by (iovernment, should be raised to * 
the status of a ('ommercial Utillege. Then. Sir, the (jiiesyon comes 
for consideration as to where the cxjmmiscs are to come from? It„’8 well 
known that the Ualiuttn TTiiverHit\ Ims at jiresent framed a scheme for 
commercial education. That scheme satisfactory. But the Ualcutta 
TTniversitv, if it is to run a separate college or a separate department 
by itself for tlie comno'reial education of its students, cannot find the 
neres.sarv funds. Again Government cannot find the nece.ssarv funds 
for running an independent e/immercial I'ollegc Bv jiTnalgamating the 
most imfiortant rommereial teaibing df‘T)artTneiit of the University with 
this rommereial Institute it mav l>e rais(‘d to tlie status of a Uom- 
mercial Uidlege. The amendment that I am moving does not make it 
eompulsorv on the TTniversitv to take it u|). if th.*v cannot do it. What 
I sav fhe Ualcutta Univeisit\ has been doing a g»'od deal in recent veais 
in order to imnnrt commercial education to students, jmd there is no 
reason whv this Institute sliould not be made over to tbe raleutfa Uni- 
versity, if fbev find that by nmaliramatinir their f)\vn teaching depart- 
ment with this Institute thev can run commercial cours<‘ verv well There 
is ariother advantaire in tlie comhination It is well known that it is 
at present difficult to find out teachcis and pTofi*ssors for ('ommercial 
course in this (‘ountrv. For some branches it will he nei'essary to bring 
teachers and professors from outside notwithstanding the fact what thr 
learned mover of the resolution has said that it is not at all nocosarv 
to bring in professors from outside to teach commerrial course. It is 
a lamentable matter no doubt, but it is a fai t that it has «o»t to be 
recognised and that if eomiuerrial education has got to b' imriarfed. 
teachers and profe.ssors on some branches have got to lie brought from 
outside Now if these two me amalgamated tbe result will be that the 
anme set of t>rt>fes.snrs will be able to teach from the first-vear class to 
the post-graduate course and the tmiehers being ’under tbe guidanro of 
the able ]>rofessors brought from outside will be better abb to perform 
their duties bv r«»ason of experience. Moreover, the roroniereial 
College whii’h will come into existence bv such combination ran be run 
on far sounder basis with the minimum of ex|>enditure and with the 
maximum of more sntisfaetorv and gomi results than what thev are at 
present obtnininp the existing rommereial institute, and I hope and 
tni»t that in thw timm when there is so much talk of rnniniercial and

in^ufttrial growth something substuutial should he done to impart sound 
education at least to some of our students who are very anxious to reoeivc^* 
such education. 

The question of unemployment cannot Im* solVed by simply creatinj? 
clerks and by creating posts in (fovernment and municipalities. There 
w a*limit to all th^se. What is to W done^ We must develop our 
commerce and industries — and that cannot Is* dotie as long as our young 
men are net well trained in this branch. I hope, Sir, this resolution will 
commend it.self not oOily to the acceptance of tins House but alsf) of Gov- 
ernment. 

Bj)[ni ftlSHORI MORAN CHAUOHURI • In view of what has f.illen 
from Mr. Khaitan. T accept the atneiidment. 

Mr. KRISHNA CHAN5RA RAY CHAUOHURI: 1 have every 
sympathy with the resolution and the amendment and have no doubt 
that the mover is prompted with very best motive. Sir, niy ex|>cnence 
in England and in Ifidia teaches me that commerce cannot he taught in 
C'olleges or st hools. It can only he learnt hv apprenti('eship in shnps and 
mercantile firms. Training in ccmnnerciul ctdleges make students 
unfit for humble commercial life. Mr Khaitan vho comes frowi the 
Marwari community kjnows very well that the .Marwari ccmmierc ial men 
def not know anything ahout political ec'ommiy nor they see any commer- 
cial maps and charts nor read c-oinmercial geography and yet* they are 
captains of commerce and inclustrv 1 have seen in Manchester students 
after getting their degree of H. (’oin. from (he Manchester University 
fail t(» find luc rative employment in the* local mercantile firms, (hit of 
a large numher of these* commercial gracluates only a few to my knowledge* 
succeeded in finding good c*mpIoyment . In this country, 1 am afraid, 
students after getting their cominerc'ial degree w'ill try to seek employ- 
ment under Government. I i«*meinher the cases of the* agricultural 
.students who were s«*nt from here to the Girencester (hdlege in England 
and after they jiassed out from there very few’ took to agriculture as 
profession hut some of them entered (ioverninent service as Deputy 
Magistrates and they thought (hat they had a spec ial claim on Gc»vern- 
ment. We have ampngst us good c*omiiierc ial magnates like Sir David 
Yule, ^esho Ram Podclar, Mr. Madan and others- they are the people 
who know what commerc ial training is good for youths and w ith whose* 
firms they ought to liy placed for ccunniercial training. 1 think, Sir, the 
whole bnsines.s of commercial c*diic‘ution should he in the hands of the 
Calcutta Corporation. In England it is the ('orporaf Ion with commercial 
magnates as Councillors which has charge of cximmercial eilucaiioii ^nd 
these magnates admit pupils in their firms. As regards the Govern* 
ment Commercial Institute which we have in Calcutta it turns out idiort- 
kand wri^rs and typists and accountants and I know, Sir, from person- 
al experience that its passed pupils cannot find ergployment in any Cal- 
cutta firms as responsible assistants because they learned nothing at>out 
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practical business, except the art of shorthand and typing and account- 
ancy. Unless these men serve as apprentices in a commercial firm tliey 
can learn nothing about business and you cannot expect any firm to 
employ them as assistants either. 

T say that instead of the Ilni^^ersity, commercial educaHion should be 
taken over by the Calcutta Corjmnition and the Commissioners who are 
connected with commerce and trade of this great mercantile city should 
control commercial education. 

MINISTER in charge of DEPARTMENT of AGRICULTURE AND. 
INDUSTRIES (the Hon^ble the Nawab Saiyid Nawab Ali Chaudburi, 
Khan Bahadur): 1 am in agreement with much that has beeh said by 
llabu Kishori Mohan (’haudhuri. The necessity of improving the 
(lovernmeni (Commercial Institute and of raising its status has long been 
recognised by (lovornment. lint it has alH<S been recognised that an 
essential preliminary is the appointment of a fully qualified Principal. 

It is now two years since this (Government moved the Secretory of State 
to recruit a qualified officer for the jnist. Some time ago the Govern- 
ment felt that the matter could no longer be deferred, and asked the 
Secretary of State, if he were still unable to find a qualified (-andidate, to 
allow us to select and appoint a Principal bK ally. We have just receiveo 
his sanction to the adopt i(m of this c<»urHe, am] steps are now being taken 
to fill the post. The new Principal will re(iuire stmic time (<» studv exist- 
ing conditions, but I shall ask the Direc tor of Industries to draw up as 
soon as possible, in consultation with the Principal, a complete scheme for 
the improvement of the (Commercial Institute. The (|uestion of affiliating 
the Institute to the University and of the gninting of degrees for Com- 
merce will then receive full consideration. At present I have an ojien 
mind on the subject. On the one hand, the (Calcutta University Com- 
mission thought that the time had not yet come for grunting degrees; 
on the other hand, circumstances have changed since the (’ommission 
wrote its report, and there is an undoubted popular demand for degrees 
in Commerce. I am therefore prepared to refer the matter of affiliation to 
the expert advisers of Gc»vernment. 

As regards arrangements for higher tnnning by apprenticeship in 
rinmgnised firms, a scheme for granting diplomas in accountancy has 
been -prepared and is now under the consideration of Governme .t. it if» 
proposed that apprenticeship in a recognised finn should be one condition 
of the grant of such diplomas. The (\>uncil wiP recognise that this is 
not a matter which can be settled finally by Government. It must be 
arranged in con.sultation and co-operation with the firms, am, how- 
ever, prepared to consult the Dire<'U>r of Industries as to the proposal. 

As regards llabii Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri’s sugge.stion that the 
proposal to appoint a highly-paid Principal should he dropped, I must 
oppose it with all the strength at my command. Government, Sir, 
consider that the appointment of a fully qualified Principal is an essen- 
tial preliminary to any measures that may be taken for the iroproveroisnl 
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of the Institute and in this view they are supiu^rted hy their expert 
advisers and by the Governing Body of tW Institute. We do not prt>^ 
pose any ^extravagant vsoale of pay. The Prinripul will he recruited on 
the scale of pay sanctioned for officers of the Indian Educational 
Service. I do not think the Council will oonsider this excessive in the 
casj of a post requiiing very exceptional qualific ations. I am therefore 
strongly opposed fo the proposal that the appointment of a fully quali- 
fied Principal should l>e dropped. The candidate selected, I nm\n‘xplaiu, 
if he is not a graduate, will he reciuired to have prac tical experience of 
bu.siness. 

As regardvS the amendment propiosed hy Bahu I)c\ i 1‘iosad Klmitan, 

I an^ not prepared to apfree that the liLstitutc should hecaune part (»f the 
teaching department of the Univeisity. Such a change should mean 
a radical alteration in the character and objects of the Inslit\itc* d'he 
aim of the Institute is to give a practical education in ccunmercial subjects 
which will fit men for enqilovinent in the large commerc iiil offices of ('ul. 
cutta. Though w’e hope to effect great improvements and to raise* the 
standard of teaching in the Institute we do not proimse to alter its 
character. Our aim will still be to turn out young men fitted for a 
practical commercial life. If the ('ominercial Sc hoed formed part of the 
teaching department of the University cmly studcnls whc» ha\e ulieady 
graduated could join jts M.A. classes and the* cducalion given would in 
tfie main be a higher devehqnnent of theoretic al economic s. d’he Univer- 
sity control of these subjects will mean the contnd of tlieorists. At 
present the control is mainly in the hands of practical men. University 
control will not help the students to openings in husiiic’ss. It will (piali- 
fy them rather for teaching ec cmoniic s and suc li suhjc*cts than for practi- 
cal commercial work. We wish to turn out young men fitted for respon- 
sible and well-paid posts in the commerc ial world and to secure this 
object it is neces.sary that the Institute should remain under the 
Government and should not he made over to the University. 

Babu KI8HORI MOHAN CHAUDHURI: I am glad that Ocivern- 
meat have every sympathy for my profu>sal. There is only difTerence 
as regards the amendment proposed hy my friend Babu Devi Ihosad 
Ehaiian and Government do not accept it. As regards my suggestion 
tj^at the appointmenT of out.siders as Principal he not approved, I say that 
the gentleman now in charge of the ('oinmercial Institute should he 
appointed as Principal, hut on that point, Government is not prepared 
to accept my suggestion. As a matti»r of fact, that was only my sugges- 
tion; in Hiality it is not intended in the resolution which I have moved; 
there I simply say that the Institute may he further developed and 
affiliated up to the B.A. degree and special arrangements may be 
made to impart practical education in Government rec4»gnised firms. I 
say that up to the extent there is no practical difference between my- 
self and the Government. I hope that it may be accepted without any 
difficulty. Am regards the amendment of Bahu lAivi Prosed Khaitan. I 
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am prepared to accept it, but if (loverniuent object to it, it may be aepa* 
f^'raiely dealt with ; the aenae ol the Uouncil may be ascertained with 
regard to it and a^tioi^ taken accordingly 

Ai regards ilie objection of Mr. Krishna Chandra Ray Chaudhuri, I 
am sorry that he likes to go’^back and says that the exisMng institute 
should be abolished altogether and some students or apprentices might be 
sent round to some well established firms with premium paid by 
(lovernlnent or somebody else. I do not know how many boj'sS can be 
taught in that way. Out of every clerks now employed in com- 

mercial firms in Calcutta, at least 50 i)er cent, are students coming out 
from the Commercial Institute; if my information is correct this shows 
that the institute as it is now is not useless. Mr. Sen is the present 
officiating Principal and he is well known to many; he is an M.A. and 
was for some time a partner in the firm of Messrs. Jardine Skinner & Co. 
Many students of the Institute are doing well in independent commer- 
cial enterprises. If, under the existing arrangements, a majority of 
(tlerks are turned out, it is not the fault of Mr. Sen. He is fully pre- 
pared to make arrangements for higher .study Tfhe ii^ thought cnm- 
pelent, he may Ik» apiKiinted as |M‘rmarient PrinciiMil. I simply made 
this suggestion, hut I leave it entirely to the Pftard of Stmlies or the 
experts of the (lovernmeni to consider, and about the conferring of 
degrees, it is also for the (tovernment to rfoisidn in consultation with 
the University whiidi is u part of (loverniuenf an angements. If any- 
thing is to he (lone hy the Piiiversily, inone> must he supjdied V)v 
Government ; so jiraetically the I'liiversity is a (iovernmeiit department. 
Experts or some other competent persons should he taken or some 
bureau should he ronstituted to supervisi* the ( 'oiumen ial Institute. 

The ('alcutta University Commission had this matter under (heir con- 
sideration. They recommended that a beginning should he made for 
higher commercial courses in the lnstitut(‘; the ( alrutta University also 
came to the same conclusion. 

Mr. Chaudhuri’s suggestion is to give up these enterprises and simply 
to arrange for turning out a few apt>renti('es with some premium 
advanced hy the (loverninenl or the Corporation. That is a proposal 
which the Council ought to seriously consider. Hut on the desirability 
of arranging for vtM'utional education for the rising generation I hepe 
there is no difference of opinion. How (hat can \>e achieved is of course 
a difficult (|uestion that wc have to consider. The Marwari (immunity 
is very sympathetic with us in this resjwri; English commercial firms 
also are sympathetic. Government should take the matter insiheir hands 
and arrange for these firms to enrol apprentices to impart practical train- 
ing. If we are to get commercial education. I Wlieve theoretical educa- 
tion ia also necessary, and as to the practic al side, classes may be held 
for that sphere of the business also. Some information bureau may 
be set up, and the prwedure of conducting business may be taught. 
Arrangements for commertdal enterprise should be made. I do not 
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know what is the state of things in European countries, whether they 
have done away “with commercial schools or institutions, and simply^ 
depend qp the apprentices in firms, 1 do not know,^ 1 am not (uUy aware 
of that. So far as my information ^oea, the Sydenham College of Com- 
merce in Bombay was started in Bombay to give practical education in 
commerce. Whatever may be the decision of the Goverh^ieut, 1 hope 
they should arrivi at it without further delay. A beginning should be 
made at once, but if it is to be done, it is for the experts Ui decide how to 
do that, if Government accept my proposal.

Visiting staff of Jails. 

Dr. JATINDRA NATH MOITRA: 1 move that - this ( oum ii 
rei-ommends ^ the ^lovernment that each ele<*ted member of the 
Bengal Legislative Council l>e ap|H)inted an rs-officio member of the 
visiting staff of all the jails lying within his constituency.’' 

The recent attairs in several jail.s in Bengal have been the subject 
ipatter of heated disctissioii in th-s Council as well as in the jmblic plat- 
form and the public press. We are all aware of the fact that almost 
every constituency here has contributed to the large influx of (he jail 
population where all sorts of punishments were inflicted even on the 
under-trial prisoners and the Jail ('ode was violated in some cases by the 
officers in charge. J’he people of the constituency naturally expert th:». 
their representatives in the liegislative ('ouncil will move the higher 
authorities to redress the legitimate grievances of the inniates of the jail. 
But in 9 cases out of 10 the cleited members of this Coum il who aic 
mostly not penomr grata' w’ith the Government have not the 
opportunity of visiting the jails without the knowleilge and fiernnssion 
of the Hoii’ble Member in charge of Jails, (iranting that the Hon'ble 
Member alnive alluded to grant the ueiessary permission, the member 
so desirous of visiting the jail finds, on his arrival there, that bettei 
lyrungements have *ulready l»een provided fur. On asking the convict* 
he is If ten times informed that the day previous to his arrival he did 
not see such arrangement. I may cite a concrete example. On my 
arrival at Faridpur T was informed by several nofw'.ooperator prisoners 
who are #ill gentlemen that they w'ere getting radish leaves as their 
vegetables for six days previous to my arrival and the dal was absolutely 
sickening. I tasted the food myself and asked the prisoners to do so, 
but to their amaxement they found that the ffMal had a different flavour 
and different taste and different materials. 1 do not impute that the 
Hon'ble Member in charge of Jails informed t^e officer of the jail 
privately before the arrival of the visitors, but I do ^y that the officers 
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of the jail keep information of our movements so far as they are con- 
cerned and they arranfi^e accordingly. Now it is idie to expect that 
Government will yield to the general desire of the people to make the 
people's men the visitors of the jail, but Government should have some 
regard for the honesty of the members of this Council. The members ot 
the I.fegislative Council, however, feel it humiliating to ask the permission 
of certain officers of Government for 8pe<*ial permission each time they 
wish to visit the jail, and further, it becomes inipos.sible for any one to 
make a surprise visit to find out the true state of affairs, which is veiy 
necessary not only far the beneiit of the peot>le but also for safeguarding 
the gmwl name oi the Government. It is with this obje<'t in view that 
I have brought this resolution for the kind ronsidcraiion and acceptance 
by the (Council and I hope I do not ask this in vain. 

The following ainendment to the resolution of Dr. Jatirolra Nath 
Moitra standing in the name of Mr. Tarit Bhusan Roy was, in the absence 
of the member, deemed to he withdrawn; — 

That in motion No. 79, after the word ‘ consfitueney * at the end,

“ 'III is (\>uncil recommends to the Government that non-oflic iu] 
memlKTs of the Bengal iH'gislative Council l)e ai)pointed ex-oficto 
Visitors of all the jails in the presidency of Jlengal ” 

I had no great desire to take part in this debate hut when I saw the 
res(duti(»ns tabled, I felt that all of them fell short of their mark. In my 
amendment I want that all non-odicial members of this Council, whether 
elected or nominated, should l>e made rx-ofirw visitors of all the jails in 
the Pn^sidency of Bengal. Without meaning any reflection on any 
IkmIv, I am Cfujstrained to sa> that the present mode of nominating non- 
official visiUirs of the jails is not at all satisfactory. The Comniisgioner 
and hemxj the Distric t Magistrate has now the power of nominating such 
visitors and the apjiointmenl is looked upon more as an honour, or dig- 
nity, just as honorary magistraeies, than as opportunities for real work. 
And these dignities also have got to Im» secuied by ingratiating one- 
self into the gtsKl gniees of the local authorities. It is a matter of great 
regret that we had long neglected the jails where our wafortunate 
ct)untrymen are kxlged hr their occasional lapses. Criminology had 
never Wn seriously studied here and jails were only regarded as 
segregation camps for the morally diseased. A jail-sentence on a person 
practically tantamounted !<• his civil death, for it was very difficult 
for him to get hack into his former set. So .-i M^ntenoe of jail, instead 
of having any reformative effect on him, branded him for ever as a 
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person to be avoided. There rntgrbi be even some justidcaiion, ihoui^h 
I should say very poor, for such mentality and treatment. For formerlf^ 
at least, in our country, it was quite ditKcult to enter the portals of a 
jail without some sort of moral culpability. But things have ehanf^Hl 
now. A p(^icy of the (lov eminent has macb, some of the otberwist' 
lawful acts, illegal and punishable with jail sentences. Men of the 
highest ranks of our society, our friends and letatives have lH*en put 
into jaii^ for doing things which even a repr»''ientative body like this 
Council considers as i)erfectly justifiahle. Even small hoy» have been 
punished with jail sentences. These events have smideuly ojameil our 
eyes; th^ harrow'ing tales which these geiitlemeii bring home, the sad 
si which their fiiends who go to visit them witness, have viiiex- 
jMM'tedly brought home to us the extiomely unsatisfactory conditions 
and absurdities that pre\^il inside the jail walls Wc have now' learnt 
that even respectable cultured people are flogged in the jails and punish* 
inents unknown to the civilised world, are indulged in at the sweet will 
of the jail authorities. We owe these revelations not to the ordinary 
jail visitors, ^ut to » rneiiiher of this Council wlio was patriotic and 
humanitarian enough to take up the cause of the oppresstul, iHjhIly. No 
doubt there are many visitors of the jails in Bengal, hut they are mostly 
local people, whose interest it is to l>e in the go(»d iHxiks of the ha ul oflici* 
als. Local people, In most cases, dare not oppose any iiliimyncrasies, 
whims and vagaries on the part of the Imal authorities. Even the 
Indian Jails (\>miiiittee <tf 191?) had observed, in }>nssing, the ha<l effects 
of the visitors Inung ami remaining persorur f^ratfr with the authorities 
in order to retain their dignity of a jail visitor. The demoralising effe<*t 
of the firesent system would be apparent from the lack of interest of the 
non-official visitors of the jails. In the latest Jail RefKirt we find that 
in the year 1920, only 240 visits wrere paid by about 225 local non-offn iul 
visitors amongst a total nunilier of almut 90 jails in the presidency. So 
long we have tried this visiting of jails by Imal people and we have seen 
what interest they take in these matters. They seen to lie <|ui(e Katisfiful 
with what to them is a mere “ honourable position." Perhaps their 
indifference to the duties of their " honourable position " has l>ean in- 
duced in them for^the reasons I have already mentioned, namely, their 
cdejieq^ence on the Icwal officials, their interest even to remain prr$oniT 
grater with them. But with the members of the Oiuncil, it is expm'ted 
to be otherwise. \ memlier, say from liangpur, can have no object in 
ingratiating himself into the favour of the local authorities of say 
Burdwaif and if be hapi>ens to l>e there and has the authority to visit the 
jail, he shall be able to tackle the matter justly and fairly. No doubt, 
we are sent to this Council by particular constituencies, but when we are 
here we must take interest in everything pertaining to our country and not 
remain indifferent or silent when our particular constituencies are not 
concerned. There are only about 116 non-oiBekl members of Council 
«and an addition of this number to the list of jail visitors would not b« 
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much and would not in any way interfere with the work of the jail author- 
*kies. For the Jail Committee itnelf says that no jail official save two 
warders need accompany such visitors. Then, Sir, it does npt at the 
same time imply that all members would take to visiting the jails. I 
only ask for this privilege for ourselves so that those of us i^o are so in- 
clined might take up this humanitarian work. We have already seen 
how the receat visits to jails by some of the members of this Council, 
through the courtesy of the Hon'ble Member in charge, have worked for 
the amelioration of the jail conditions. The Indian Jail Committee had 
fully recognised the beneflcient influence of non-official jail visitors ana 
had recommended an increase of their number. ^ I shall finish by read- 
ing out to the House what they have said in this connection : — 

The oxi«ten<‘o of non-ofFu-ial viHtiors is spenally valuable as tupplying a training 
grnunii where rnionlM^rs of the public can obtain an 'Insight into jail problems and 
learn to take an interest m prisons and prisoners. It is of great inijwrfance to create 
such an interest in the public mind and the appointment of 4ion*officiaih is one of the 
best inethodH of promoting this end. Although, therefore, some of our witnesst»8 
rritiMMMl the syst<*m, »e think it h.ih only to 1m* rrtinHed und m firtnid in 
order to la^ produi'tive of even greater advantages in the future than in the past. 

T hope, Sir, that the amendment will he acceptable to the House. 

At this stage the Council was adjourned for 15 minutes. 

After the adjournment. 

Thf Hon'bit Sir ABD«UR*RAHIMs The (jucstion of appointing more 
non-ofliciul visitors to the jails of Hengal is one which hii^ been engaging 
the attention of the (lovernment for some time. As a matter of fact, 
there are at jiresenl four members of the Standing (^immittee for Jail« 
and Administration of Justice, who are elected members of this Council, 
and they have been given aiUtliority to visit vvhiche\er jails (be\ like. 

T believe they have uHHtied this opportunity to some extent, but I do not 
think they have been able to visit very many jails outside their own 
districts or Calcutta. So far as these four gentleiiien are concerned, 
they have to deal with good many problems of the jails which are now 
engaging the attention of the (lovernment. It is well known to this 
House that Initb the (lovernment of India and this (lovernment are deal- 
ing with the Jails (^mimitU'e’s report which occupies a very large volun^e, 
and many questions arise in connection with that report, and the Jails 
Standing ('ommiltee are advising (lovernment on them. So far as these 
four memlHTs are concerned, whatever you call them, whether you call 
them ejr-offino members or otherwise, they have got permmaion from 
(lovernment to visit whichever jails they like and make whatever recom- 
mendations they like. An regards other non-official members, to the 
liest of my knowledge, whoever has hitherto applied to Government or to 
the Superintendent* of Jails, or the Inspector-General of Prisons for per- 
mission to visit any narticular jail, they have been granted that per- 
mission. I know some meraWrs approached me, and they will bear me 
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out that permission was readily granted to them, and I Mivve Urn 
has also been the case with those gentlemen who applied directly to tW 
Inspect^y-General of Prisons. I say therefore that no sort of difficult) 
has been thrown in the way of any non-official visitors who desired to 
acquaint themselves with the conditions prevailing m the jailH. 
Therefore, I can say to the House very contidently , that so 
far as Government is concerned, there is not the least desire on the jmrt 
of Goveyiment to shut out from the purview of tln^ Council, the 
conditions prevalent in the jails. In fact, we are considering various 
schemes for improving the jail administraiimi, and I min on behalf of 
(roveiniyent that we intend to ask for the co-operation of all ineinlwra, 
all i^oniinent members, of tlie public and also members of this Assembly, 
to help the Government as far as possible NNith suuuesnons fnr improv- 
ing our jail administration. For this purpose we are willing and eager 
to allow those who want it every opiwrtunity for visiting the jails. We 
are not afraid of criticism, even if this criticism at times is lin])le to be 
somewhat exaggerated, hot this much 1 must p»>int out also to the House 
that the visitor of jaiK have got certain definite <liities to perform; they 
are expei ted to visit the jails of which they aie non <>ffi( ial Nisitors, 
regularly, and the district magistrate would he expecU‘d to call meeting'* 
of the jail visitors from time to time. T mean, the (ifTn e of a non oflicial 
jail visitor is not merely an honorary one in the sense that he may drop 
in (-asually and see hrov things are going on and fr)r!n some sort of im- 
pression ; he is expected to go into the jail, ({uestion juisoners, see what 
sort of food they are given, see what sort of punishments are infli(‘ted, 
and whether the punishments inflicted are firoport ionate and also see 
Nvhether they are recorded in the regi'-ter kejit f(»r tin* pur|»o«e. There arc 
(lie-e and other defitnte duties assigned to the non-oflh ial visitors of 
the jail. Then you must rememlier fh»t wliehevcr any non-oflir ial visit- 
or nr any other visitr>r visits a particular jail, the jail officials are expect- 
ed to give them every facility for the ilist-hurge of tlieir duties. They 
have to provide attendants for them, they have tr» provide a guard for 
them, take them to any juirt of the jail they want to go to. and assist 
them in every possible way in doming to a right conclusion us regards (he 
conditions prevailUig there. What therefore T propose on behalf of 
Goverfjment is that we should give every member of this House, who is 
really anxious to help in the jail administration, every opportunity to 
become a visitor to tlie jail, but we are not prepared merely to have any- 
Iwxlv whether he takes anv interest in jail administration 

or not, declared a visitor of every jail in the province that 

is merely hy virtue of the fact that he is a member of the roiincil, 
With respect to those members of the House, who supported this reso- 
lution, I must point out that it would be as unreasonable for a memWr 
of this House to sav. that hv virtue of his office as a member 
of tbf Council, be is entitled to*in»j>ect, wherever he 
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happens to be, any jail, as to say that he is entitled, by virtue of 
His ofl5ce, to inspect every school, every hospital and every court 
that is in the province. That is not a reasonable proposition. But 
it is perfectly reasonable that those vrho are desirous of doin^ 
something? to help the administration and to introduce irflprovements 
in the jails, should have opportunities for doingp so. I may tell 
the House, for instance, that we have got a very considerable number 
of proposals for introducing religious teaching in and educating the in- 
mates of the jails. Those are questions which are engaging the attention 
of the Government and for that purpose it is necessary for 
Government to secure the help of the public as fa^ as possible. *I think, 
therefore, the proposition put forward by Kumar Shib Shekhareswai^Itay 
is tof) wide; it really can serve no useful purpose, but laccept the prin- 
ciple of the proposition underlying the resolution moved by Dr. Jatindra 
Nath Moifru that opf>ortufiities should fa? given to those members of this 
House, who want to insfKvt a jail, to do so. I am therefore prejmred 
to acc<*pt the renolution if it is amended in the following way; —

I can also assure the members of this House that if this does not give 
opportunities to every member to lie a non-official visitor I on liebalf of 
Government shall be prepared to appoint them by rotation, so that every- 
liody gets a chance of being a visitor in his turn. 

Kumar SHIB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: May T inquire what will 
hapjien to the special electorates.*^ 

Thf HOft’bla Sir ABD«UR*RAHIM: I do not think they will come 
under this, but on behalf of Government T am willing to give them also 
a chance if any of them want to be visitor.' But I do not want on behalf 
of Government to accept any proposition which would authorise a man 
living in Birbhum, to be a non-official visitor of a iail, say, in Coir.Illa or 
(^hittagnng; that can serve no useful purpose.

objection can be t^iken to it. If we want to see the jails, he is willing to 
give us every opportunity. It is no good being a visiting member of the 
Chittagong Jail ; I do not want to be one; I cannot do justice to the woik 
eAcn if I wanted ; then^fore, 1 think it is l)est that the rule should l)e that 
anv inemlx^r of this ^^>uncil who exprest^^s a desire in writing to the 
Hon’ble Meml>er, to l>e a visitor of a jairticular jail, which is near his 
Imuse or which he may conveniently visit may he appointed, and evf*ry 
facility given to him: that is why I nay that the Hon'hle Sir AlKl-ur- 
Hnhim^ profiosal is one which commends jtself to our aewptane^. Aftei 
what the Hon’ hie Sir Ahd-ur- Rahim has pointed out, I think it is gmal 
that Government sh<^uld d<» this liecaiise it is to credit of the Govern- 
ment to allow people to go and see what things are being done there, and 
it might afso he of use in contradicting mischievous rumours which might 
he stated against jail administration in any particular area. 

r am thankful to the Hon ’hie Member for pemiitiing me to visit the 
Ridderpore Jail; I brought things to his notice and I must say with the 
greatest possible gratitude that these grievances were removed without 
any delay. T therefore think that my friends, th# movers of the resolu- 
^on and the arngndmenls, will find that this will serve our purpose very 
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well ; at the same time I think that nobody should take up more oflBces 
%lthaD he can possibly dischargee, and I do not think that there need be any 
further discussmn on this matter. 

Dr. JATINDRA NATH MOITRA: Referring to the Jatl Committee, 
1 say that it is not possible for only four members to do justice to the 
work entrusted to them so far us visiting the jails are concerned. I have 
already told you that the present HcUi’ble Member in charge of JaiU^ias 
been solicitous for the wishes of the individual members of the I^egis- 
lative Council but time may come when a particular member of the 
Legislative (U>uncil may not be grunted a similar permission... I have 
ai«4) brought to your notice that it in sometimes humiliating to aak the 
permission of ^ particular authority on whose a(*tion they have to com- 
ment upon. Further, T have also told you th^t surprise visits are neces- 
sary to find out the true state of affairs and I say that this can only be 
done if they are made members. The amendment put forward 

by the H<»n*hle Sir Abd-ur-ttahim deti'jits the jiurpose of our resolutions 
as the question of pemoiKt i/rativ will errq) in. J''uithei> local influence 
has to be counted and it is mit very phaisunt to criticise the District 
Magistrate in whose jurisdiction the particular member of the Council 
I elides. Further, in refily to Rai Hahadur Jogendra Chunder Chose 
that the llon^ble Sir Abd-ur-Rahiin never refuse.s permission of tips 
nature, I may say that the Ifon'ble Sir .VlKl-ur-Rahim, for whom we 
have got the highest respect, may not adorn the portfolio for ever.
